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Mr.  Bennett,  by  leave  of  the  House,  introduced  a Bill  No.  1,  An  Act 
respecting  the  Administration  of  Oaths  of  Office,  which  was  read  the  first  time. 


Mr.  Speaker  reported,  That  when  the  House  did  attend  His  Excellency  the 
Administrator  this  day  in  the  Senate  Chamber,  His  Excellency  was  pleased 
to  make  a speech  to  both  Houses  of  Parliament,  and  to  prevent  mistakes,  he 
had  obtained  a copy  which  he  read  to  the  House  as  follows: — 

Honourable  Members  of  the  Senate: 

Members  of  the  House  of  Commons: 

I welcome  you  to  your  duties  at  a time  when  the  Nations  of  the  world  are 
passing  through  a period  of  great  economic  depression.  Canada  has  not  escaped 
it.  But  the  Canadian  people  have  met  the  trials  of  the  moment  with  patience 
and  fortitude,  and  are  facing  the  future  with  the  courage  and  faith  which  must 
triumph  over  every  difficulty.  In  prosperity  they  were  united.  In  adversity 
that  union  is  made  still  stronger  by  the  spirit  of  co-operation  and  mutual  under- 
standing which  is  the  surest  bulwark  of  the  Nation’s  welfare  and  happiness. 

These  attributes  of  Canadianism  are  National  assets  of  real  value,  and, 
upon  their  possession,  I do  profoundly  congratulate  you. 

It  will  be  your  privilege  to  consider  certain  measures  designed  by  my 
Ministers  to  ameliorate  existing  conditions,  to  provide  further  means  by  which 
our  people  may  go  forward  to  achieve  a prosperity  heretofore  unattained  and 
to  furnish  them  with  all  possible  safeguards  against  a recurrence  of  the  present 
subordination  to  world  forces. 

The  fact  that  in  this  period  of  universal  distress  Canada  has  been  spared 
the  same  acute  degree  of  hardship  which  many  other  nations  have  been  called 
upon  to  bear,  will  not,  I know,  blind  you  to  the  fact  that  between  this  country 
as  it  is  and  as  it  should  be,  there  is  a gulf  to  be  bridged  by  the  industry  and 
zeal  of  all  those  who  have  the  welfare  of  the  nation  in  their  keeping.  The 
problems  which  stand  between  us  and  ultimate  prosperity  are  manifold  and 
great.  To  be  effectually  met,  they  must  first  be  understood.  Confusion  between 
cause  and  effect  will  but  delay  their  solution.  My  Government  has  explored 
the  origins  of  our  difficulties  and  is  firmly  of  the  belief  that  many  of  our 
problems  do  not  arise  out  of  world  wide  depression,  but  are  antecedent  to  it;  and 
that  domestic  factors  have  also  largely  determined  the  degree  of  economic 
distress  from  which  this  country  is  suffering. 

It  was  this  belief  which  impelled  my  Ministers  at  the  emergency  Session  of 
Parliament  held  in  September  last  to  remove  one  of  the  root  weaknesss  in  our 
industrial  system  by  effecting  such  then  possible  changes  in  the  tariff  as  would, 
in  their  opinion,  provide  substantial  security  against  harmful  world  competi- 
tion. Although  in  the  interval  world  conditions  have  changed  but  little  for  the 
better,  this  tariff  legislation  has  resulted  in  a marked  improvement  in  the 
domestic  situation  through  the  strengthening  of  established  industries,  and  in 
addition  many  others,  formerly  exporters  to  Canada,  have  now  become  pro- 
ducers in  Canada. 

The  operation  of  The  Unemployment  Relief  Act,  1930,  has  proved  equally 
beneficial.  While  the  grant  authorized  by  this  Act  could  not  immediately  have 
checked  unemployment  arising  from  causes  of  which  you  have  full  knowledge, 
yet  its  careful  administration  by  my  Ministers,  ably  aided  by  the  Provincial 
and  Municipal  Governments  and  the  two  great  railway  systems,  has  resulted  in 
the  institution  of  a Nation  wide  program  of  public  undertakings,  each  one  a 
unit  in  a scheme  of  National  development,  which  have  collectively  provided 
work  for  the  greatest  number  of  men  who  have  ever  been  employed  through  the 
direct  efforts  of  the  Federal  Government.

HOUSE  OF  COMMONS

Since  the  last  session  of  Parliament  four  of  my  Ministers  attended  the 
Imperial  and  Imperial  Economic  Conferences  in  London.  Several  constitutional 
questions,  arising  largely  out  of  the  resolutions  of  the  Imperial  Conference  of 
1926,  where  fully  discussed  and,  in  principle,  approved.  My  Ministers,  however, 
held  the  view  that  before  certain  Constitutional  changes  embodied  in  these  Reso- 
lutions should  be  made  effective  by  a statute  of  the  Parliament  of  the  United 
Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Northern  Ireland,  the  Provinces  of  Canada  should 
be  given  an  opportunity  of  further  considering  them  and  of  satisfying  themselves 
that  these  proposed  changes  do  not  in  any  way  restrict  their  Constitutional 
rights.  Unanimous  concurrence  in  this  view  having  been  given  by  the  repre- 
sentatives of  Great  Britain,  the  Irish  Free  State  and  the  other  Dominions,  my 
Ministers  have  called  a Provincial  Conference  to  be  held  at  Ottawa  in  the 
month  of  April  for  the  consideration  of  the  proposed  changes.  Following  the 
Conference  you  will  be  asked  to  take  appropriate  action. 

Exhaustive  consideration  of  the  means  most  likely  to  ensure  a lasting  and 
mutually  advantageous  scheme  of  Empire  economic  co-operation  was  also  com- 
menced at  the  Imperial  Conference,  and  many  matters  preliminary  to  a final 
conclusion  were  then  disposed  of.  Searching  investigation  into  the  merits  of 
alternative  schemes  by  the  Governments  concerned  is  continuing,  and  it  is  con- 
fidently hoped  that,  at  the  adjourned  Conference  to  meet  at  Ottawa  during  the 
ensuing  summer,  agreements  will  be  concluded  for  closer  Empire  trade,  which 
will  strengthen  still  more  the  bonds-  of  Empire  and  bring  to  every  part  of  it 
great  and  enduring  prosperity. 

Pursuant  to  the  fixed  policy  of  my  Government  to  combat  all  influences 
which  are  inimical  to  the  social  and  economic  welfare  of  this  Dominion,  an 
Order  in  Council  has  been  passed  prohibiting  the  importation  of  certain  com- 
modities into  Canada  from  the  Union  of  Soviet  Socialist  Republics. 

My  Ministers  have  completed  the  organization  approved  by  legislation  at 
the  last  Session  of  the  Sixteenth  Parliament  for  administering  the  Pension  Act 
as  amended,  and  have  taken  steps  to  ensure  that  every  care  shall  be  exercised 
to  obtain  the  just  and  equitable  satisfaction  of  all  legitimate  claims. 

My  Ministers  have  had  under  anxious  consideration  the  means  by  which 
an  orderly  marketing  of  the  wheat  crop  of  Western  Canada  may  be  assured, 
and  have  already  taken  such  effective  action  towards  that  end  as  the  circum- 
stances appear  to  justify.  My  Ministers  are  aware  that  changing  conditions  in 
the  world’s  markets  may  necessitate  further  intervention  by  my  Government, 
wdiich  is  prepared  to  render  whatever  additional  assistance  may  be  deemed 
advisable  in  the  National  interest.  The  present  situation  has  emphasized  the 
necessity  of  effecting  a reduction  in  the  costs  of  production  and  marketing  of 
the  wheat  crop  and  of  providing  more  stable  markets,  as  the  welfare  of  all 
parts  of  Canada  is  involved  in  satisfactory  returns  being  received  by  the  grain 
growers. 

The  broad  outline  of  the  general  scheme  of  National  development  under- 
taken by  my  Government,  including  provision  for  old  age  pensions,  aid  to 
agriculture,  technical  education  and  highway  construction,  has  already  been 
made  known.  My  Ministers  are  persuaded  that  this  general  scheme  cannot 
advantageously  be  altered.  Careful  consideration  has  therefore  been  given  to 
the  progressive  stages  by  which  it  will  be  carried  out,  and  you  will  be  asked  to 
consider  measures  sanctioning  such  action  as  the  current  economic  situation 
warrants,  and  such  as  can  be  undertaken  without  undue  demands  upon  the 
National  exchequer. 

You  will  be  asked  to  consider  such  further  revision  of  the  tariff  as  may 
be  carried  out  with  but  incidental  adjustments  to  the  British  Preference 
Schedules  now  in  force.

You  will  have  before  you  for  consideration  a Bill  to  create  a Tariff  Board, 
the  purposes  of  which  will  be  to  ensure  stability  of  trade,  opportunities  for  the 
development  of  our  home  market  by  Canadian  producers  in  fair  competition 
with  those  of  other  Nations,  and  the  protection  of  our  consumers  from  ex- 
ploitation. 

Amongst  other  measures  to  which  your  attention  will  be  invited  are  Bills 
for  the  more  effective  control  of  National  finance;  for  the  revision  of  the  exist- 
ing provisions  for  Government  purchases;  for  amending  the  Naturalization  Act; 
and  for  amending  the  Copyright  Act. 

The  Reference  to  the  Supreme  Court  of  Canada  of  the  respective  jurisdic- 
tions of  the  Dominion  and  Provinces  over  radio  broadcasting  necessarily  post- 
pones any  definite  legislative  action  being  taken  until  the  opinion  of  the  Court 
of  last  resort  has  been  obtained.

The  public  accounts  for  the  last  fiscal  year  and  the  estimates  for  the 
coming  year  will  be  submitted  at  an  early  date.  The  estimates  will  manifest 
my  Ministers’  resolve  that,  until  the  revenues  of  the  country  reflect  a definite 
improvement  in  the  economic  situation,  every  economy  compatible  with  the 
proper  administration  of  the  State  will  be  exercised. 

Honourable  Members  of  the  Senate: 

Members  of  the  House  of  Commons: 

The  policies  and  measures  I have  outlined  are  based  upon  the  firm  belief 
of  my  Government  that  this  country  is  soon  to  enter  upon  a new  era  of  prosperity, 
and  that  the  proper  development  of  its  vast  resources  by  a people  pledged  to 
unity  and  co-operation,  and  endowed  with  courage  and  industry,  will  ensure  to 
Canada  a leading  place  among  the  Nations.  I pray  that  Divine  Providence, 
which  has  made  you  citizens  of  this  favoured  land,  may  guide  and  bless  your 
deliberations.

The  Joint  Librarians  of  Parliament  have  the  honour  to  submit  their  Report 
for  the  year  1930. 

The  Supplementary  Catalogue  of  the  books  donated  to,  and  purchased  by, 
the  Library  is  already  in  type  and  will  be  issued  when  this  Report  is  placed 
in  the  hands  of  the  Printers. 

The  Librarians  desire  to  express  to  the  various  Provincial  Governments 
their  appreciation  of  the  courteous  and  prompt  way  in  which  all  requests 
for  the  many  Provincial  documents  have  been  met. 

Amongst  the  many  valuable  donations  to  the  Library  the  undersigned 
have  again  to  note  those  made  by  the  Carnegie  Edowment  for  International 
Peace. 

Of  the  more  interesting  works  purchased  during  the  past  year  there  may 
be  mentioned  the  Service  Monographs  of  the  United  States  Government.  These 
consist  of  rather  more  than  fifty  volumes  which  deal  with  the  whole  administra- 
tive activities  of  the  United  States  Government  as  carried  on  by  more  than  a 
hundred  Bureaus,  Boards,  and  Commissions.  They  were  published  by  the 
Institute  for  Government  Research  of  the  Brookings  Institution,  Washington, 
D.C.  Additional  acquisitions  include  twenty  volumes  of  the  Transactions  of 
the  Second  World  Power  Conference,  printed  in  English,  French  and  German. 

The  monumental  work  on  The  North  American  Indian  by  Edward  S. 
Curtis,  consisting  of  twenty  quarto  volumes  and  twenty  portfolios  of  superb 
photographic  illustrations,  is  now  nearing  completion,  and  volumes  17  and  18 
were  received  by  the  Library  during  the  past  year.  In  view  of  recent  important 
developments  in  Russia  and  India  many  works  on  these  subjects  have  been 
purchased,  and  every  effort  has  been  made  to  acquire  the  more  new  and 
important  books  on  economic,  financial,  and  constitutional  matters. 

At  the  end  of  the  present  Supplement  will  be  found  the  index  to  many 
volumes  of  pamphlets  which  include  important  documents  formerly  in  the 
library  of  Mr.  Girouard  of  St.  Benoit,  who  was  a well-known  collector  of 
historical  documents  and  a contemporary  of  Papineau,  Lafontaine  and  Cartier. 
These  particular  pamphlets  deal  with  the  settlement  of  the  north-east  boundary 
lines  between  Maine,  New  Brunswick  and  Canada  referred  to  in  the  Ashburton 
Treaty. 
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By  the  removal  of  a large  number  of  “ duplicates  ” to  the  vaults,  and  the 
re-arrangement  of  some  sections,  the  books  on  the  shelves  of  the  galleries  are  in 
more  convenient  shape  than  they  have  been  for  some  time.  Work  has  been  con- 
tinued in  the  vaults  themselves,  their  contents  card-indexed,  and  the  Librarians 
venture  to  submit  that  there  is  a far  more  orderly  condition  of  things  there  than 
has  been  the  case  for  very  many  years.  Nevertheless  the  Librarians  feel  bound 
to  report  the  congestion  still  makes  for  many  difficulties,  and  the  matter  might 
well  be  discussed  by  the  Joint  Committee  of  Parliament  on  the  Library.

We,  His  Majesty’s  most  dutiful  and  loyal  subjects,  the  House  of  Commons 
of  Canada,  in  Parliament  assembled,  beg  leave  to  offer  our  humble  thanks  to 
Your  Excellency  for  the  gracious  Speech  which  Your  Excellency  has  addressed 
to  both  Houses  of  Parliament. 

And  the  question  being  proposed ; 

Mr.  Mackenzie  King,  seconded  by  Mr.  Stewart  (Edmonton  West),  moved  in 
amendment  thereto: — 

That  the  following  be  added  to  the  Address  to  His  Excellency: — 

“ We  respectfully  submit  to  Your  Excellency  that  this  House,  while  recog- 
nizing the  serious  economic  conditions  prevailing  throughout  the  world,  regrets 
that  the  policies  of  His  Majesty’s  Government  have  not  only  failed  to  afford 
a remedy  for  employment  and  agricultural  distress,  as  pledged  by  the  Prime 
Minister  and  his  colleagues,  but  have  served  further  to  prejudice  the  deplorable 
position  of  the  agricultural  interests,  thereby  causing  additional  unemployment 
and  substantially  reducing  the  national  revenue. 
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“ The  House  believes  that  the  proposals  made  to  the  Imperial  Economic 
Conference  and  the  manner  in  which  they  were  submitted  and  discussed  by  the 
Prime  Minister  of  Canada  were  responsible  for  the  failure  of  the  Conference 
to  accomplish  its  purpose  in  London,  and  that  the  successful  development  of 
Canada’s  trade  relations  with  Great  Britain  has  been  adversely  affected  thereby. 

“ The  House  is  further  of  the  opinion  that,  if  these  proposals  and  certain 
other  of  the  policies  of  the  Government  are  persisted  in,  as  would  appear  to 
be  the  intention  of  the  Government  as  outlined  in  the  Speech  from  the  Throne, 
the  very  serious  condition  which  exists  at  the  present  time  will  be  intensified 
rather  than  relieved.”

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Mr.  Rhodes  raised  a Point  of  Order:  That  as  the  matter  referred  to  in  the 
motion  was  fully  covered  by  the  Speech  from  the  Throne  and  the  amendment 
thereto  now  under  debate,  leave  asked  for  should  not  be  given. 

Mr.  Speaker:  This  application  is  made  under  Standing  Order  31,  which 
reads: 

“(1)  Leave  to  make  a motion  for  the  adjournment  of  the  house  (when 
made  for  the  purpose  of  discussing  a definite  matter  of  urgent  public  importance) 
must  be  asked  after  the  ordinary  daily  routine  of  business  has  been  concluded 
and  before  notices  of  motions  or  orders  of  the  day  are  entered  upon. 

“(2)  The  member  desiring  to  make  such  a motion  rises  in  his  place,  asks 
leave  to  move  the  adjournment  of  the  house  for  the  purpose  of  discussing  a 
definite  matter  of  urgent  public  importance,  and  states  the  matter. 

"(3)  He  then  hands  a written  statement  of  the  matter  proposed  to  be  dis- 
cussed to  the  Speaker,  who,  if  he  thinks  it  in  order  and  of  urgent  public 
importance,  reads  it  out  and  asks  whether  the  member  has  the  leave  of  the 
house.” 

In  the  first  place,  before  the  matter  is  read  to  the  house,  the  Speaker  must 
consider  that  it  is  in  order  and  of  urgent  public  importance.  Perhaps  I cannot 
do  better  than  to  read  to  the  house  the  written  opinion  I gave  to  the  honourable 
member  for  North  Winnipeg  this  morning  when  he  kindly  notified  me  that  he 
was  going  to  make  this  application.  I said: 

“ Since  discussing  with  you  your  proposal  to  move  the  adjournment  of  the 
house  for  the  purpose  of  discussing  a definite  matter  of  urgent  public  import- 
ance, namely — to  call  the  attention  of  the  house  and  the  government  to  the 
acute  distress  existing  among  large  numbers  of  industrial  workers  throughout 
the  Dominion,  I have  carefully  considered  the  same  and  it  seems  to  me  the 
matter  to  which  you  propose  to  call  the  attention  of  the  house  is  now  actually 
being  discussed  in  the  debate  on  the  Address,  and  is  a matter  specifically 
referred  to  in  the  third,  fourth,  fifth  and  sixth  paragraphs  of  the  Speech  from 
the  Throne  and  in  the  amendment  moved  by  the  Leader  of  the  Opposition. 

“For  the  moment  the  house  has  laid  aside  the  debate  on  the  Address  to 
deal  with  supplementary  estimates  required  for  the  administration  of  the  gov- 
ernment. Within  a few  days  the  debate  will  be  resumed  and  if  the  house 
considers  that  the  matter  you  propose  to  call  to  its  attention  should  be  discussed 
forthwith,  it  has  only  to  revert  to  the  Debate  on  the  Address  for  that  purpose. 

“ If  it  is  suggested  that  the  members  now  seeking  to  move  the  adjourn- 
ment have  already  spoken  in  the  Debate  on  the  Address,  I might  point  out 
that  it  is  open  to  a member  to  move  a sub-amendment  to  the  amendment  to 
the  Address  and  to  then  discuss  the  matter,  and  that  when  the  amendment  now 
before  the  house  is  disposed  of  there  will  be  a further  opportunity  to  speak  on 
the  main  motion. 

“ The  reason  for  allowing  such  a motion  for  the  adjournment  is  to  afford 
members  an  opportunity  of  discussing  a definite  matter  of  urgent  public  im- 
portance which  they  could  do  in  no  other  way,  but  as  the  matter  has  been,  and 
will  continue  to  be  very  thoroughly  discussed  in  the  debate  now  in  progress,  I 
am  obliged  to  decide  that  the  application  is  not  in  order  at  this  time. 

“ In  support  of  this  decision  I would  quote  May’s  Parliamentary  Practice, 
13th  edition,  page  248: — 

‘ Motions  for  adjournment  regarding  matters  for  the  discussion  of  wdiich 
the  Committee  of  Supply  or  other  appointed  business, — 

The  appointed  business  in  this  case  being  the  debate  on  the  address. 

‘ — would  afford  an  early  opportunity,  or  a matter  which  is  under  the  considera- 
tion of  a select  committee,  have  been  ruled  to  be  out  of  order

The  House  resumed  the  adjourned  Debate  on  the  proposed  motion  of  Mr. 
Cormier,  for  an  Address  to  His  Excellency  the  Administrator,  in  reply  to  His 
Speech  at  the  opening  of  the  Session,  and  the  proposed  motion  of  Mr.  Mackenzie 
King  in  amendment  thereto: — 

That  the  following  be  added  to  the  Address  to  His  Excellency: — 

“ We  respectfully  submit  to  Your  Excellency  that  this  House,  while  recog- 
nizing the  serious  economic  conditions  prevailing  throughout  the  world,  regrets 
that  the  policies  of  His  Majesty's  Government  have  not  only  failed  to  afford 
a remedy  for  employment  and  agricultural  distress,  as  pledged  by  the  Prime 
Minister  and  his  colleagues,  but  have  served  further  to  prejudice  the  deplorable 
position  of  the  agricultural  interests,  thereby  causing  additional  unemployment 
and  substantially  reducing  the  national  revenue. 

“ The  House  believes  that  the  proposals  made  to  the  Imperial  Economic 
Conference  and  the  manner  in  which  they  were  submitted  and  discussed  by  the 
Prime  Minister  of  Canada  were  responsible  for  the  failure  of  the  Conference 
to  accomplish  its  purpose  in  London,  and  that  the  successful  development  of 
Canada’s  trade  relations  with  Great  Britain  has  been  adversely  affected  thereby. 

“ The  House  is  further  of  the  opinion  that,  if  these  proposals  and  certain 
other  of  the  policies  of  the  Government  are  persisted  in,  as  would  appear  to 
be  the  intention  of  the  Government  as  outlined  in  the  Speech  from  the  Throne, 
the  very  serious  condition  which  exists  at  the  present  time  will  be  intensified 
rather  than  relieved.” 

And  the  Debate  continuing; 

Mr.  Gardiner,  seconded  by  Mr.  Heaps,  moved  in  amendment  to  the  said 
proposed  amendment: — 

That  all  the  words  after  “ That  ” in  the  Amendment  be  stricken  out,  and 
the  following  substituted  therefor: — 

“ this  House  fully  realizes  that  there  exists  in  Canada  an  economic  situation 
which  constitutes  a National  Emergency,  which  can  only  be  met  by  extra- 
ordinary measures; 

“ This  House  is  of  opinion  that  the  present  situation  calls  for  the  greatest 
possible  degree  of  co-operation  on  the  part  of  all  its  members,  and  to  that  end, 
and  that  this  co-operation  may  be  given  in  the  most  practical  and  efficient 
manner,  your  Excellency’s  Advisors  should  give  consideration  to  the  appoint- 
ment of  a Special  Committee  of  Parliament,  to  which  Committee  would  be 
assigned  the  duty  of  examining  into  the  causes  and  extent  of  the  present  depres- 
sion, with  the  view  of  suggesting  such  appropriate  action  as  might  best  correct 
the  present  situation  and  relieve  present  suffering,  and  as  might  also  render 
less  probable  the  recurrence  of  such  disasters  in  the  future; 

“ This  House  urges  that  the  need  is  great  and  immediate,  and  that  this 
Committee  should  be  appointed  without  delay,  that  it  be  given  all  necessary 
powers  and  authority,  and  that  it  be  instructed  to  proceed  with  all  expedition 
and  to  report  to  this  House  during  the  present  Session  of  Parliament; 
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“ While  the  above  suggested  action  should  assist  in  the  ultimate  solution 
of  these  great  National  Problems,  this  House  realizes  that  there  are  conditions 
in  this  Country  which  require  more  immediate  consideration  and  to  that  end 
this  House  is  of  opinion: — 

“(a)  That  the  failure  or  inability  of  our  banks  to  provide  the  credit 
which  is  essential  to  our  farmers  in  respect  of  their  spring  operations,  renders 
it  imperative  that  consideration  be  given  to  some  system  of  federal  assistance, 
whether  directly,  by  way  of  bank  guarantee,  or  otherwise; 

“(6)  That  the  serious  situation  which  still  prevails  in  respect  of  unemploy- 
ment demands  that  this  House  give  consideration  to  some  immediate  action 
looking  toward  increased  employment,  and  a further  measure  of  direct  relief 
■where  such  is  found  necessary.”

The  House  resumed  the  adjourned  Debate  on  the  proposed  motion  of 
Mr.  Cormier,  seconded  by  Mr.  Porteous, — That  the  following  Address  be 
presented  to  His  Excellency  the  Administrator,  to  offer  the  humble  thanks  of 
this  House  to  His  Excellency  for  the  gracious  Speech  which  he  has  been  pleased 
to  make  to  both  Houses  of  Parliament,  namely: — 

To  His  Excellency  the  Right  Honourable  Lyman  Poore  Duff,  Administrator 

of  the  Government  of  Canada. 

May  it  Please  Your  Excellency: 

We,  His  Majesty's  most  dutiful  and  loyal  subjects,  the  House  of  Commons 
of  Canada,  in  Parliament  assembled,  beg  leave  to  offer  our  humble  thanks  to 
Your  Excellency  for  the  gracious  Speech  whieh  Your  Excellency  has  addressed 
to  both  Houses  of  Parliament. 

And  the  proposed  motion  of  Mr.  Mackenzie  King  in  amendment  thereto: 
That  the  following  be  added  to  the  Address  to  His  Excellency: — 

“ We  respectfully  submit  to  Your  Excellency  that  this  House,  while  recog- 
nizing the  serious  economic  conditions  prevailing  throughout  the  world,  regrets 
that  the  policies  of  His  Majesty’s  Government  have  not  only  failed  to  afford 
a remedy  for  employment  and  agricultural  distress,  as  pledged  by  the  Prime 
Minister  and  his  colleagues,  but  have  served  further  to  prejudice  the  deplorable 
position  of  the  agricultural  interests,  thereby  causing  additional  unemployment 
and  substantially  reducing  the  national  revenue. 

“ The  House  believes  that,  the  proposals  made  to  the  Imperial  Economic 
Conference  and  the  manner  in  which  they  were  submitted  and  discussed  by  the 
Prime  Alinister  of  Canada  were  responsible  for  the  failure  of  the  Conference 
to  accomplish  its  purpose  in  London,  and  that  the  successful  development  of 
Canada’s  trade  relations  with  Great  Britain  has  been  adversely  affected  thereby. 

‘‘  The  House  is  further  of  the  opinion  that,  if  these  proposals  and  certain 
other  of  the  policies  of  the  Government  are  persisted  in,  as  would  appear  to 
be  the  intention  of  the  Government  as  outlined  in  the  Speech  from  the  Throne, 
th  very  serious  condition  which  exists  at  the  present  time  will  be  intensified 
rather  than  relieved.”

And  the  proposed  motion  of  Mr.  Gardiner  in  amendment  to  the  said 
proposed  amendment:  That  all  the  words  after  “That”  in  the  Amendment 
be  stricken  out,  and  the  following  substituted  therefor: — 

“ this  House  fully  realizes  that  there  exists  in  Canada  an  economic  situation 
which  constitutes  a National  Emergency,  which  can  only  be  met  by  extra- 
ordinary measures; 

“ This  House  is  of  opinion  that  the  present  situation  calls  for  the  greatest 
possible  degree  of  co-operation  on  the  part  of  all  its  members,  and  to  that  end, 
and  that  this  co-operation  may  be  given  in  the  most  practical  and  efficient 
manner,  your  Excellency’s  Advisors  should  give  consideration  to  the  appoint- 
ment of  a Special  Committee  of  Parliament,  to  which  Committee  would  bfe 
assigned  the  duty  of  examining  into  the  causes  and  extent  of  the  present  depres- 
sion, with  the  view  of  suggesting  such  appropriate  action  as  might  best  correct 
the  present  situation  and  relieve  present  suffering,  and  as  might  also  render 
less  probable  the  recurrence  of  such  disasters  in  the  future; 

“This  House  urges  that  the  need  is  great  and  immediate,  and  that  this 
Committee  should  be  appointed  without  delay,  that  it  be  given  all  necessary 
powers  and  authority,  and  that  it  be  instructed  to  proceed  with  all  expedition 
and  to  report  to  this  House  during  the  present  Session  of  Parliament; 

“ While  the  above  suggested  action  should  assist  in  the  ultimate  solution 
of  these  great  National  Problems,  this  House  realizes  that  there  are  conditions 
in  this  Country  which  require  more  immediate  consideration  and  to  that  end 
this  House  is  of  opinion: — 

“(a)  That  the  failure  or  inability  of  our  banks  to  provide  the  credit 
which  is  essential  to  our  farmers  in  respect  of  their  spring  operations,  renders 
it  imperative  that  consideration  be  given  to  some  system  of  federal  assistance, 
whether  directly,  by  way  of  bank  guarantee,  or  otherwise; 

“ ( b)  That  the  serious  situation  which  still  prevails  in  respect  of  unemploy- 
ment demands  that  this  House  give  consideration  to  some  immediate  action 
looking  toward  increased  employment,  and  a further  measure  of  direct  relief 
where  such  is  found  necessary.”

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Whereas  the  said  city  is  a divisional  point  of  the  National  Railways  and 
the  terminus  of  the  Temiscouata  Railway,  which  links  the  said  city  to  the 
Province  of  New  Brunswick,  and  to  that  part  of  the  National  Railways  known 
in  the  past  as  the  Transcontinental: 

Whereas  the  National  Railways  are  still  in  possession  of  the  branch  line  of 
Riviere  du  Loup  Station  to  the  Riviere  du  Loup  Wharf; 

Whereas  the  transport  by  water  of  coal  from  Nova  Scotia  to  Riviere  du 
Loup  would  be  much  more  economical  and  would  permit  of  its  distribution  at 
a lower  cost  in  Eastern  Quebec,  in  the  northern  part  of  New  Brunswick  and  the 
State  of  Maine; 

Therefore  be  it  resolved — That,  in  the  opinion  of  this  House,  the  Govern- 
ment should  appoint  experts  to  study  the  matter  from  every  angle  and  report 
to  the  Government  as  soon  as  possible.

And  the  question  being  put  on  the  amendment;  it  was  agreed  to. 

And  the  question  being  put  on  the  main  motion  as  amended;  it  was  agreed  to. 
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Mr.  Woodsworth,  seconded  by  Mr.  Coote,  moved, — That,  in  the  opinion 
of  this  House,  it  is  desirable  that  Canada  should  have  the  right  to  amend  her 
own  constitution,  but  that  in  proceeding  to  make  any  amendment,  scrupulous 
care  should  be  taken  to  safeguard  the  rights  of  minorities. 

After  Debate  thereon,  the  said  motion  was,  by  leave  of  the  House,  with- 
drawn. 

At  eleven  o’clock,  p.m.,  Mr.  Speaker  adjourned  the  House  without  question 
put,  pursuant  to  Standing  Order  7,  until  to-morrow,  at  three  o’clock,  p.m.

Montreal,  a Commissioner  appointed  under  the  Inquiries  Act,  on  claims  of 
Canadian  Nationals  of  Armenian  origin,  for  damage  alleged  to  have  been  sus- 
tained by  them  during  the  war  resulting  from  acts  of  the  Turkish  Government. 

By  leave  of  the  House,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Cahan,  it  was  ordered, — That  400 
copies  in  the  English  language  and  200  copies  in  the  French  language  of  the 
Special  Report  by  Errol  Malcolm  McDougall,  K.C.,  Commissioner  on  Reparation, 
upon  Armenian  Claims  laid  on  the  Table  of  the  House  this  day,  be  printed 
forthwith  and  that  Standing  Order  64  in  relation  thereto  be  suspended.

(i)  Disputes  arising  prior  to  the  accession,  in  respect  of  Canada,  to  the 
said  General  Act  or  relating  to  situations  or  facts  prior  to  the  said 
accession ; 

(ii)  Disputes  in  regard  to  which  the  parties  to  the  dispute  have  agreed  or 
shall  agree  to  have  recourse  to  some  other  method  of  peaceful  settle- 
ment; 

(iii)  Disputes  between  His  Majesty’s  Government  in  Canada  and  the  Gov- 
ernment of  any  other  Member  of  the  League  of  Nations  which  is  a 
member  of  the  British  Commonwealth  of  Nations,  all  of  which  dis- 
putes shall  be  settled  in  such  manner  as  the  parties  have  agreed  or 
shall  agree; 

(iv)  Disputes  concerning  questions  which  by  international  law  are  solely 
within  the  domestic  jurisdiction  of  States;  and 

(v)  Disputes  with  any  party  to  the  General  Act  who  is  not  a Member 
of  the  League  of  Nations. 

2.  That  His  Majesty  in  respect  of  Canada  reserves  the  right  in  relation 
to  the  disputes  mentioned  in  Article  17  of  the  General  Act  to  require  that  the 
procedure  described  in  Chapter  II  of  the  said  Act  shall  be  suspended  in  respect 
of  any  dispute  which  has  been  submitted  to  and  is  under  consideration  by  the 
Council  of  the  League  of  Nations,  provided  that  notice  to  suspend  is  given 
after  the  dispute  has  been  submitted  to  the  Council  and  is  given  within  ten 
days  of  the  notification  of  the  initiation  of  the  procedure,  and  provided  also 
that  such  suspension  shall  be  limited  to  a period  of  twelve  months  or  such 
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longer  period  as  may  be  agreed  by  the  parties  to  the  dispute  or  determined  by 
a decision  of  all  the  members  of  the  Council  others  than  the  parties  to  the 
dispute. 

3.  (i)  That,  in  the  case  of  a dispute,  not  being  a dispute  mentioned  in 
Article  17  of  the  General  Act,  which  is  brought  before  the  Council  of 
the  League  of  Nations  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Coven- 
ant, the  procedure  described  in  Chapter  I of  the  General  Act  shall  not 
be  applied,  and,  if  already  commenced,  shall  be  suspended,  unless  the 
Council  determines  that  the  said  procedure  shall  be  adopted. 

(ii)  That  in  the  case  of  such  a dispute  the  procedure  described  in  Chap- 
ter III  of  the  General  Act  shall  not  be  applied  unless  the  Council  has 
failed  to  effect  a settlement  of  the  dispute  within  twelve  months  from 
the  date  on  which  it  was  first  submitted  to  the  Council,  or,  in  a case 
where  the  procedure  prescribed  in  Chapter  I has  been  adopted  without 
producing  an  agreement  between  the  parties,  within  six  months  from 
the  termination  of  the  w'ork  of  the  Conciliation  Commission.  The 
Council  may  extend  either  of  the  above  periods  by  a decision  of  all 
its  members  other  than  the  parties  to  the  dispute. 

and  that  this  House  do  approve  of  the  same,  subject  to  the  said  conditions. 

After  Debate  thereon,  the  question  being  put  on  the  said  motion;  it  was 
agreed  to.

Mr.  Rheaume,  seconded  by  Mr.  Mercier  (St.  Henri),  moved, — That,  in  the 
opinion  of  this  House,  the  compensation  of  sixty  dollars  provided  for  each  head  of 
cattle,  male  or  female,  as  stipulated  in  Chapter  6,  section  14,  subsection  2 (a), 
of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  Canada,  1927,  be  raised  to  ninety  dollars,  and  that  the 
compensation  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  stipulated  in  section  2(6)  of 
the  same  section,  be  raised  to  one  hundred  and  eighty  dollars. 

And  a Debate  arising  thereon; 

Mr.  Guthrie  raised  the  Point  of  Order:  That  this  Resolution  could  not  be 
moved  by  a private  member  as  it  involved  a direct  order  to  spend  money  which 
could  only  be  given  by  the  House  on  a motion  made  by  a Minister  upon  the 
recommendation  of  the  Crown. 

Mr.  Speaker  upheld  the  Point  and  declared  the  proposed  Resolution  out 
of  order. 

Mr.  Pleenan,  seconded  by  Mr.  Mackenzie  (Vancouver  Centre),  moved,— 
Whereas,  the  Dominion  of  Canada  is  a signatory  to  the  Articles  of  Peace  of 
the  Treaties  of  Versailles,  thereby  subscribing  to  the  principle  of  a maximum 
■working  day  of  eight  hours; 

Therefore  be  it  resolved  that  this  House  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  Govern- 
ment of  Canada  should  take  appropriate  steps  to  ensure,  throughout  Canada, 
the  fulfilment  of  our  Treaty  obligations  and  conventions  arising  out  of  the  Peace 
Treaty,  relating  to  hours  of  work. 

And  a Debate  arising  thereon,  and  continuing; 

At  eleven  o’clock,  p.m.,  Mr.  Speaker  adjourned  the  House  without  question 
put,  pursuant  to  Standing  Order  7,  until  to-morrow,  at  three  o’clock,  p.m.

Mr.  Gardiner,  from  his  place  in  the  House,  asked  leave  under  Standing 
Order  31,  to  move  the  adjournment  of  the  House  to  discuss  a definite  matter 
of  urgent  public  importance  respecting  Order  in  Council  P.C.  No.  422,  dated  8th 
March,  1929,  passed  under  such  circumstances  that  amount  to  an  abuse  and 
infringement  of  the  privileges  of  this  House  and  constitutes  a serious  reflection 
upon  the  honour  and  integrity  of  the  Parliament  of  Canada,  and  also  to  discuss 
the  unauthorized  and  illegal  action  of  the  Beauharnois  Light,  Heat  and  Power 
Company  in  proceeding  to  construct  the  Beauharnois  Canal  in  contravention  of 
the  terms  of  Order  in  Council,  P.C.  No.  422,  dated  March  8,  1929,  and  the  plans 
provided  therein,  and  in  further  contravention  of  the  terms  of  the  British 
North  America  Act,  the  building  of  the  said  canal  being  brought  about  in  such 
a manner  as  to  unjustly  deprive  the  people  of  Canada  of  a vast  part  of  the 
national  domain,  thus  causing  a great  and  irreparable  loss  unless  immediate 
action  is  taken  by  the  Government  in  respect  thereto. 

He  then  handed  a written  statement  of  the  matter  proposed  to  be  discussed 
to  Mr.  Speaker,  who  having  read  it  to  the  House,  put  the  question:  Has  the 
Member  leave  to  proceed? 
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Objection  being  taken; 

Mr.  Speaker  requested  those  Members  who  supported  the  motion  to  rise 
in  their  places;  only  thirteen  Members  having  risen  in  support  of  the  motion; 

The  question  being  put:  Shall  the  Member  have  leave  to  proceed;  it  was 
resolved  in  the  affirmative,  on  the  following  division: —

— Report  of  the  Commission  on  Trading  in  Grain  Futures  of  which  Sir  Josiah 
Stamp  of  London,  England,  was  Chairman,  dated  April  29,  1931. 
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Mr.  Bury,  from  the  Select  Standing  Committee  on  Standing  Orders,  pre- 
sented the  Fourth  Report  of  the  said  Committee,  which  is  as  follows: — 

Your  Committee  have  had  before  them  for  consideration  the  Nineteenth 
Report  of  the  Clerk  of  Petitions,  together  with  the  petition  of  John  Doherty 
and  others  of  Sarnia  and  Windsor,  Ontario;  praying  for  the  passing  of  an  Act 
to  incorporate  the  Sarnia  Port  Huron  Vehicular  Tunnel  Company,  for  the  con- 
struction and  operation  of  a tunnel  under  the  St.  Clair  river,  between  Sarnia 
and  Port  Huron. 

The  evidence  adduced  clearly  shows  the  reason  for  the  delay  in  presenting 
the  petitions  until  after  the  prescribed  time  for  receiving  same  in  this  House, 
as  follows: — 

The  importance  of  the  undertaking  necessitated  a great  amount  of  detail 
to  be  worked  out  to  complete  the  financial  structure  of  the  organization,  and 
it  was  first  thought  the  undertaking  would  have  to  be  abandoned  for  the  present 
session.  However,  strong  representations  were  made  to  make  every  effort  to 
get  the  work  started  on  account  of  the  unemployment  situation,  and  the  pro- 
posed undertaking  would  employ  something  like  2,000  workers.  It  was  finally 
decided  that,  although  the  time  for  presenting  petitions  had  expired  and  the 
session  was  well  advanced,  they  would  make  an  effort  to  get  the  necessary 
authority  from  Parliament  to  get  the  work  started,  following  which  decision  a 
petition  was  presented  in  this  House  on  June  1st. 

In  view  of  the  evidence  submitted,  your  Committee  are  of  the  opinion  that 
the  late  presentation  is  fully  justified,  and  have  agreed  to  recommend  that 
Standing  Order  92  be  suspended  in  relation  thereto,  and  that  the  said  petition 
be  received. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Bury  the  said  Report  was  concurred.

“ Whereas  there  exists  throughout  Canada  grave  depression  accompanied 
by  widespread  unemployment  and  distress. 

“And  whereas  the  depression  has  deepened  and  unemployment  wddened  as 
a result  of  the  fiscal  policy  of  the  Government,  set  forth  at  the  special  session 

of  1930. 

“And  whereas,  as  indicated  by  the  fiscal  measures  now  submitted,  the  Gov- 
ernment proposes  to  continue  the  policy  then  inaugurated. 

“ This  House  regrets  that, 

1.  The  policies  of  the  Administration  do  not  contain  any  provision  for  the 
relief  of  unemployment. 

2.  The  effect  of  the  fiscal  measures  proposed  will  be  to  intensify  the  stag- 
nation nf  trade  brought  about  largely  by  the  disparity  between  the  prices 
received  by  those  who  must  sell  their  products  in  the  world’s  markets  and  the 
prices  which  must  be  paid  for  goods  and  services  in  a highly  protected  market. 

3.  The  proposed  increases  in  taxation,  both  direct  and  indirect,  will  fall 
most  heavily  on  those  least  able  to  bear  the  burden  thereof,  whilst  there  are 
decreases  proposed  in  taxation  which  will  relieve  those  whose  incomes  render 
them  most  capable  of  paying  a greater  share  of  the  expense  of  administration. 

4.  The  effect  of  increased  customs  tariffs  and  other  restrictions  and  obstacles 
to  trade  will  be  to  curtail  consumption  and  the  volume  of  exports  upon  which 
the  buying  power  and  prosperity  of  the  country  so  largely  depend. 

5.  The  legislation  of  the  special  session  of  1930  which  it  is  now  proposed 
to  supplement,  deprives  the  elected  representatives  of  the  people  of  that  direct 
and  full  measure  of  control  of  tariff  and  taxation  which  belongs  to  parliament. 

“And  this  House  is  of  the  opinion, 

“ That  the  existing  economic  depression  can  only  be  overcome  by  policies 
which  are  of  a character 

(а)  To  relieve  unemployment, 

(б)  To  restore  to  a condition  of  parity  the  relation  between  the  purchas- 
ing powers  of  all  classes, 

(c)  To  bring  about  more  equitable  distribution  of  the  burdens  of  taxation, 

(d)  To  encourage  the  expansion  of  the  external  trade  of  the  country,  and 

(e)  Restore  to  parliament  its  full  authority  over  tariff  and  taxation.” 

And  a Debate  arising  thereon,  and  continuing,  the  said  Debate  was,  on 
motion  of  Mr.  Smith  (Cumberland),  adjourned. 

At  eleven  o’clock,  p.m.,  Air.  Speaker  adjourned  the  House  without  question 
put,  pursuant  to  Standing  Order  7,  until  to-morrow  at  three  o’clock,  p.m.

30,  1930,  by  which  the  Honourable  Minister  of  Labour  was  authorized  to  enter 
into  an  agreement  with  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  and  the  Canadian 
National  Railways. 

And  also, — Return  to  an  Address  to  His  Excellency  the  Governor  General, 
of  the  27th  May,  1931,  for  a copy  of  the  Order  in  Council  appointing  the  Right 
Honourable  Sir  George  Perley  Acting  Minister  of  Railways  and  Canals,  in 
October,  1930.

Mr.  Speaker  reported  that  he  (the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Commons) 
had  addressed  the  Right  Honourable  the  Deputy  Governor  General  as  follows:— 

“ May  it  Please  Your  Honour: 

“ The  Commons  of  Canada  have  voted  Supplies  required  to  enable  the 
Government  to  defray  certain  expenses  of  the  Public  Service. 

“ In  the  name  of  the  Commons,  I present  to  Your  Honour  the  following 
Bill:  — 

“An  Act  for  granting  to  His  Majesty  certain  sums  of  money  for  the  public 
service  of  the  financial  year  ending  the  31st  March,  1932. 

“ To  which  Bill  I humbly  request  Your  Honour’s  Assent.” 

And  that  to  this  Bill  the  Clerk  of  the  Senate,  by  command  of  the  Deputy 
of  His  Excellency  the  Governor  General,  did  thereupon  say: — 

“ In  His  Majesty’s  name  His  Honour  the  Deputy  Governor  General  thanks 
His  Loyal  Subjects,  accepts  their  benevolence,  and  assents  to  this  Bill.” 


The  House  then  resumed  the  Debate  on  the  proposed  motion  of  Mr. 
Bennett:  That  Mr.  Speaker  do  now  leave  the  Chair  for  the  House  to  resolve 
itself  again  into  Committee  of  Ways  and  Means,  and  the  proposed  motion  of 
Mr.  Ralston  in  amendment  thereto: — 

That  all  the  words  after  “ That  ” be  struck  out  and  the  following  sub- 
stituted therefor: — 

“ Whereas  there  exists  throughout  Canada  grave  depression  accompanied 
by  widespread  unemployment  and  distress. 

“And  whereas  the  depression  has  deepened  and  unemployment  wddened  as 
a result  of  the  fiscal  policy  of  the  Government,  set  forth  at  the  special  session 
of  1930. 

“And  whereas,  as  indicated  by  the  fiscal  measures  now  submitted,  the  Gov- 
ernment proposes  to  continue  the  policy  then  inaugurated. 

“ This  House  regrets  that, 

1.  The  policies  of  the  Administration  do  not  contain  any  provision  for  the 
relief  of  unemployment. 

2.  The  effect  of  the  fiscal  measures  proposed  will  be  to  intensify  the  stag- 
nation of  trade  brought  about  largely  by  the  disparity  between  the  prices 
received  by  those  who  must  sell  their  products  in  the  world’s  markets  and  the 
prices  which  must  be  paid  for  goods  and  services  in  a highly  protected  market. 

3.  The  proposed  increases  in  taxation,  both  direct  and  indirect,  will  fall 
most  heavily  on  those  least  able  to  bear  the  burden  thereof,  whilst  there  are 
decreases  proposed  in  taxation  which  will  relieve  those  whose  incomes  render 
them  most  capable  of  paying  a greater  share  of  the  expense  of  administration. 
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4.  The  effect  of  increased  customs  tariffs  and  other  restrictions  and  obstacles 
to  trade  will  be  to  curtail  consumption  and  the  volume  of  exports  upon  which 
the  buying  power  and  prosperity  of  the  country  so  largely  depend. 

5.  The  legislation  of  the  special  session  of  1930  which  it  is  now  proposed 
to  supplement,  deprives  the  elected  representatives  of  the  people  of  that  direct 
and  full  measure  of  control  of  tariff  and  taxation  which  belongs  to  parliament. 

“And  this  House  is  of  the  opinon, 

“ That  the  existing  economic  depression  can  only  be  overcome  by  policies 
which  are  of  a character 

(а)  To  relieve  unemployment, 

(б)  To  restore  to  a condition  of  parity  the  relation  between  the  purchas- 
ing powers  of  all  classes, 

(c)  To  bring  about  more  equitable  distribution  of  the  burdens  of  taxation, 

(d)  To  encourage  the  expansion  of  the  external  trade  of  the  country,  and 

(e)  Restore  to  parliament  its  full  authority  over  tariff  and  taxation.” 

And  the  Debate  continuing; 

Air.  Spencer,  seconded  by  Miss  Macphail,  moved  in  amendment  to  the  said 
amendment: — 

That  all  the  words  after  “ whereas  ” in  the  amendment  be  stricken  out 
and  the  following  substituted  therefor: — 

“ This  House  recognizes  that  while  certain  commendable  features  are  con- 
tained within  the  present  budget,  it  is  to  be  regretted  that  no  provision  has 
been  made  for  unemployment  relief,  and  this  House  further  regrets  the  pro- 
posed decrease  in  the  income  tax  as  applied  to  the  larger  incomes  as  a retro- 
grade step,  and  wholly  unwarranted  in  the  present  state  of  the  national  ex- 
chequer, and  especially  in  view  of  the  heavy  additional  taxation  imposed  upon 
the  consumers  of  the  country. 

“And  whereas  the  general  economic  situation  in  the  Dominion  as  reflected 
in  the  financial  statement  contained  in  the  present  budget,  is  extremely  serious 
and  indicates  shrinking  revenues  consequent  on  business  stagnation,  and  a tre- 
mendous decrease  in  commodity  values,  accompanied  by  a corresponding  decline 
in  general  purchasing  power; 

“And  whereas  a further  result  of  this  condition  is  to  greatly  increase  the 
burden  of  public  and  private  indebtedness  to  a point  where  repayment  would 
appear  to  be  almost  hopeless; 

“ This  House  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  present  economic  conditions  demand 
intelligent  and  intensive  study  and  definite  planning  upon  a national  scale,  with 
the  view  of  substituting  well  defined  co-operative  principles  in  respect  of  pro- 
duction and  distribution,  together  with  the  mobilization  of  our  natural  resources, 
technical  equipment  and  financial  machinery,  in  place  of  the  highly  competitive 
system  under  which  we  are  suffering  at  the  present  time. 

“As  it  is  apparent  that  these  fundamental  changes  cannot  be  put  into  effect 
in  the  immediate  future,  and  that  the  present  situation  requires  some  prompt 
action. 

“And  as  the  present  financial  situation  is  in  many  respects  similar  to,  but 
more  serious  than  that  which  prevailed  in  1914  at  which  time  extraordinary 
measures  wrere  taken  by  the  Government,  including  the  suspension  of  the  re- 
demption of  Dominion  notes  in  gold; 

“ This  House  is  of  the  opinion  that  it  is  expedient  to  again  suspend  redemp- 
tion of  Dominion  notes  in  gold  in  order  that, 

(a)  Commodity  price  levels  may  be  raised,  thus  increasing  the  purchasing 
power  of  those  engaged  in  agriculture,  mining,  forestry,  fishing  and  other  primary 
industries,  and  in  this  way  promoting  a corresponding  increase  in  the  volume 
of  emnloyment; 
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ib)  That  the  burden  of  both  public  and  private  debts  and  the  interest 
thereon  may  be  lightened; 

(c)  That  the  amount  of  currency  and  credit  available  for  the  purposes  of 
trade  and  commerce  within  the  country,  may  be  increased; 

( d ) That  through  the  increased  volume  of  trade  thus  secured  there  might 
result  larger  revenues  without  any  increase  in  the  rate  of  taxation.” 

And  the  Debate  still  continuing,  the  said  Debate  was,  on  motion  of  Mr. 
Rhodes,  adjourned. 


The  House  then  adjourned  at  10.52  o’clock,  p.m.,  until  to-morrow,  at  3 
o’clock,  p.m.

Your  Committee  have  had  under  consideration  the  resolution  referred  to 
them  by  the  House  on  Friday,  June  Twelfth,  relating  to  the  translation  into 
English  of  all  the  speeches  which  have  been  delivered  in  French  the  preceding 
week,  and  the  publication  thereof  on  every  Monday  during  the  session,  and 
recommend  that  the  resolution  referred  to  in  the  Order  of  the  House  be  amended 
by  adding  after  the  word  “ Monday  ” the  wrords  “ or  Wednesday  ”. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Esling  the  said  Report  was  concurred  in. 

Mr.  Speaker,  from  the  Special  Committee  appointed  to  consider  jointly 
with  Mr.  Speaker  the  amending  of  the  Standing  Orders  of  the  House  governing

Your  Committee,  have  considered  several  systems  of  taking  divisions,  are 
of  the  opinion  that  there  does  not  seem  to  be  any  urgent  necessity  of  making 
radical  changes  in  the  procedure  now  followed  in  the  House  of  Commons;  but 
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they  recommend  that,  in  order  to  save  time,  one  of  the  offieers  of  the  House 
be  assigned  to  sit  near  the  Clerk  and  count  the  votes  as  they  are  called  during 
a division,  so  that  the  totals  of  the  yeas  and  nays  recorded  be  given  out  im- 
mediately after  the  members  have  voted.

The  House  then  resumed  the  Debate  on  the  proposed  motion  of  Mr. 
Bennett:  That  Mr.  Speaker  do  now  leave  the  Chair  for  the  House  to  resolve 
itself  again  into  Committee  of  Ways  and  Means,  and  the  proposed  motion  of 
Mr.  Ralston  in  amendment  thereto: — 

That  all  the  words  after  “ That  ” be  struck  out  and  the  following  sub- 
stituted therefor: — 

“ Whereas  there  exists  throughout  Canada  grave  depression  accompanied 
by  widespread  unemployment  and  distress. 

“And  whereas  the  depression  has  deepened  and  unemployment  widened  as 
a result  of  the  fiscal  policy  of  the  Government,  set  forth  at  the  special  session 

of  1930. 

“And  whereas,  as  indicated  by  the  fiscal  measures  now  submitted,  the  Gov- 
ernment proposes  to  continue  the  policy  then  inaugurated. 

“ This  House  regrets  that, 

1.  The  policies  of  the  Administration  do  not  contain  any  provision  for  the 
relief  of  unemployment. 
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■ 2.  The  effect  of  the  fiscal  measures  proposed  will  be  to  intensify  the  stag- 
nation of  trade  brought  about  largely  by  the  disparity  between  the  prices 
received  by  those  who  must  sell  their  products  in  the  world’s  markets  and  the 
prices  which  must  be  paid  for  goods  and  services  in  a highly  protected  market. 

3.  The  proposed  increases  in  taxation,  both  direct  and  indirect,  will  fall 
most  heavily  on  those  least  able  to  bear  the  burden  thereof,  whilst  there  are 
decreases  proposed  in  taxation  which  will  relieve  those  whose  incomes  render 
them  most  capable  of  paying  a greater  share  of  the  expense  of  administration. 

4.  The  effect  of  increased  customs  tariffs  and  other  restrictions  and  obstacles 
to  trade  will  be  to  curtail  consumption  and  the  volume  of  exports  upon  which 
the  buying  power  and  prosperity  of  the  country  so  largely  depend. 

5.  The  legislation  of  the  special  session  of  1930  which  it  is  now  proposed 
to  supplement,  deprives  the  elected  representatives  of  the  people  of  that  direct 
and  full  measure  of  control  of  tariff  and  taxation  which  belongs  to  parliament. 

“And  this  House  is  of  the  opinion, 

“ That  the  existing  economic  depression  can  only  be  overcome  by  policies 
which  are  of  a character. 

(a)  To  relieve  unemployment, 

(b)  To  restore  to  a condition  of  parity  the  relation  between  the  purchas- 
ing powers  of  all  classes, 

(c)  To  bring  about  more  equitable  distribution  of  the  burdens  of  taxation, 

(d)  To  encourage  the  expansion  of  the  external  trade  of  the  country,  and 

(e)  Restore  to  parliament  its  full  authority  over  tariff  and  taxation.” 

And  the  proposed  motion  of  Mr.  Spencer  in  amendment  to  the  said  amend- 
ment:— 

That  all  the  words  after  “whereas”  in  the  amendment  be  stricken  out  and 
the  following  substituted  therefor: — 

“ This  House  recognizes  that  while  certain  commendable  features  are  con- 
tained within  the  present  budget,  it  is  to  be  regretted  that  no  provision  has 
been  made  for  unemployment  relief,'  and  this  House  further  regrets  the  pro- 
posed decrease  in  the  income  tax  as  applied  to  the  larger  incomes  as  a retro- 
grade step,  and  wholly  unwarranted  in  the  present  state  of  the  national  ex- 
chequer, and  especially  in  view  of  the  heavy  additional  taxation  imposed  upon 
the  consumers  of  the  country. 

“And  whereas  the  general  economic  situation  in  the  Dominion  as  reflected 
in  the  financial  statement  contained  in  the  present  budget,  is  extremely  serious 
and  indicates  shrinking  revenues  consequent  on  business  stagnation,  and  a tre- 
mendous decrease  in  commodity  values,  accompanied  by  a corresponding  decline 
in  general  purchasing  power; 

“And  whereas  a further  result  of  this  condition  is  to  greatly  increase  the 
burden  of  public  and  private  indebtedness  to  a point  where  repayment  would 
appear  to  be  almost  hopeless; 

“ This  House  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  present  economic  conditions  demand 
intelligent  and  intensive  study  and  definite  planning  upon  a national  scale,  with 
the  view  of  substituting  well  defined  co-operative  principles  in  respect  of  pro- 
duction and  distribution,  together  with  the  mobilization  of  our  natural  resources, 
technical  equipment  and  financial  machinery,  in  place  of  the  highly  competitive 
system  under  which  we  are  suffering  at  the  present  time. 

“As  it  is  apparent  that  these  fundamental  changes  cannot  be  put  into  effect 
in  the  immediate  future,  and  that  the  present  situation  requires  some  prompt 
action. 

“And  as  the  present  financial  situation  is  in  many  respects  similar  to,  but 
more  serious  than  that  which  prevailed  in  1914  at  which  time  extraordinary 
measures  were  taken  by  the  Government,  including  the  suspension  of  the  re- 
demption Dominion  notes  in  gold; 
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“ This  House  is  of  the  opinion  that  it  is  expedient  to  again  suspend  redemp- 
tion of  Dominion  notes  in  gold  in  order  that, 

(а)  Commodity  price  levels  may  be  raised,  thus  increasing  the  purchasing 
power  of  those  engaged  in  agriculture,  mining,  forestry,  fishing  and  other  primary 
industries,  and  in  this  way  promoting  a corresponding  increase  in  the  volume 
of  employment; 

(б)  That  the  burden  of  both  public  and  private  debts  and  the  interest 
thereon  may  be  lightened; 

(c)  That  the  amount  of  currency  and  credit  available  for  the  purposes  of 
trade  and  commerce  within  the  country,  may  be  increased; 

( d ) That  through  the  increased  volume  of  trade  thus  secured  there  might 
result  larger  revenues  without  any  increase  in  the  rate  of  taxation.” 

After  further  Debate  thereon,  the  question  being  put  on  the  amendment 
to  the  amendment;  it  was  negatived,  on  the  following  division: —

poration to  cover  such  loan;  and  the  loan  available  to  the  corporation  shall  be 
for  the  amount  of  expenditure  certified  by  an  officer  of  the  Department  of 
Marine  who  shall  have  supervision  and  control  of  all  expenditures. 

Whereupon,  Mr.  Duranleau,  a Member  of  the  King’s  Privy  Council,  in- 
formed the  House,  That  His  Excellency  the  Governor  General,  having  been 
informed  of  the  subject-matter  of  the  proposed  Resolution,  recommends  it  to 
the  House.

Mr.  Senn,  from  the  Select  Standing  Committee  on  Agriculture  and  Coloniza- 
tion, presented  the  Second  Report  of  the  said  Committee,  which  is  as  follows: — - 

Your  committee  has  had  under  consideration  a certain  Order  of  Reference, 
dated  May  28,  1931,  namely: — 

That  matters  referred  to  in  Return  Nos.  147-147A,  be  referred  to  the 
said  Committee  with  instructions  to  examine  such  records  as  may  by  the 
Committee  be  deemed  necessary,  and  to  hear  such  witnesses  as  it  may 
desire,  and  to  call  for  such  papers  in  connection  therewith,  and  to  report 
to  the  House. 
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The  Committee  heard  the  Honourable  H.  H.  Stevens,  Minister  of  Trade  and 
Commerce,  and  Mr.  H.  Tooley,  who  was  brought  from  Winnipeg  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  Trade  and  Commerce,  for  the  purpose  of  appearing  before  the  Committee. 
Mr.  Tooley  was  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Grain  Supervisors  for  the  latter  part 
of  their  period  of  office,  and  Secretary  of  the  Wheat  Board.

During  the  discussion  it  was  mutually  agreed  that  the  operations  of  the 
Wheat  Board  were  not  called  into  question  and  the  Committee  turned  its  atten- 
tion to  a consideration  of  the  activities  of  the  Board  of  Grain  Supervisors. 

A report  of  the  Board  of  Grain  Supervisors  was  filed  with  the  Committee, 
signed  by  Dr.  Magill,  its  President.  This  report  gave  to  the  Committee  informa- 
tion which  greatly  assisted  in  the  understanding  of  the  questions  which  have 
arisen. 

Also  there  was  filed  a copy  of  the  audited  statement  by  George  A.  Touche 
and  Company,  being  a report  and  statement  of  receipts  and  disbursements  for 
the  crop  years  1917-1918  and  1918-1919  of  the  Board  of  Grain  Supervisors. 

There  was  also  read  into  the  records  a certified  copy  of  a Minute  of  a 
Meeting  of  the  Committee  of  the  Privy  Council  approved  by  His  Excellency,  the 
Governor  General,  on  March  15,  1927,  being  the  Order  in  Council  (No.  471), 
which  authorized  the  final  winding-up  of  the  affairs  of  the  Wheat  Board  and  the 
payment  of  Participation  Certificates. 

There  was  also  read  into  the  records  a lengthy  letter  from  the  Deputy  Min- 
ister of  the  Department  of  Trade  and  Commerce,  dated  September  4,  1929,  File 
No.  24181,  on  the  subject:  “Wheat  Participation  Certificate,”  which  set  forth 
fully  the  history  of  these  transactions  and  declaring  that  the  Order  in  Council 
passed  on  March  15,  1927,  “limited  the  time  within  which  the  Certificates  would 
be  honoured  until  September  1,  1927.” 

From  these  documents  and  other  statements  made  to  the  Committee  by  the 
Minister  of  Trade  and  Commerce  and  by  Air.  Tooley,  the  following  facts  may 
be  adduced: — 

1.  The  Board  of  Grain  Supervisors  did  not  buy  and  sell  wheat,  their  activi- 
ties being  limited  to  the  fixing  of  the  price  of  wheat  to  the  farmer,  which  was  at 
the  following  prices: — 

Balance  1916  crop  (July  20th,  1917),  $2.40  per  bushel. 

Crop  1917-18,  No.  1 Alanitoba  Northern  in  store  public  terminal  elevators 
Fort  William  or  Port  Arthur,  $2.21  per  bushel. 

Lower  grades  on  a relative  spread  basis. 

Crop  year  1918-19,  price  was  fixed  at  $2.24^  per  bushel. 
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2.  That  the  Allied  Countries  were  represented  as  purchasers  by  the  Wheat 
Export  Company,  with  head  offices  in  New  York  and  a branch  office  in  Winnipeg. 

3.  That  the  total  revenue  of  the  Board  of  Grain  Supervisors  amounted  to 
$10,478,259.02  and  was  obtained  from  a levy  on  the  Wheat  Export  Company  of 
4 cents  per  bushel  on  all  wheat  exported  during  the  year  1917-1918,  and  2 to 
2^  cents  per  bushel  from  all  local  wheat  used  in  Canada,  which  levy  during  the 
year  1918-1919  was  reduced  to  3 cents  per  bushel  on  wheat  exported,  and  raised 
to  3 cents  per  bushel  on  local  wheat  handled.  This  levy  was  over  and  above  the 
price  fixed  which  was  the  net  price  paid  to  the  farmer. 

4.  At  the  winding  up  of  the  operations  of  the  Board  of  Grain  Supervisors, 
the  sum  of  $2,500,000  was  returned  to  the  Wheat  Export  Company,  being  an 
amount  in  excess  of  all  requirements  for  the  operations  of  the  Board. 

5.  There  was  also  paid  into  the  Consolidated  Fund  of  Canada  a sum  of 
$428,781.94,  on  the  following  dates: — 


November  19th,  1919 $300,000  00 

January  31st,  1920 50,000  00 

July  13th,  1920 25,000  00 

October  20th,  1920 25,000  00 

December  9th,  1920 28,781  94 


6.  During  the  period  of  the  Board  of  Grain  Supervisors,  the  farmer  received 
the  full  fixed  price  for  grain  in  Canada  and  there  is  no  evidence  whatever  that 
any  one,  private  or  public,  made  any  profit  out  of  the  handling  of  the  grair 
other  than  the  regular  normal  fees  for  operation  of  the  elevators,  etc. 

On  July  31st,  1919,  the  Wheat  Board  was  appointed  by  Order  in  Council 
(P.C.  1589),  with  power  to  purchase  and  sell  grain  and  controlled  prices  in 
operation  of  the  grain  trade  generally.  Copy  of  Order  in  Council  is  attached. 

The  Wheat  Board  operations  appear  to  have  been  satisfactory  and  might 
be  briefly  outlined  as  follows: — 

1.  The  Board  was  in  operation  for  one  year  and  bought  grain  at  a fixed 
price,  which  price  was  fixed  on  August  22,  1919,  as  follows: —

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2.  In  addition  to  the  fixed  price  Participation  Certificates,  Certificates 
were  issued,  which  resulted  in  two  subsequent  dividends  being  paid  of  30  cents 
and  18  cents.  These  Participation  Certificates  were  paid  as  presented,  and 
a time  limit,  namely,  December  31,  1920,  subsequently  extended  till  September  1, 
1927,  was  fixed  for  final  payment,  but  many  farmers  failed  to  present  their 
Certificates  in  time. 

3.  In  order  to  do  full  justice  to  those  holding  Certificates  the  time  was 
extended  from  time  to  time  up  to  September  1st,  1927,  when  the  payments 
ended,  based  upon  Order  in  Council,  (P.C.  471)  dated  March  15,  1927,  copy 
of  which  is  attached  hereto. 

4.  The  transactions  of  the  Wheat  Board  left  a certain  surplus  in  the 
hands  of  the  Board,  and  the  sum  of  $560,000  was  paid  into  the  Consolidated 
Fund  and  was  later  disbursed  by  distribution  to  the  Provinces,  as  follows: —

5.  Another  sum  approximating  $175,000  was  paid  into  the  Consolidated 
Fund  and  has  never  been  disbursed,  except  for  a small  payment  of  a trifle 
more  than  $1,000,  which  leaves  a balance  now  in  the  Consolidated  Fund  from 
this  source  of  $173,000. 

It  is  understood  that  a certain  small  number  of  Participation  Certificates 
are  still  outstanding  but  as  many  were  understood  to  have  been  lost  and  to 
have  been  duplicated,  and  as  it  is  almost  impossible  to  verify  such  Certificates, 
it  is  thought  inadvisable  to  re-open  the  payment  of  the  same,  as  will  be  shown 
by  a perusal  of  the  letter  of  the  Department  of  Trade  and  Commerce,  dated 
September  4,  1929,  File  No.  24181,  copy  of  which  is  attached  hereto. 

Another  point  brought  up  for  consideration  was:  What  action  was  taken, 
if  any,  by  the  Government  in  connection  with  wheat  of  the  crop  year  1916- 
1917? 

The  report  of  Dr.  Magill  deals  with  this  subject  under  the  heading  “ The 
Balance  of  the  Crop  of  1916,”  on  page  three  of  his  report,  from  which  the 
following  facts  may  be  adduced: — 

1.  Great  Britain  needed  the  whole  of  the  balance  of  the  crop  of  1916. 

2.  The  Wheat  Export  Company  took  the  balance  remaining  at  a fixed 
maximum  price  of  $2.40  per  bushel  for  No.  One  Northern  at  Fort  William, 
with  commercial  spreads  for  lower  grades. 

3.  The  information  before  the  Committee  showed  that  the  Allied  govern- 
ments bought  wheat  freely  in  the  winter  of  1916-1917  for  delivery  in  May 
and  July,  the  major  portion  of  such  purchases  being  from  country  elevators. 
These  purchases  called  for  Grades  One,  Two  and  Three,  Northern.  It  later 
turned  out  that  there  was  a scarcity  of  these  grades,  with  a very  large  quantity 
of  tough  and  lower  grade  wheat,  which  the  Allied  governments’  representatives 
hesitated  to  accept. 
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4.  In  the  month  of  May,  1917,  prices  soared  on  grades  No.  1,  2 and  3, 
threatening  a corner,  and  the  Winnipeg  Grain  Exchange  investigated  condi- 
tions and  dosed  the  market  for  futures.  The  Dominion  Government  arranged 
with  the  British  authorities  for  the  acceptance  of  the  lower  grade  of  wheat 
along  commercial  lines  and  at  fair  discounts,  and  the  whole  situation  was 
cleared  up. 

Further  meetings  of  your  Committee  were  held  on  June  16th,  17th  and 
18th,  for  the  purpose  of  hearing  Mr.  Whiteside  and  receiving  any  further 
evidence. 

At  these  meetings  the  Minister  of  Trade  and  Commerce  stated  he  was 
able  to  offer  further  evidence  respecting  the  handling — following  the  Armistice 
— of  a portion  of  the  1918-19  crop  about  which  there  had  been  some  doubt,  and 
filed  a letter  dated  September  11th,  1919,  from  Mr.  Tooley,  Secretary  of  Board 
of  Grain  Supervisors  to  the  Department,  from  which  the  following  paragraph 
was  quoted  in  explanation: — 

During  the  marketing  of  the  1918-19  crop  a period  occurred  when 
there  were  no  buyers  for  wheat,  which  was  being  daily  out-turned  at 
the  head  of  the  lakes  owing  to  the  cessation  of  buying  on  the  part  of 
the  Wheat  Export  Company  and  the  mills  who  were  unable  to  secure 
export  orders  and  were  consequently  out  of  the  market,  it  became 
encumbent  upon  the  Board  to  arrange  with  the  shippers  and  exporters 
of  the  grain  trade  to  provide  a market  for  the  wheat  arriving  at  the 
head  of  the  lakes.  As  a result  of  this,  approximately  twenty-six  million 
bushels  of  wheat  were  purchased  during  the  closed  season  of  navigation 
by  the  trade  of  which  twenty  million  bushels  were  sold  at  the  opening 
of  navigation  to  the  Wheat  Export  Company,  who  took  delivery  of 
same  at  Seaboard,  at  the  fixed  price  plus  three  cents  per  bushel,  plus  all 
carrying  charges  and  commission  accrued  on  the  wheat  from  the  time 
of  its  purchase  by  the  trade  for  account  of  the  board.  On  the  balance 
of  the  wheat,  approximately  six  million  bushels,  two  million  bushels 
were  sold  to  the  United  States  and  four  million  bushels  to  the  eastern 
Canadian  mills,  wdoere  the  item  referred  to  was  incurred,  the  wdieat  sold 
to  the  mills  being  at  the  fixed  price  plus  three  cents  per  bushel,  the 
Board  of  Grain  Supervisors  paying  the  cost  of  carrying  the  wheat  from, 
the  time  of  its  purchase  by  the  shippers  and  exporters  for  account  of 
the  Board.  These  charges,  as  stated,  consisted  of  storage,  interest  and 
commission  charges. 

The  Minister  of  Trade  and  Commerce  also  filed  a series  of  resolutions  from 
the  Council  of  Agriculture  and  other  branches  of  the  grain  growlers’  organiza- 
tions in  Western  Canada,  passed  at  meetings  held  during  the  month  of  March, 
1917,  asking  that  a maximum  price  of  $1.90  and  a minimum  price  of  $1.50  per 
bushel  be  fixed,  or  a flat  price  of  $1.70  per  bushel. 

Mr.  Whiteside  was  then  called  and  gave  evidence  during  the  meetings  of 
June  16,  17  and  18,  and  an  exhaustive  discussion  occurred  in  regard  to  the 
statements  made  in  his  letters  to  Sir  George  Foster,  as  contained  in  returns 
Nos.  147  and  147A,  cited  in  the  order  of  reference,  which  statements  indicated 
that  the  witness  was  of  opinion  that  those  responsible  for  controlling  the  crop 
during  the  crop  years  1917,  1918  and  1919,  had  appropriated  large  sums  of 
money  in  the  form  of  profit  which  properly  belonged  to  the  producers. 

The  Witness,  Mr.  Whiteside,  admitted  to  the  Committee  that  after  having 
had  an  opportunity  of  studying  the  documents  filed  and  receiving  explanations 
before  the  Committee  he  was  satisfied  that  nothing  improper  had  occurred  and 
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that  he  was  convinced  that  neither  the  Government,  any  of  its  members,  nor 
the  Board  of  Grain  Supervisors  in  charge  of  handling  the  crop,  had  in  any 
way  profited  by  these  transactions. 

Your  Committee  therefore  begs  to  report  its  findings  as  follows:  — 

1.  That  the  Board  of  Grain  Supervisors  and  the  Wheat  Board  discharged 
their  respective  duties  in  a highly  commendable  manner,  and  no  criticism  of 
their  action  is  warranted. 

2.  That  no  evidence  was  adduced  to  substantiate  the  complaints  and 
charges  contained  in  the  letters  of  Mr.  Robert  Whiteside  (Returns  Nos.  147 
and  147A)  referred  to  in  the  Order  of  Reference,  or  made  to  the  Committee 
by  him  in  person,  appearing  as  a witness,  and  that  the  said  complaints  or 
charges  were  fully  and  completely  disproved  by  the  evidence  adduced.

Certified  to  be  a true  copy  of  a Minute  of  a Meeting  of  the  Committee  of  the 
Privy  Council,  approved  by  His  Excellency  the  Governor  General  on  the 
15th  March,  1927. 

The  Committee  of  the  Privy  Council  have  had  before  them  a report,  dated 
Sth  March,  1927,  from  the  Minister  of  Trade  and  Commerce,  stating  that  it  now 
appears  expedient  to  finally  wind  up  the  Canadian  Wheat  Board  which  was 
brought  into  existence  by  an  Order  in  Council  of  the  31st  July,  1919  (P.C.  1589). 

The  Minister  observes  that  the  Board  was  given  power  to  take  delivery  of 
wheat,  make  advances  to  the  producers,  to  store,  transport  and  sell  such  wheat, 
fix  prices  thereon,  etc.,  etc.,  in  brief,  to  control  the  wheat  and  flour  trade.  Par- 
ticipation Certificates  were  issued  to  the  producers  of  wheat,  and  the  holders 
of  these  Certificates  were  to  receive  at  the  end  of  the  season  a pro  rata  share 
(based  upon  the  number  of  bushels  stated  in  the  Certificate)  of  all  moneys 
remaining  in  the  hands  of  the  Board  received  in  payment  of  wheat  delivered 
to  and  sold  by  the  Board  after  deducting  expenses. 

The  Canadian  Wheat  Board  continued  in  operation  until  early  in  1921, 
when  it  rendered  its  final  report  and  deposited  to  the  credit  of  the  Government 
the  sum  of  $560,000  in  favour  of  the  Receiver  General,  which  sum  'was  subse- 
quently distributed  to  the  provinces  as  recommended  by  the  Wheat  Board  under 
Order  in  Council  of  the  7th  of  February,  1925  (P.C.  193).  In  addition  to  the 
said  amount,  a further  sum  of  $175,000  was  deposited  to  the  credit  of  the  Receiver 
General  to  be  held  in  a Suspense  Account  to  offset  the  outstanding  Participation 
Certificates. 

Since  the  dissolution  of  the  Wheat  Board,  the  Secretary  of  the  said  Board 
and  the  Deputy  Minister  of  Trade  and  Commerce  have  been  issuing  cheques 
against  outstanding  Participation  Certificates  as  presented,  but  it  would  now' 
appear  that  the  time  has  come  when  steps  should  be  taken  to  finally  close  the 
operations  of  the  Wheat  Board  and  make  no  further  payments  for  outstanding 
Participation  Certificates,  it  being  now  more  than  seven  years  since  the  first  of 
such  Certificates  were  issued  and  more  than  five  since  the  last  Participation 
Certificates  were  issued  and  which  should  have  long  since  been  presented. 

On  the  31st  of  August,  1926,  when  the  last  audit  was  made,  there  'were  out- 
standing Participation  Certificates  unpaid  amounting  to  $196,685.72. 

At  the  present  time  the  expense  necessary  to  continue  the  occasional  pay- 
ment of  Participation  Certificates  amounts  to  considerably  more  than  is  repre- 
sented by  the  value  of  the  Certificates  presented  for  payment.  For  the  year 
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ending  March  31st,  1926,  the  expenses  for  secretarial  and  clerical  salaries,  office 
rent  and  storage  of  records,  amounted  to  $5,305,  during  which  time  the  value 
of  Participation  Certificates  paid  amounted  to  only  $1,365. 

As  the  lease  for  the  storage  office  in  Winnipeg  expires  on  the  31st  of  August, 
1927,  it  would  appear  desirable  to  finally  close  the  operations  of  the  Canadian 
Wheat  Board  from  September  1st,  1927.  In  the  opinion  of  the  Department  of 
Justice  this  can  be  done  by  Order  in  Council  without  legislation,  and  a period 
fixed  thereby  within  which  Participation  Certificates  must  be  presented  for  pay- 
ment. 

The  Minister  recommends,  therefore,  that  no  Participation  Certificates  pre- 
sented on  and  after  September  1st,  1927,  shall  be  paid,  and  that  all  moneys  in 
the  possession  of  the  Wheat  Board  on  the  said  date  shall  be  declared  the  property 
of  the  Crown. 

The  Committee  concur  in  the  foregoing  recommendation  and  submit  the 
same  for  approval.

The  Minister  of  Trade  and  Commerce  reports  as  follows  with  reference  to 
the  present  extraordinary  conditions  affecting  the  moving  and  disposal  of  the 
Canadian  wheat  crop. 

For  some  time,  owing  to  the  war,  overseas  purchases  have  been  conducted 
largely,  and  for  two  seasons  wholly,  through  Government  organizations,  and  by 
reason  of  such  conditions,  the  crop  of  Canada  for  the  past  two  seasons,  has  been 
placed  under  the  control  of  the  Board  of  Grain  Supervisors  for  Canada,  which 
body  has  been  invested  with  and  exercised  powers  conferred  upon  it  by  the  Order 
in  Council  of  11th  June,  1917,  and  by  subsequent  orders.  The  said  Board  of 
Grain  Supervisors  are  still  exercising  and  purpose  to  continue  exercising  their 
powers  with  relation  to  the  crop  of  1918,  to  the  extent  delivered  up  to  and  in- 
clusive of  the  15th  day  of  August,  1919,  and  provision  is  adequate  for  the  final 
disposition  of  same. 

As  regards  the  crop  of  1919,  and  any  other  wheat  undelivered  on  the  15th 
day  of  August,  1919,  it  does  not  appear  that  there  will  exist  in  importing  coun- 
tries likely  to  require  or  purchase  same,  any  organized  buying  at  fixed  prices  such 
as  prevailed  in  recent  years,  nor  any  open  and  stable  market  of  the  character  that 
obtained  prior  to  the  war. 

The  United  States  Government  has  through  a constituted  agency  under- 
taken many  months  ago  and  during  the  continuance  of  active  hostilities  in  the 
present  war,  the  purchase  at  a fixed  price,  of  the  crop  of  that  country  for  the 
year  1919,  and  the  marketing  of  same  at  home  and  abroad. 
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Under  these  abnormal  conditions,  resulting  in  uncertainty  of  price  and 
instability  of  market,  it  would  appear  that  in  order  to  secure  that  early  move- 
ment of  the  Canadian  crop  which  is  so  essential,  and  that  fair  distribution  among 
our  wheat  producers  of  the  actual  value  of  their  product,  as  determined  by  the 
world  demand  for  same  throughout  the  entire  season  of  marketing,  which  is 
equally  desirable,  action  should  be  taken  by  the  Government,  looking  to  the 
purchase,  sortage,  movement,  financing  and  marketing  of  the  wheat  grown  in 
Canada  in  1919,  and  other  wheat  undelivered  in  Canada  on  the  15th  of  August, 
1919. 

Therefore  His  Excellency  the  Governor  General  in  Council,  under  and  in 
virtue  of  the  provisions  of  the  War  Measures  Act,  is  pleased  to  make  the 
following  Orders  and  the  same  are  hereby  made  and  enacted  accordingly: — 

1.  The  Governor  in  Council  may  appoint  a Board  to  be  designated  “The 
Canadian  Wheat  Board,”  hereinafter  called  “ The  Board  Such  Board  shall 
consist  of  not  more  than  ten  members,  one  of  whom  shall  be  named  as  Chair- 
man, who  shall  be  chief  executive  officer,  and  another,  assistant  Chairman, 
who  shall  have  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  Chairman  in  the  absence  of  the 
Chairman. 

2.  The  Chairman,  and  Assistant  Chairman,. shall  be  paid  such  salaries  as 
the  Governor  in  Council  may  direct,  and  the  other  members  of  the  Board  shall 
be  paid  travelling  and  living  expenses  and  such  per  diem  allowance  while 
actually  engaged  in  the  duties  of  the  Board  as  the  Governor  in  Council  may 
direct,  but  otherwise  shall  receive  no  remuneration. 

3.  The  Board  shall  make  such  enquiries  and  investigations  as  it  deems 
necessary  to  ascertain  what  supplies  of  wheat  are,  or  may  be  available  from 
time  to  time,  the  location  and  ownership  of  same,  the  transportation  and 
elevator  facilities  available  in  connection  therewith,  as  well  as  all  conditions 
connected  with  the  marketing  and  market  price  that  can  be  obtained  for  same. 
For  the  purpose  of  any  enquiry  or  investigation  held  by  the  Board,  the  Board 
and  the  several  members  thereof  shall  have  all  the  powers  of  a Commissioner 
acting  under  Part  1 of  the  Enquiries  Act. 

4.  The  Board  shall  have  power  from  time  to  time, 

(а)  To  take  delivery  of  wheat  in  Canada  at  any  point. 

(б)  To  pay,  by  way  of  advance,  to  the  producers  or  other  persotis  deliver- 
ing wheat  to  the  Board,  such  price  per  bushel  according  to  grade  or 
quality  and  place  of  delivery  for  price  purposes  as  shall  be  set  out  in 
schedule  to  be  prepared  by  the  Board  and  approved  by  the  Governor 
in  Council,  and  to  provide  for  the  issue  of  participation  certificates 
to  persons  entitled  thereto. 

(c)  To  sell  wheat  so  delivered  to  millers  in  Canada  for  milling  purposes 
at  such  prices  and  subject  to  such  conditions  as  the  Board  sees  fit, 
the  price  of  sale  to  millers  being  governed  as  nearly  as  may  be  by  the 
price  obtainable  at  the  same  time  in  the  world’s  markets  for  wheat  of 
equal  value,  regard  being  had  to  the  cost  of  transport,  handling  and 
storage. 

( d ) To  store  and  transport  such  wheat  with  a view  to  marketing  of  same. 

(e)  To  sell  wheat  so  delivered  in  excess  of  domestic  requirements  to  pur- 
chasers Overseas  or  in  other  countries,  for  such  prices  as  may  be 
obtainable. 

(/)  In  co-operation  with  the  Seed  Purchasing  Commission  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture,  and  by  sale  to  such  Commission  or  otherwise, 
to  provide  for  the  retention  or  distribution  in  various  parts  of  Canada 
of  such  wheat  as  may  be  necessary  for  seed  in  1920. 
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(g)  To  fix  maximum  prices  or  margins  of  profit  at  which  flour  and  other 
products  made  from  wheat  delivery  to  millers,  may  be  sold,  and  to 
fix  standards  of  quality  of  such  flour. 

( h ) To  purchase  flour  from  millers  at  prices  to  be  fixed  by  the  Board  and 
to  sell  same  in  Canada  or  in  other  countries. 

(i)  To  take  possession  of  and  to  sell  and  deliver  to  millers,  or  to  purchasers 
in  other  countries,  wheat  stored  in  any  elevator,  warehouse,  or  on 
railway  cars  or  Canadian  boats  and  to  deal  with  the  same  as  to  pay- 
ment of  advance  and  otherwise  in  the  same  way  as  if  it  had  been 
otherwise  delivered  to  the  Board,  and  to  move  grain  into  and  out  of 
or  through  any  elevator  and  to  or  from  any  car  or  boat. 

( j ) To  control,  by  licence  or  otherwise,  the  export  and  sales  of  flour  out 
of  Canada. 

( k ) For  the  purpose  of  performing  its  duties  under  this  Order,  to  allocate 
Canadian  lake  tonnage  and  to  distribute  cars  for  rail  shipments. 

( l ) To  pay  necessary  expenses  incident  to  the  operations  of  the  Board. 

5.  Deliveries  of  wheat  may  be  taken  from,  through  or  by  the  use  of  such 
agents  or  grain  companies  or  organizations  as  the  Board  may  see  fit,  and  may 
be  at  such  points  in  Canada,  at  the  seaboard  or  otherwise,  as  the  Board  may 
direct,  and  the  Board  may  pay  to  such  agents  or  grain  companies  or  organiza- 
tions handling  wheat,  or  delivering  wheat  to  the  Board,  such  commissions, 
storage  and  other  charges  as  the  Board  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor  in 
Council  may  deem  proper. 

6.  The  Board  may  make  payment  by  authorization  to  a chartered  bank 
or  to  chartered  banks  to  pay  under  such  conditions . and  on  production  of  such 
vouchers  as  the  Board  may  by  regulation  provide,  and  the  Governor  in  Council 
guarantees  repayment  of  any  moneys  so  paid  by  a bank  or  banks,  with  little 
interest  at  a rate  not  exceeding  six  per  cent,  of  which  guarantee  the  evidence 
shall  be  this  Order. 

7.  As  soon  as  the  Board  have  received  payment  in  full  for  all  wheat 
delivered  to  the  Board,  there  shall  be  deducted  from  same  all  moneys  disbursed 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  Board  for  expenses  or  otherwise  connected  with  or 
incident  to  the  operations  of  the  Board,  and  the  balance  shall  be  disbursed 
pro  rata  among  all  producers  and  other  holding  participation  certificates. 

8.  Notwithstanding  anything  in  the  Grain  Act  or  in  the  Railway  Act,  the 
Board  of  Railway  Commissioners  for  Canada  shall  have  power  to  order  any 
railway  company  to  provide  cars  and  other  transportation  facilities  for  handling 
grain,  and  to  transport  as  directed  wheat  delivered  to  or  by  the  Board,  or  in 
which  the  Board  is  interested,  and  at  the  request  of  the  Board  to  withhold 
transport  of  any  other  wheat  or  grain  for  a fixed  time. 

9.  Every  person  shall  truthfully  and  promptly  answer  any  enquiry  made 
by  the  Board  or  by  any  person  duly  authorized  on  its  behalf  about  any  matter 
within  its  powers  or  duties,  whether  such  enquiry  is  made  verbally,  in  writing, 
by  telegraph  or  any  other  way. 

10.  In  this  order, 

(a)  Elevator  means  and  includes  .any  terminal,  country,  private,  public 
and  hospital  elevator,  and  any  elevator  licensed  by  the  Board  of 
Grain  Commissioners  for  Canada. 

( b ) Wheat  in  clauses  four,  five,  seven  and  eleven  means  wheat  harvested 
in  1919  or  other  wTheat  delivered  to  the  Board  after  15th  August,  1919. 
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11.  The  Board  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor  in  Council  may  make 
such  regulations  as  it  deems  necessary  for  the  purpose  of  fully  and  effectually 
carrying  out  the  objects  and  provisions  of  this  Order,  and  in  particular,  but 
without  limiting  in  any  way  the  generality  of  the  foregoing,  may  make  regu- 
lations— 

(a)  For  appointing  representatives  in  different  parts  in  Canada  or  Over- 
seas, for  assisting  the  work  of  the  Board,  and  for  reporting  to  the 
Board  any  violations  of  any  order  issued  by  the  Board,  or  any  regu- 
lations made  hereunder. 

(fc>)  To  authorize  the  engaging  of  clerks,  employees  and  assistants  and 
paying  their  salaries. 

(c)  Providing  for  the  forms  and  contents  of  participation  certificates, 
vouchers  or  documents  of  title  to  be  held  by  producers  and  others 
delivering  wheat  to  the  Board,  for  the  conditions  of  negotiability  of 
same,  for  the  substitution  of  same  for  other  vouchers,  and  generally 
establishing  such  system  as  may  in  the  judgment  of  the  Board  be 
necessary  for  the  security  and  equitable  treatment  of  all  persons  con- 
cerned in  the  delivery  and  sale  of  wheat  and  in  the  carrying  out  of 
this  Order. 

(d)  Fixing  dates  up  to  which  and  not  beyond,  the  Board  is  prepared  to 
take  deliveries  at  different  places  in  Canada. 

(e)  Determining  what  constitutes  delivery  to  the  Board. 

12.  The  Board  may  from  time  to  time  appoint  an  executive  Committee 
of  not  less  than  three  of  its  members,  of  whom  the  Chairman  shall  be  one,  and 
may  assign  to  such  Executive  Committee  any  duties  or  powers  within  the 
Competence  of  the  Board. 

13.  There  shall  not  be  provided  on  any  grain  exchange  or  elsewhere, 
facilities  for  trading  in  wheat  futures  during  the  time  this  Order  is  in  force, 
except  by  permission  in  writing  of  the  Board. 

14.  Notwithstanding  any  Order  in  Council  heretofore  passed,  the  Board 
of  Grain  Supervisors  of  Canada  shall  hereafter  exercise  no  powers  inconsistent 
with  the  powers  vested  in  the  Canadian  Wheat  Board  by  this  Order.

Mr.  Senn,  from  the  Select  Standing  Committee  on  Agriculture  and  Coloni- 
zation, presented  the  Third  Report  of  the  said  Committee,  which  is  as  follows: — 
Arour  committee  have  considered  Bill  No.  16,  An  Act  to  amend  the  Dairy 
Industry  Act  (Increase  of  Penalties),  and  begs  leave  to  report  the  same  with- 
out amendment. 

Mr.  Cahan,  a Member  of  the  King’s  Privy  Council,  presented, — Return  to 
an  Order  of  the  House  of  the  House  of  the  11th  May,  1931,  for  a return  showing 
the  names  of  the  persons  charged  with  political  partisanship  whose  conduct

5.  Whether  there  were  any  changes  in  the  railway,  ocean  or  insurance  rates 
during  these  two  years.

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And  the  proposed  motion  of  Mr.  Usley  in  amendment  thereto:  That  this 
Bill  be  not  now  read  a second  time  but  that  it  be  resolved  that  any  tariff  board 
entrusted  with  the  duties  set  out  in  this  bill,  and  more  particularly  with  mak- 
ing enquiry  into  and  reporting  on  matters  pertaining  to  tariff  and  taxation, 
should  at  all  times  be  such  as  to  enjoy  the  confidence  of  the  government  of  the 
day,  and  that  accordingly  the  members  of  such  board,  unless  appointed  upon 
the  recommendation  of  independent  agencies  representing  different  views  or 
interests,  should  hold  office  only  during  pleasure. 

After  further  Debate  thereon,  the  question  being  put  on  the  amendment;

By  leave  of  the  House,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Stinson  it  was  ordered, — That 
for  the  remaining  period  of  the  present  session,  all  private  bills,  when  ready  for 
presentation,  be  read  a first  and  second  time,  and  referred  forthwith  and  also, 
that  Standing  Order  105  respecting  the  posting  of  all  private  bills  referred  to 
committees  of  the  House  be  suspended. 

The  House  resumed  the  adjourned  Debate  on  the  proposed  motion  of  Mr.

After  further  Debate  thereon,  the  question  being  put  on  the  said  motion;

The  said  Bill  was  accordingly  read  the  second  time,  and  committed  to  a 
Committee  of  the  Whole  at  the  next  sitting  of  the  House. 

Mr.  Bennett  moved,— Whereas  the  Delegates  of  His  Majesty’s  Govern- 
ments in  the  United  Kingdom,  the  Dominion  of  Canada,  the  Commonwealth 
of  Australia,  the  Dominion  of  New  Zealand,  the  Union  of  South  Africa,  the 
Irish  Free  State  and  Newfoundland,  at  Imperial  Conferences  held  at  West- 
minister in  the  years  of  Our  Lord  One  Thousand  Nine  Hundred  and  Twenty-six 
and  One  Thousand  Nine  Hundred  and  Thirty,  did  make  certain  declarations  and 
resolutions,  which  are  set  forth  in  the  Reports  of  the  said  Conferences; 

And  Whereas,  pursuant  to  certain  recommendations  set  forth  in  the  Report 
of  the  Imperial  Conference,  held  at  Westminster  in  the  year  of  Our  Lord  One 
Thousand  Nine  Hundred  and  Twenty-six,  as  modified  by  Agreement  made  be- 
tween His  Majesty’s  Governments,  a Conference  on  the  Operation  of  Dominion 
Legislation  and  Merchant  Shipping  Legislation  was  held  at  Westminster,  in  the 
year  of  Our  Lord  One  Thousand  Nine  Hundred  and  Twenty-nine,  and  certain 
declarations,  resolutions  and  recommendations  were  made,  as  set  forth  in  the 
Report  of  that  Conference; 

And  Whereas  the  delegates  of  His  Majesty’s  Governments  at  the  Imperial 
Conference,  held  at  Westminster  in  the  year  of  Our  Lord  One  Thousand  Nine 
Hundred  and  Thirty,  passed  certain  resolutions,  set  forth  in  the  Report  of  that 
Conference,  which  read  as  follows: — 

“(i)  The  Conference  approves  the  Report  of  the  Conference  on  the  Opera- 
tion of  Dominion  Legislation  (which  is  to  be  regarded  as  forming  part  of  the 
Report  of  the  present  Conference),  subject  to  the  conclusions  embodied  in  this 
Section. 

(ii)  The  Conference  recommends:— 

“(a)  That  the  Statute  proposed  to  be  passed  by  the  Parliament  at  West- 
minster should  contain  the  provisions  set  out  in  the  Schedule  annexed. 

“(6)  That  the  1st  December,  1931,  should  be  the  date  as  from  which  the 
proposed  Statute  should  become  operative. 

“(c)  That  with  a view  to  the  realization  of  this  arrangement,  Resolutions 
passed  by  both  Houses  of  the  Dominion  Parliaments  should  be  forwarded  to  the 
United  Kingdom,  if  possible  by  1st  July,  1931,  and,  in  any  case,  not  later  than 
the  1st  August,  1931,  with  a view  to  the  enactment  by  the  Parliament  of  the 
United  Kingdom  of  legislation  on  the  lines  set  out  in  the  schedule  annexed. 

“(d)  That  the  Statute  should  contain  such  further  provisions  as  to  its 
application  to  any  particular  Dominion  as  are  requested  by  that  Dominion.” 
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And  Whereas  the  said  Report  of  the  Imperial  Conference,  held  at  West- 
minster in  the  year  of  Our  Lord  One  Thousand  Nine  Hundred  and  Thirty,  also 
sets  forth  in  a schedule  certain  clauses  and  recitals  to  be  included  in  a statute 
which,  it  was  proposed,  should  be  enacted  by  the  Parliament  of  the  United 
Kingdom,  and  which,  it  was  thought,  might  conveniently  be  called  the  Statute 
of  Westminster; 

And  Whereas  consideration  has  been  given  by  the  proper  authorities  in 
Canada  as  to  whether  and  to  what  extent  the  principles  embodied  in  the  pro- 
posed Act  of  the  Parliament  of  the  United  Kingdom  should  be  applied  to  Pro- 
vincial legislation;  and,  at  a Dominion-Provincial  Conference,  held  at  Ottawa 
on  the  seventh  and  eighth  days  of  April,  in  the  year  of  Our  Lord  One  Thousand 
Nine  Hundred  and  Thirty-one,  a clause  was  approved  by  the  Delegates  of  His 
Majesty’s  Government  in  Canada  and  of  the  Governments  of  all  of  the  Provinces 
of  Canada,  for  insertion  in  the  proposed  Act  for  the  purpose  of  providing  that 
the  provisions  of  the  proposed  Act  relating  to  the  Colonial  Laws  Validity  Act 
should  extend  to  Laws  made  by  the  Provinces  of  Canada  and  to  the  powers  of 
the  Legislatures  of  the  Provinces;  and  also  for  the  purpose  of  providing  that 
nothing  in  the  proposed  Act  should  be  deemed  to  apply  to  the  repeal,  amend- 
ment or  alteration  of  the  British  North  America  Acts  1867  to  1930,  or  any  order, 
rule  or  regulation  made  thereunder;  and  also  for  the  purpose  of  providing  that 
the  powers  conferred  by  the  proposed  Act  on  the  Parliament  of  Canada  and 
upon  the  Legislatures  of  the  Provinces  should  be  restricted  to  the  enactment  of 
Laws  in  relation  to  matters  within  the  competence  of  the  Parliament  of  Canada 
or  of  any  of  the  Legislatures  of  the  Provinces  respectively. 

Be  it  therefore  resolved  that  a humble  Address  be  presented  to  His  Majesty 
the  King,  in  the  following  words: — 

To  the  King’s  Most  Excellent  Majesty: 

Most  Gracious  Sovereign: 

We,  Your  Majesty’s  most  dutiful  and  loyal  subjects,  the  and 

Commons  of  Canada,  in  Parliament  assembled,  humbly  approach  Your  Majesty 
praying  that  You  may  graciously  be  pleased  to  cause  a measure  to  be  laid  before 
the  Parliament  of  the  United  Kingdom,  pursuant  to  certain  declarations  and 
resolutions  made  by  the  Delegates  of  Your  Majesty’s  Governments  in  the  United 
Kingdom,  the  Dominion  of  Canada,  the  Commonwealth  of  Australia,  the  Domin- 
ion of  New  Zealand,  the  Union  of  South  Africa,  the  Irish  Free  State  and  New- 
foundland, at  Imperial  Conferences  held  at  Westminster  in  the  years  of  Our 
Lord  One  Thousand  Nine  Hundred  and  Twenty-six  and  One  Thousand  Nine 
Hundred  and  Thirty,  and  pursuant  to  certain  other  resolutions  made  by  the 
Delegates  of  Your  Majesty’s  Government  in  Canada  and  of  the  Governments 
of  all  of  the  Provinces  of  Canada,  at  a Dominion-Provincial  Conference  held  at 
Ottawa  on  the  seventh  and  eighth  days  of  April  in  the  year  of  Our  Lord  One 
Thousand  Nine  Hundred  and  Thirty-one,  the  said  Act  to  contain  the  following 
recitals  and  clauses,  or  recitals  and  clauses  to  the  following  effect: — 

Statute  of  Westminster 

And  whereas  it  is  meet  and  proper  to  set  out  by  way  of  preamble  to  this  Act, 
that  inasmuch  as  the  Crown  is  the  symbol  of  the  free  association  of  the  Members 
of  the  British  Commonwealth  of  Nations,  and  as  they  are  united  by  a common 
allegiance  to  the  Crown,  it  would  be  in  accord  with  the  established  constitutional 
position  of  all  the  Members  of  the  Commonwealth  in  relation  to  one  another 
that  any  alteration  in  the  law  touching  the  Succession  to  the  Throne  or  the 
Royal  Style  and  Titles  shall  hereafter  require  the  assent  as  well  of  the  Parlia- 
ments of  all  the  Dominions  as  of  the  Parliament  of  the  United  Kingdom.

And  whereas  it  is  in  accord  with  the  established  constitutional  position  that 
no  law  hereafter  made  by  the  Parliament  of  the  United  Kingdom  shall  extend 
to  any  of  the  Dominions  as  part  of  the  law  of  that  Dominion  otherwise  than  at 
the  request  and  with  the  consent  of  that  Dominion. 


The  Colonial  Laws  Validity  Act,  1865,  shall  not  apply  to  any  law  made 
after  the  commencement  of  this  Act  by  the  Parliament  of  a Dominion. 


No  law  and  no  provision  of  any  law  made  after  the  commencement  of 
this  Act  by  the  Parliament  of  a Dominion  shall  be  void  or  inoperative  on  the 
ground  that  it  is  repugnant  to  the  law  of  England,  or  to  the  provisions  of 
any  existing  or  future  Act  of  Parliament  of  the  United  Kingdom,  or  to  any 
order,  rule  or  regulation  made  under  any  such  Act,  and  the  powers  of  the 
Parliament  of  a Dominion  shall  include  the  power  to  repeal  or  amend  any 
such  Act,  order,  rule  or  regulation,  in  so  far  as  the  same  is  part  of  the  law  of  the 
Dominion. 


It  is  hereby  declared  and  enacted  that  the  Parliament  of  a Dominion  has 
full  power  to  make  laws  having  extra-territorial  operation. 


No  Act  of  Parliament  of  the  United  Kingdom  passed  after  the  commence- 
ment of  this  Act  shall  extend  or  be  deemed  to  extend  to  a Dominion  as  part  of 
the  law  of  that  Dominion  unless  it  is  expressly  declared  in  that  Act  that  that 
Dominion  has  requested,  and  consented  to,  the  enactment  thereof. 


Without  prejudice  to  the  generality  of  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this  Act 
sections  seven  hundred  and  thirty-five  and  seven  hundred  and  thirty-six  of  the 
Merchant  Shipping  Act,  1894,  shall  be  construed  as  though  reference  therein  to 
the  Legislature  of  a British  possession  did  not  include  reference  to  the  Parlia- 
ment of  a Dominion. 


Without  prejudice  to  the  generality  of  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this  Act 
section  four  of  the  Colonial  Courts  of  Admiralty  Act,  1890  (which  requires  cer- 
tain laws  to  be  reserved  for  the  signification  of  His  Majesty’s  pleasure  or  to  con- 
tain a suspending  clause),  and  so  much  of  section  seven  of  that  Act  as  requires 
the  approval  of  His  Majesty  in  Council  to  any  rules  of  Court  for  regulating 
the  practice  and  procedure  of  a Colonial  Court  of  Admiralty,  shall  cease  to  have 
effect  in  any  Dominion  as  from  the  commencement  of  this  Act. 


(1)  Nothing  in  this  Act  shall  be  deemed  to  apply  to  the  repeal,  amendment 
or  alteration  of  the  British  North  America  Acts  1867  to  1930,  or  any  order,  rule 
or  regulation  made  thereunder. 

(2)  The  powers  conferred  by  this  Act  upon  the  Parliament  of  Canada  or 
upon  the  Legislatures  of  the  Provinces  shall  be  restricted  to  the  enactment  of 
laws  in  relation  to  matters  within  the  competence  of  the  Parliament  of  Canada 
or  of  any  of  the  Legislatures  of  the  Provinces  respectively. 
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(3)  The  provisions  of  Section  of  this  Act  shall  extend  to  laws 

made  by  any  of  the  Provinces  of  Canada  and  to  the  powers  of  the  Legislatures 
of  such  Provinces.

Notwithstanding  anything  in  the  Interpretation  Act,  1889,  the  expression 
‘'Colony”  shall  not.  in  any  Act  of  the  Parliament  of  the  United  Kingdom  passed 
after  the  commencement  of  this  Act,  include  a Dominion  or  any  Province  or 
State  forming  part  of  a Dominion.

And  the  question  being  put  on  the  said  motion;  it  was  agreed  to. 


The  House  accordingly  resolved  itself  again  into  Committee  of  Ways  and

The  following  Resolution  was  adopted: — 

Resolved,  that  the  Resolutions  submitted  to  the  House  on  the  first  day  of 
June  to  amend  the  Special  War  Revenue  Act  be  amended  to  read  as  follows:  — 

Resolved  that  it  is  expedient  to  introduce  a measure  to  amend  the  Special 
War  Revenue  Act  and  to  provide: 

That  in  addition  to  the  tax  imposed  by  Part  XIII  of  the  said  Act,  a Special 
Excise  Tax  of  1 per  cent  be  imposed,  levied  and  collected  on  the  duty  paid 
value  of  all  goods  imported  into  Canada,  payable  by  the  importer  or  trans- 
feree wTho  takes  the  goods  out  of  bond  for  consumption,  at  the  time  when  the 
goods  are  imported  or  taken  out  of  warehouse  for  consumption. 

Resolved,  further,  that  any  enactment  founded  on  the  foregoing  resolution 
shall  be  deemed  to  have  come  into  force  on  the  second  day  of  June,  one  thou- 
sand nine  hundred  and  thirty-one;  and  to  have  applied  to  all  goods  mentioned 
in  the  foregoing  resolution  imported  or  taken  out  of  warehouse  for  consump- 
tion on  and  after  that  date  and  to  have  applied  to  goods  previously  imported 
for  consumption  for  which  no  entry  for  consumption  was  made  before  that  day. 
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Provided,  however,  that  the  said  tax  shall  not  apply  to  goods,  the  duty  paid 
value  of  which  does  not  exceed  twenty-five  dollars  when  imported  by  mail  or 
express,  unless  more  than  one  entry  of  such  goods  be  made  by  one  importer  at 
one  time  from  one  source,  in  which  case  the  tax  shall  be  applicable. 

Provided,  further,  that  the  said  tax  shall  not  apply  to  articles  on  which 
other  excise  taxes  are  imposed  on  importation  by  Part  XI  of  this  Act,  nor  to 
raw  leaf  tobacco  when  imported  by  licensed  tobacco  or  cigar  manufacturers, 
material  for  the  manufacture  of  binder  twine  for  export,  when  imported  by  the 
manufacturers  thereof,  British  and  Canadian  coin  and  foreign  gold  coin,  fish  and 
other  products  of  the  fisheries  of  Newfoundland;  fish  caught  by  fishermen  in 
vessels  registered  in  Canada  or  owned  by  any  person  domiciled  in  Canada,  and 
the  products  thereof  carried  from  the  fisheries  in  such  vessels;  donations  of 
clothing  for  charitable  purposes,  nor  to  goods  enumerated  in  Customs  Tariff 
Items  700,  702,  703,  704,  705,  705a,  706,  707,  708  and  709,  but  shall  apply  to  all 
other  articles  of  whatsoever  nature,  which  are  imported. 

Provided  that  when  raw  furs  imported  into  Canada  are  exported  therefrom 
a drawback  of  the  tax  paid  may  be  granted  under  regulations  to  be  made  by 
the  Minister. 

Resolved,  further,  that  Section  61  of  the  said  Act  as  enacted  by  Chapter  43 
of  the  statutes  of  1930  be  amended  to  declare  assignments  of  the  right  to  receive 
shares  prior  to  their  issue  not  taxable  under  section  58  of  the  said  Act  and  that 
sales  of  bearer  bonds  to  persons  resident  without  Canada  are  exempt  from  the 
said  tax. 

That  Section  86  of  the  said  Act  be  amended  to  provide  that  the  rate  of 
Consumption  or  Sales  Tax  be  increased  to  four  per  cent. 

That  the  said  tax  be  payable  upon  the  sale  price  of  all  goods  manufactured 
or  produced  in  Canada  at  the  time  of  delivery  to  the  purchaser,  but  in  the  case 
of  any  contract  requiring  payment  of  the  purchase  price  by  instalments,  shall 
be  payable  as  each  of  such  instalments  falls  due  and  that,  in  bona  fide  con- 
tracts made  before  the  2nd  day  of  March,  1931,  which  bind  the  vendor  to 
deliver  at  a fixed  price,  the  increased  rate  shall  be  payable  by  the  purchaser  to 
he  vendor. 

That  Schedule  III  of  the  said  Act  be  repealed  and  the  following  substituted 
therefor: —

living;  live  poultry;  meats  and  poultry,  fresh;  milk,  including  buttermilk, 
condensed  milk,  evaporated  milk  and  powdered  milk;  cream;  butter,  and 
substitutes  therefor;  cheese;  lard,  lard  compound  and  similar  substances,  made 
from  animal  or  vegetable  stearine  or  oils;  eggs;  vegetables,  fruits,  grains  and 
seeds  in  their  natural  state;  bran,  shorts,  middlings,  alfalfa  meal;  oil  cake, 
oil  cake  meal;  grains  mixed  or  crushed  for  cattle  or  poultry  feed;  hay;  straw; 
hops,  when  produced  in  Canada;  nursery  stock;  vegetable  plants;  other  farm 
produce  sold  by  the  individual  farmer  of  his  own  production;  bees;  honey; 
sugar;  molasses;  corn  syrup;  maple  syrup  and  sugar  cane  syrup;  salt,  when 
manufactured  or  produced  in  Canada;  ice;  fish  and  products  thereof;  ores  of 
metals  of  all  kinds;  fuel  of  all  kinds;  gold  and  silver  in  ingots,  blocks,  bars, 
drops,  sheets  or  plates  unmanufactured ; British  and  Canadian  coin  and  foreign 
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gold  coin;  logs  and  round  unmanufactured  timber;  split  fence  posts;  fence 
posts,  railroad  ties,  pulpwood,  tan  bark,  and  other  articles  the  product  of  the 
forest,  when  produced  and  sold  by  the  individual  settler  or  farmer;  news- 
papers and  quarterly,  monthly  and  semi-monthly  magazines  and  weekly  literary 
papers  unbound;  materials  for  use  only  in  the  construction,  equipment  and 
repair  of  ships;  ships  licensed  to  engage  in  the  Canadian  coasting  trade;  cal- 
cium carbide;  radium;  electricity;  gas  manufactured  from  coal,  calcium  carbide 
or  oil  for  illuminating  or  heating  purposes;  materials  for  use  solely  in  the 
manufacture  of  any  substitute  for  butter  or  lard;  artificial  limbs,  and  parts 
thereof;  artificial  eyes;  donations  of  clothing  and  books  for  charitable  pur- 
poses; settlers’  effects;  War  Veterans’  badges;  memorials  or  monuments  erected 
in  memory  of  soldiers  who  fell  in  the  Great  War;  articles  for  the  use  of  the 
Governor  General;  articles  imported  for  the  personal  or  official  use  of  the 
British  High  Commissioner,  Ministers  of  Foreign  Countries,  Consuls  General 
who  are  natives  or  citizens  of  the  country  they  represent  and  who  are  not  engaged 
in  any  other  business  or  profession;  bibles,  missals,  prayer-books,  psalm  and 
hymnbooks,  religious  tracts,  and  Sunday  school  lesson  pictures;  manila  fibre 
for  use  only  in  the  manufacture  of  rope  not  exceeding  one  and  one-half  inches 
in  circumference  for  the  fisheries;  boats  bona  fide  purchased  by  individual 
fishermen  for  their  own  personal  use  in  the  fisheries;  articles  and  materials  used 
in  the  manufacture  of  boats  bona  fide  built  for  individual  fishermen  for  their 
oVn  personal  use  in  the  fisheries;  fibre  for  use  only  in  the  manufacture  of 
binder  twine ; fertilizers ; dried  beet  pulp ; manuscript ; raw  furs ; wool  not  further 
prepared  than  washed;  drain  tiles  for  agricultural  purposes;  printed  text- 
books authorized  by  the  Department  of  Education  of  any  province  in  Canada 
and  materials  used  exclusively  in  the  manufacture  or  production  thereof;  insulin; 
extract  of  rennet;  calf,  cattle,  hog  or  poultry  feed;  ice  cream;  rice,  cleaned; 
macaroni  and  vermicelli;  meats,  salted  or  smoked;  carbolic  or  heavy  oil,  to  be 
used  only  in  creosoting  logs  and  round  unmanufactured  timber;  cream  separators 
and  parts  thereof;  cars  and  other  similar  appliances  for  use  exclusively  at  a 
mine  or  a quarry  for  mining  or  quarrying;  articles  and  materials  to  be  used 
exclusively  in  the  manufacture  of  cars  and  other  similar  appliances  for  use 
exclusively  at  a mine  or  a quarry  for  mining  or  quarrying ; articles  and  materials 
to  be  used  exclusively  in  the  manufacture  of  cream  separators  and  parts  there- 
of; materials,  not  to  include  plant  equipment,  consumed  in  process  of  manu- 
facture or  production,  which  enter  directly  into  the  cost  of  goods  subject  to 
the  consumption  or  sales  tax,  manufactured  or  produced  by  a licensed  manu- 
facturer or  producer;  articles  and  materials,  not  to  include  permanent  equip- 
ment, which  enter  into  the  cost  of  manufacture  or  production  of  goods  manu- 
factured or  produced  by  a licensed  manufacturer  or  producer;  wrought,  seam- 
less, or  lapwelded  iron  or  steel  tubing,  less  than  four  inches  in  diameter, 
threaded  and  coupled,  or  not,  when  used  only  in  oil  wells,  and  materials  used 
in  the  manufacture  of  such  tubing;  machinery  and  apparatus  used  only  in  the 
pumping  of  crude  oil  out  of  wells,  and  articles  and  materials  used  in  the  manu- 
facture of  such  machinery  or  apparatus. 

Usual  coverings  to  be  used  exclusively  for  covering  goods  not  subject  to 
the  consumption  or  sales  tax;  materials  to  be  used  exclusively  in  the  manufacture 
of  usual  coverings  to  be  used  for  covering  goods  not  subject  to  the  consumption 
or  sales  tax;  woollen  rolls  or  wool  yarn  milled  for  a producer  of  wool  from  such 
wool  supplied  by  him  for  his  own  use;  cotton  duck  and  cotton  sail  twine  to  be 
used  only  in  the  manufacture  of  equipment  for  ships  or  vessels;  official  stationery 
imported  by  His  Majesty’s  Trade  Commissioners  in  Canada  from  His  Majesty’s 
Stationery  Office  in  England;  crushed  stone,  produced  or  manufactured  by  any 
municipality  exclusively  for  use  in  building  or  maintaining  its  roads  or  sidewalks, 
and  not  for  sale,  and  sand,  gravel,  rubble  and  field  stone;  lasts  for  boots  and 
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shoes  including  rubber  footwear  and  patterns  and  dies  for  boots  and  shoes  includ- 
ing rubber  footwear;  apples,  dried,  desiccated  or  evaporated;  articles  and 
materials  for  the  sole  use  of  any  bona  fide  hospital  when  purchased  in  good  faith 
for  use  exclusively  by  the  said  hospital  and  not  for  resale.

9.  Number  of  cases  (outside  the  decisions  of  the  Pension  Board)  finally 
disposed  of  by  the  Pension  Appeal  Court  to  June  15,  1931. 
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Mr.  Duranleau,  a Member  of  the  King’s  Privy  Council,  presented, — Return 
to  an  Order  of  the  House  of  the  8th  June,  1931,  for  a return  showing  the  names, 
positions  held  and  salaries  paid,  of  all  engineers,  superintendents,  foremen, 
assistant  foremen,  inspectors,  assistant  inspectors,  timekeepers,  time-checkers, 
clerks,  storekeepers,  assistant  storekeepers  and  watchman,  dismissed  by  the 
Quebec  Harbour  Commissioners,  or  by  the  Northern  Construction  Company, 
at  the  request  of  the  Harbour  Commissioners,  during  the  period  from  Septem- 
ber 1,  1930,  to  January  1,  1931,  together  with  the  names,  former  occupation 
and  salaries  of  the  persons  appointed  to  the  positions  made  vacant  by  these 
dismissals. 

And  also, — Return  to  an  Order  of  the  House  of  the  17th  June,  1931,  for  a 
return  showing  the  names  of  all  employees  on  the  pay-roll  of  the  Quebec  Har- 
bour Commission  during  the  month  of  June,  1930,  and  during  the  month  of 
November,  1930,  and  the  salary  paid  to  each  on  a weekly,  monthly  or  yearly 
basis.

After  Debate  thereon,  the  question  being  put  on  the  said  motion;  it  was 
agreed  to. 


The  House  accordingly  resolved  itself  again  into  Committee  of  Ways  and 
Means.

The  following  Resolutions  were  adopted: — 

Resolved  that  it  is  expedient  to  introduce  a measure  to  amend  the  Special 
War  Revenue  Act  and  to  provide: 

That  in  addition  to  the  tax  imposed  by  Part  XIII  of  the  said  Act,  a Special 
Excise  Tax  of  1 per  cent  be  imposed,  levied  and  collected  on  the  duty  paid 
value  of  all  goods  imported  into  Canada,  payable  by  the  importer  or  trans- 
feree who  takes  the  goods  out  of  bond  for  consumption,  at  the  time  when  the 
goods  are  imported  or  taken  out  of  warehouse  for  consumption. 

Resolved,  further,  that  any  enactment  founded  on  the  foregoing  resolution 
shall  be  deemed  to  have  come  into  force  on  the  second  day  of  June,  one  thou- 
sand nine  hundred  and  thirty-one;  and  to  have  applied  to  all  goods  mentioned 
in  the  foregoing  resolution  imported  or  taken  out  of  warehouse  for  consump- 
tion on  and  after  that  date  and  to  have  applied  to  goods  previously  imported 
for  consumption  for  which  no  entry  for  consumption  was  made  before  that  day. 

Provided,  however,  that  the  said  tax  shall  not  apply  to  goods,  the  duty  paid 
value  of  which  does  not  exceed  twenty-five  dollars  when  imported  by  mail  or 
express,  unless  more  than  one  entry  of  such  goods  be  made  by  one  importer  at 
one  time  from  one  source,  in  which  case  the  tax  shall  be  applicable. 

Provided,  further,  that  the  said  tax  shall  not  apply  to  articles  on  which 
other  excise  taxes  are  imposed  on  importation  by  Part  XI  of  this  Act,  nor  to 
raw  leaf  tobacco  when  imported  by  licensed  tobacco  or  cigar  manufacturers, 
material  for  the  manufacture  of  binder  twine  for  export,  when  imported  by  the 
manufacturers  thereof,  British  and  Canadian  coin  and  foreign  gold  coin,  fish  and 
other  products  of  the  fisheries  of  Newfoundland;  fish  caught  by  fishermen  in 
vessels  registered  in  Canada  or  owned  by  any  person  domiciled  in  Canada,  and 
the  products  thereof  carried  from  the  fisheries  in  such  vessels;  donations  of 
clothing  for  charitable  purposes,  nor  to  goods  enumerated  in  Customs  Tariff 
Items  700,  702,  703,  704,  705,  705a,  706.  707.  708  and  709,  but  shall  apply  to  all 
other  articles  of  whatsoever  nature,  which  are  imported. 

Provided  that  when  raw  furs  imported  into  Canada  are  exported  therefrom 
a drawback  of  the  tax  paid  may  be  granted  under  regulations  to  be  made  by 
the  Minister. 

Resolved,  further,  that  Section  61  of  the  said  Act  as  enacted  by  Chapter  43 
of  the  statutes  of  1930  be  amended  to  declare  assignments  of  the  right  to  receive 
shares  prior  to  their  issue  not  taxable  under  section  58  of  the  said  Act  and  that 
sales  of  bearer  bonds  to  persons  resident  without  Canada  are  exempt  from  the 
said  tax. 

That  Section  86  of  the  said  Act  be  amended  to  provide  that  the  rate  of 
Consumption  or  Sales  Tax  be  increased  to  four  per  cent. 
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That  the  said  tax  be  payable  upon  the  sale  price  of  all  goods  manufactured 
or  produced  in  Canada  at  the  time  of  delivery  to  the  purchaser,  but  in  the  case 
of  any  contract  requiring  payment  of  the  purchase  price  by  instalments,  shall 
be  payable  as  each  of  such  instalments  falls  due  and  that,  in  bona  fide  con- 
tracts made  before  the  2nd  day  of  March,  1931,  which  bind  the  vendor  to 
deliver  at  a fixed  price,  the  increased  rate  shall  be  payable  by  the  purchaser  to 
the  vendor. 

That  Schedule  III  of  the  said  Act  be  repealed  and  the  following  substituted 
therefor: —

sugar;  molasses;  corn  syrup;  maple  syrup  and  sugar  cane  syrup;  salt,  when 
manufactured  or  produced  in  Canada;  ice;  fish  and  products  thereof;  ores  of 
metals  of  all  kinds;  fuel  of  all  kinds;  gold  and  silver  in  ingots,  block-,  bars, 
drops,  sheets  or  plates  unmanufactured;  British  and  Canadian  coin  and  foreign 
gold  coin;  logs  and  round  unmanufactured  timber;  split  fence  posts;  fence 
posts,  railroad  ties,  puipwood,  tan  bark,  and  other  articles  the  product  of  the 
forest,  when  produced  and  sold  by  the  individual  settler  or  farmer;  news- 
papers and  quarterly,  monthly  and  semi-monthly  magazines  and  weekly  literary 
papers  unbound;  materials  for  use  only  in  the  construction,  equipment  and 
repair  of  ships;  ships  licensed  to  engage  in  the  Canadian  coasting  trade;  cal- 
cium carbide;  radium;  electricity;  gas  manufactured  from  coal,  calcium  carbide 
or  oil  for  illuminating  or  heating  purposes;  materials  for  use  solely  in  the 
manufacture  of  any  substitute  for  butter  or  lard;  artificial  limbs,  and  parts 
thereof ;’ artificial  eyes;  donations  of  clothing  and  books  for  charitable  pur- 
poses; settlers’  effects;  War  Veterans’  badges;  memorials  or  monuments  erected 
in  mqmory  of  soldiers  who  fell  in  the  Great  War;  articles  for  the  use  of  the 
Governor  General;  articles  imported  for  the  personal  or  official  use  of  the 
British  High  Commissioner,  Ministers  of  Foreign  Countries,  Consuls  General

fishermen  for  their  own  personal  use  in  the  fisheries;  articles  and  materials  used 
in  the  manufacture  of  boats  bona  fide  built  for  individual  fishermen  for  their 
own  personal  use  in  the  fisheries;  fibre  for  use  only  in  the  manufacture  of 
binder  twine;  fertilizers;  dried  beet  pulp;  manuscript;  raw  furs;  wool  not  further 
prepared  than  washed;  drain  tiles  for  agricultural  purposes;  printed  text- 
books authorized  by  the  Department  of  Education  of  any  province  in  Canada 
and  materials  used  exclusively  in  the  manufacture  or  production  thereof;  insulin; 
extract  of  rennet;  calf,  cattle,  hog  or  poultry  feed;  ice  cream;  rice,  cleaned; 
macaroni  and  vermicelli;  meats,  salted  or  smoked;  carbolic  or  heavy  oil,  to  be 
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used  only  in  creosoting  logs  and  round  unmanufactured  timber;  cream  separators 
and  parts  thereof;  cars  and  other  similar  appliances  for  use  exclusively  at  a 
mine  or  a quarry  for  mining  or  quarrying;  articles  and  materials  to  be  used 
exclusively  in  the  manufacture  of  cars  and  other  similar  appliances  for  use 
exclusively  at  a mine  or  a quary  for  mining  or  quarrying;  articles  and  materials 
to  be  used  exclusively  in  the  manufacture  of  cream  separators  and  parts  there- 
of; materials,  not  to  include  plant  equipment,  consumed  in  process  of  manu- 
facture or  production,  which  enter  directly  into  the  cost  of  goods  subject  to 
the  consumption  or  sales  tax,  manufactured  or  produced  by  a licensed  manu- 
facturer or  producer;  articles  and  materials,  not  to  include  permanent  equip- 
ment, which  enter  into  the  cost  of  manufacture  or  production  of  goods  manu- 
factured or  produced  by  a licensed  manufacturer  or  producer;  wrought,  seam-

materials  for  the  sole  use  of  any  bona,  fide  hospital  when  purchased  in  good  faith 
for  use  exclusively  by  the  said  hospital  and  not  for  resale.

$1  should  be  spent  to  promote  peace  by  instituting  International  Pro- 
fessorships and  Scholarships  in  the  leading  Canadian  Universities  ”, 

which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  by  the  House  of  Commons  on  the  11th 
day  of  May,  1931. 

Your  Committee  has  considered  the  proposed  motion,  has  perused  the  pro- 
ceedings and  the  evidence  given  upon  reference  to  a similar  Committee  by  the 
House  of  Commons  of  a similar  motion  on  March  7th,  1930,  and  has,  in  addi- 
tion, had  the  privilege  of  hearing  the  evidence  of  Dr.  H.  M.  Tory,  President  of 
the  League  of  Nations  Society  in  Canada. 

Your  Committee  begs  leave  to  make  the  following  recommendations: — 

1.  That  your  Committee,  not  being  agreed  that  the  expenditure  in  Canada 
upon  defence  and  in  cadet  training  can  be  considered  as  money  spent  on  war, 
has  considered  the  matters  contained  in  the  Reference,  apart  altogether  from 
their  financial  relationship  to  expenditures  which  may  be  made  through  the 
Department  of  National  Defence. 

2.  After  having  examined  carefully  all  the  evidence  and  proceedings,  your 
Committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  institution  of  International  Professorships 
or  Scholarships  is  not  practicable  by  reason  partly  of  the  expense  necessary 
to  the  establishment  of  International  Professorships  and  Scholarships  and  partly 
by  reason  of  the  question  of  legislative  jurisdiction  between  the  Provinces  and 
the  Dominion. 
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3.  Your  Committee  is  of  the  opinion,  having  regard  to  the  fact  that  very 
many  students  and  Professors  attend  Ottawa  on  research  wojfk,  that  the 
facilities  which  now  exist  in  the  Department  of  External  Affairs  should  be 
further  extended  and  increased,  as  recommended  last  year,  and  that  standard 
works  on  Inter-Imperial  and  International  matters  should,  from  time  to  time, 
be  added  to  the  Library  in  the  Department  of  External  Affairs,  where  they  will 
be  available  for  such  research  study. 

4.  Your  Committee  further  commends  the  League  of  Nations  Society  in 
Canada  to  the  Members  of  Parliament  and  to  the  people  of  Canada  generally 
and  suggests  continued  support  thereto.

After  Debate  thereon,  the  question  being  put  on  the  said  motion;  it  was 
agreed  to.

And  the  question  being  put  on  the  said  motion;  it  was  agreed  to. 

The  House  accordingly  resolved  itself  again  into  Committee  of  Ways  and 
Means,  and  progress  having  been  made  and  reported,  the  Committee  obtained 
leave  to  sit  again  at  the  next  sitting  of  the  House. 

Mr.  Bennett,  a Member  of  the  King’s  Privy  Council,  laid  before  the  House, 
— Copy  of  Trade  Agreement  between  Canada  and  Australia,  as  follows: — 

SCHEDULE 

Trade  Agreement  between  Canada  and  Australia 

His  Majesty’s  Government  in  the  Dominion  of  Canada  and  His  Majesty’s 
Government  in  the  Commonwealth  of  Australia,  being  desirous  of  improving 
and  extending  the  commercial  relations  existing  between  Canada  and  Australia, 
and  affirming  the  principle  of  granting  tariff  preferences  the  one  to  the  other 
on  goods  of  their  produce  or  manufacture  for  their  mutual  advantage,  have 
agreed  upon  the  following  Articles: — 

Article  I. 

Subject  to  the  provisions  of  The  Customs  Tariff  of  Canada,  except  as 
hereinafter  provided,  Canada  grants: — 

1.  (a)  To  the  goods  enumerated  in  Schedule  A hereto,  being  the  produce 

or  manufacture  of  Australia,  when  imported  into  Canada,  the  tariff 
rates  and  provisions  indicated  in  the  said  Schedule  A; 

( b ) To  all  other  goods  the  produce  or  manufacture  of  Australia,  when  im- 
ported into  Canada,  the  benefits  of  the  British  Preferential  Tariff. 

2.  The  tariff  advantages  conceded  by  Section  1 of  this  Article  shall  apply 
only  to  goods  imported  direct  into  Canada. 
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Article  II. 

Subject  to  the  provisions  of  The  Customs  Tariff  of  Australia,  except  as 
hereinafter  provided,  Australia  grants: — 

1.  (a)  To  the  goods  enumerated  in  Schedule  B hereto,  being  the  produce 

or  manufacture  of  Canada,  when  imported  into  Australia,  the  tariff 
rates  and  provisions  indicated  in  the  said  Schedule  B; 

(b)  To  all  other  goods  the  produce  or  manufacture  of  Canada,  when  im- 
ported into  Australia,  the  benefits  of  the  British  Preferential  Tariff. 

2.  The  tariff  advantages  conceded  by  Section  1 of  this  Article  shall  apply 
only  to  goods  that  have  been  shipped  from  Canada  to  Australia  and  have  not 
been  transhipped,  or,  if  transhipped,  then  only  if  it  is  proved  to  the  satis- 
faction of  the  Collector  of  Customs  that  the  intended  destination  of  the  goods 
when  originally  shipped  from  Canada  was  Australia. 

Article  III. 

It  is  hereby  agreed  that,  in  the  event  of  the  amendment  of  either  the  Cana- 
dian or  the  Australian  tariff  in  force  on  the  date  on  which  this  Agreement 
comes  into  force — 

1.  Canada  will,  in  regard  to  the  goods  enumerated  in  Schedule  A,  maintain 
at  least  the  actual  difference  between  the  rates  charged  on  goods  imported  from 
Australia  and  those  imposed  by  the  British  Preferential,  Intermediate,  and 
General  Tariffs  respectively  and 

2.  Australia  will,  in  regard  to  the  goods  enumerated  in  Schedule  B,  main- 
tain in  respect  of  the  goods  from  Canada  subject  to — 

(a)  The  British  Preferential  Tariff,  at  least  the  actual  difference  between 
that  tariff  and  the  Intermediate  and  General  Tariffs;  and 

(b)  The  Intermediate  Tariff,  at  least  the  actual  difference  between  that 
tariff  and  the  General  Tariff. 

Article  IV. 

In  determining  the  value  of  goods  for  duty  purposes,  Canada  and  Australia 
agree  that  no  greater  amount  of  inland  freight  charges  shall  be  included  in  such 
value  for  duty  than  the  actual  amount  of  freight  charges  that  would  be 
incurred  if  the  goods  were  forwarded  from  the  point  of  origin  of  such  goods 
to  the  nearest  point  of  exit  from  the  exporting  country. 

Article  V. 

1.  Goods  the  produce  or  manufacture  of  Australia,  imported  under  the 
provisions  of  Article  I hereof,  shall  not  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  Section  6 
of  the  Customs  Tariff  of  Canada. 

2.  Goods  the  produce  or  manufacture  of  Canada,  imported  under  the 
provisions  of  Article  II  hereof,  shall  not  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the 
Customs  Tariff  (Industries  Preservation)  Act,  1921-1922,  of  Australia. 

Article  VI 

Nothing  in  this  Agreement  shall  be  construed  to  affect  the  right  of  either 
country  to  impose  any  special  duty  or  tax  (other  than  dumping  duty)  upon 
goods  imported,  provided  that  such  special  duty  or  tax  does  not  exceed  that 
imposed  on  similar  goods  imported  from  any  other  country. 
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Article  YII 

For  the  purposes  of  this  Agreement,  goods  shall  be  deemed  to  'be  the  produce 
or  manufacture  of  Canada  or  of  Australia,  as  the  case  may  be,  if  conforming,  in 
respect  to  the  proportion  of  home  production  therein,  with  the  laws  or  regulations 
in  force  in  the  country  of  importation  which  apply  to  such  goods  when  imported 
under  its  British  Preferential  Tariff. 

Article  VIII. 

The  terms  “British  Preferential  Tariff,”  “Intermediate  Tariff”  “General 
Tariff  ” as  used  in  this  Agreement  and  the  Schedules  thereto  shall  be  deemed 
to  mean  the  British  Preferential  Tariff,  Intermediate  Tariff  and  General  Tariff 
of  Canada  or  Australia  in  force  on  the  date  the  goods  are  entered  for  home 
consumption. 

Article  IX 

If — (a)  at  any  time  either  party  to  this  Agreement  gives  notice  in  writing 
to  the  other  party  that,  in  consequence  of  the  importation  of  goods 
of  a kind  specified  in  the  notice,  being  the  produce  or  manufacture 
of  the  exporting  country,  into  the  other  country,  the  sale  of  similar 
goods  produced  in  that  other  country  is  being  prejudicially  or  injuriously 
affected;  and 

(6)  measures  sufficient  in  the  opinion  of  the  Government  of  the  importing 
country  to  remedy  the  conditions  complained  of,  are  not  put  into  effect 
by  the  Government  of  the  exporting  country  within  three  months  from 
the  date  of  the  notice, 

then,  until  the  notice  is  withdrawn  by  the  Government  of  the 
importing  country,  goods  of  the  kind  specified  in  the  notice  shall, 
when  imported  into  such  country,  be  subject  to  the  rates  of  duty  under 
its  General  Tariff. 

(2)  The  parties  agree  to  endeavour  to  reach  a satisfactory  arrangement, 
with  a view  to  the  withdrawal  of  the  notice  with  the  least  possible  delay. 

(3)  On  the  withdrawal  of  the  notice,  goods  of  the  kind  specified  in  the 
notice,  shall  again  become  subject  to  the  tariff  applicable  to  them  before  the 
notice  was  given. 

Article  X. 

When  this  Agreement  is  brought  into  force  by  Proclamations  as  hereinafter 
provided,  the  tariff  concessions  mutually  conceded  under  the  Australian  Trade 
Agreement  Act  of  Canada  assented  to  on  the  27th  June,  1925,  and  the  Resolu- 
tion passed  by  the  Parliament  of  Australia  on  the  2nd  September,  1925,  shall 
cease  to  have  effect,  except  in  relation  to  goods  which  are  in  transit  between 
the  two  countries  on  the  date  of  issue  of  the  Proclamations,  and  in  respect  of 
which  increased  duties  have  been  imposed  in  pursuance  of  this  Agreement, 
provided  such  goods  are  entered  for  home  consumption  within  thirty  days 
after  arrival  at  port  of  destination. 

Article  XI. 

This  Agreement  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Parliaments  of 
Canada  and  of  Australia.  Upon  approval  being  given  it  shall  be  brought  into 
force  upon  the  date  to  be  agreed  upon  between  the  Governments  of  Canada 
and  of  Australia,  by  Proclamations  published  in  the  Canada  Gazette  and  in 
the  Commonwealth  oj  Australia  Gazette.  It  shall  remain  in  force  for  a period 
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of  one  year  from  the  date  of  the  said  Proclamations  and  thereafter  until  the 
expiration  of  six  months  from  the  date  on  which  either  Government  shall  have 
given  to  the  other  notice  of  its  intention  to  terminate  the  Agreement.

Mr.  Cahan,  a Member  of  the  King’s  Privy  Council,  presented, — Return  to 
an  Order  of  the  House  of  the  6th  July,  1931,  for  a copy  of  all  correspondence, 
letters,  telegrams  and  documents,  exchanged  between  the  Minister  of  Labour  and 
the  Mayors  of  Toronto,  London,  Kitchener,  Ottawa  and  Hamilton,  with  respect 
to  unemployment  relief  since  September  1,  1930. 

Mr.  Stevens,  a Member  of  the  King’s  Privy  Council,  presented, — Return 
to  an  Order  of  the  House  of  the  6th  July,  1931,  for  a return  showing: — 

1.  The  names  and  addresses  of  census  commissioners  appointed  for  the 
North  York  Federal  constituency  in  taking  the  present  census. 

2.  The  area  allotted  to  each. 

3.  The  names  and  addresses  of  enumerators  appointed  in  each  district  and, 
generally  speaking,  the  territory  covered  by  each. 

4.  The  salaries  and  other  remuneration  of  commissioners  and  enumerators: 
how  many  of  these  commissioners  and  enumerators  are  returned  men;  their 
names  and  addresses;  who  recommended  these  appointments,  and  the  corre- 
spondence dealing  therewith. 

He  also  laid  before  the  House, — Papers  respecting  the  Australian  Trade 
Agreement,  as  follows:  Australian  Customs  Tariff  1921-1928,  with  amendments

Mr.  Hanson  (York-Sunbury) , from  the  Select  Standing  Committee  on 
Privileges  and  Elections,  presented  the  Second  and  Final  Report  of  the  said 
Committee,  which  is  as  follows: — 

Your  Committee  have  had  before  them  an  Order  of  Reference  of  the  House 
under  date  of  June  4th,  1931,  namely: — 

Ordered. — “ That  all  correspondence  and  other  communications  in 
the  possession  of  the  Government  relating  to  the  preparation  of  the 
voters’  list  for  the  municipality  of  Port  McNicoll,  in  the  riding  of  East 
Simcoe,  and  a copy  of  the  original  list  prepared  by  the  enumerator,  and 
of  the  revised  list  as  prepared  by  him  for  use  on  election  day,  together 
with  a copy  of  any  communication  exchanged  between  the  Chief  Electoral 
Officer  and  the  returning  officer  or  any  other  person  as  to  the  conduct  of 
the  poll  on  election  day,  laid  on  the  Table  of  the  House  on  Wednesday, 
the  27th  May,  1931,  be  referred  to  the  Select  Standing  Committee  on 
Privileges  and  Elections  with  instructions  to  inquire  fully  into  the  regis- 
tration and  polling  of  the  votes  or  other  related  matter  in  connection  with 
the  election  in  the  electoral  division  of  East  Simcoe,  on  July  28th,  1930.” 

Your  Committee  have  inquired  into  the  matters  referred  to  them  under 
the  terms  of  the  above  Reference  and  have  held  five  meetings  in  the  course 
of  which  they  have  heard  twelve  witnesses.  After  having  perused  the  evidence 
adduced  before  them,  your  Committee  beg  leave  to  report  as  follows: — 

That  in  the  opinion  of  the  Committee,  having  regard  to  the  fact  that  it 
is  the  intention  of  the  Dominion  Elections  Act  to  enfranchise  as  many  voters 
as  possible  under  the  residence  provisions  if  they  have  the  other  qualifications, 
those  in  situations  similar  to  that  of  Messrs.  Chidwick  and  Campbell  should 
have  been  entitled  to  vote. 

Your  Committee  therefore  recommend  that  the  necessary  amendments  be 
made  to  the  Dominion  Elections  Act  to  enable  persons  similarly  situated  to 
vote  at  future  Dominion  Elections. 
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Your  Committee  also  recommend  that  the  proceedings  and  evidence,  a copy 
of  which  is  submitted  herewith  for  the  information  of  Parliament,  be  printed 
as  an  Appendix  to  the  Journals  of  the  House  for  the  present  Session. 

(For  Minutes  of  Evidence,  etc.,  accompanying  said  Report,  see  Appendix  to  the 

Journals,  No.  2) 


Mr.  Chaplin,  from  the  Select  Standing  Committee  on  Railways  and  Ship- 
ping owned,  operated  and  controlled  by  the  Government,  presented  the  Third 
and  Final  Report  of  the  said  Committee,  which  is  as  follows: — 

Your  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  for  consideration  and  for  report 
to  the  House  the  estimates  on  the  Canadian  National  Steamships  and  Maritime 
Freight  Rates  Act,  the  Canadian  Government  Merchant  Marine,  the  Canadian 
National  (West  Indies)  Services,  and  the  Maritime  Freight  Rates  Act  require- 
ments, held  thirteen  meetings  in  the  course  of  which  they  examined  sundry 
witnesses,  including: — 

Sir  Henry  Thornton,  K.B.E.,  Chairman  of  the  Board  and  President,  C.N.R.; 

V.  I.  Smart,  Deputy  Minister  of  Railways  and  Canals; 

J.  E.  Labelle,  Director,  C.N.R.; 

S.  J.  Hungerford,  Vice-President;  Operation  and  Construction  Departments, 
C.N.R.;

Bill  79 

Your  Committee  have  had  under  consideration  Bill  79  “An  Act  respecting 
the  Canadian  National  Railways  and  to  authorize  the  expenditures  made  and 
indebtedness  incurred  during  the  calendar  year  1931  ” amounting  to  $68,500,000 
and  have  agreed  to  report  the  same  without  amendment. 

Bill  83 

Your  Committee  have  also  had  under  consideration  Bill  83,  “An  Act 
respecting  the  Canadian  National  Railways  and  to  authorize  the  guarantee 
by  His  Majesty  of  securities  to  be  issued  under  the  Canadian  National  Rail- 
ways Financing  Act,  1931  ”,  and  beg  leave  to  report  the  same  without  amend- 
ment. 
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The  Committee  have  considered  the  general  report  of  last  year’s  operations 
of  the  railway  made  by  Sir  Henry  Thornton  as  President  of  the  Company  and 
Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Directors  and  were  particularly  interested  in  his 
expressed  intention  to  reduce  the  expenditures  on  capital  account  and  wher- 
ever possible  on  operation  and  maintenance.  Your  Committee  heartily  approve 
of  such  proposed  action  and  recommend  that  for  the  present  projects  entailing 
capital  expenditure  be  curtailed  as  far  as  possible. 

Your  Committee  desire  to  call  the  attention  of  the  House  to  the  proposal 
made  by  Sir  Henry  Thornton  at  one  of  the  sessions  of  the  Committee.  He 
referred  to  the  serious  position  of  the  transportation  business  generally  and 
recommended  that  a commission  be  appointed  for  the  purpose  of  considering 
the  whole  question  of  Canadian  Transportation.  Your  Committee  regard  such 
a recommendation  coming  from  such  a source  at  this  time  as  worthy  of  the 
serious  consideration  of  the  government. 

Canadian  Government  Merchant  Marine 

Your  Committee  have  had  under  consideration  Item  379  of  the  estimates — • 
loan  to  the  Canadian  Government  Merchant  Marine,  Limited,  to  be  applied  in 
payment  of  deficits  in  operation  of  the  Company  and  of  the  vessels  under  the 
Company’s  control  during  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1931,  amounting  in 
all  to  $588,500. 

Your  Committee  also  reviewed  the  balance  sheet  of  the  Company  and  are 
of  the  opinion  that  the  amount  of  $588,500  included  under  Item  379  of  the 
estimates,  is  required  for  the  purposes  of  the  Company  and  should  be  granted 

by  this  House. 

Your  Committee  believe  that  the  time  has  come  when  the  Government 
should  very  carefully  consider  the  abandonment  of  the  Canadian  Government 
Merchant  Marine,  and  the  making  of  arrangements  with  other  shipping  com- 
panies so  that  the  external  trade  of  Canada  will  not  be  jeopardized.  In  this 
respect  we  wish  to  point  out  that  the  total  original  cost  of  this  enterprise  which 
was  undertaken  solely  as  a result  of  the  exigencies  of  the  war  was  approximately 
$80,000,000. 

After  almost  ten  years  of  operation  there  has  not  been  a single  year  in 
which  an  operating  profit  has  been  shown  by  the  Merchant  Marine. 

Throughout  the  whole  period,  a deficit  of  over  $57,000,000  has  accumulated, 
including  depreciation  on  ships  sold  and  interest  due  the  Government,  but 
does  not  include  accrued  depreciation  on  vessels  remaining  in  the  fleet,  which 
depreciation  amounts  to  more  than  $17,000,000  in  addition.  Your  Committee 
has  been  informed  that  the  ships  are  for  the  most  part  obsolete  and  only  part 
of  the  fleet  is  now  in  operation. 

Canadian  National  (West  Indies)  Services 

Your  Committee  have  had  under  consideration  Item  380,  loan  to  the 
Canadian  National  (West  Indies)  Steamships,  Limited,  whose  steamships  pro- 
vide the  services  called  for  by  the  West  Indies  Trade  Agreement. 

Your  Conjmittee  note  that  the  operations  for  the  year  ending  December 
31st,  1930,  resulted  in  an  operating  loss  of  $523,136.98,  which  is  partly  offset 
by  the  fact  that  previously  a subsidy  equal  to  $380,000  per  annum  was  paid 
to  a private  company  by  the  Dominion  Government  for  a similar  service. 

Your  Committee  further  believe  that  the  steamship  service  established 
on  the  Pacific  Coast  and  known  as  the  Triangular  Service  between  Vancouver, 
Seattle  and  Victoria,  should  not  have  been  established  as  it  does  not  earn  its 
operating  expenses.  We,  therefore,  recommend  that  serious  consideration  be 
given  to  immediate  action  looking  toward  the  elimination  of  this  loss 
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Maritime  Freight  Rates  Act 

Your  Committee  have  also  had  under  consideration  Item  382  of  the  esti- 
mates, to  provide  for  the  payment  to  the  Canadian  National  Railway  Company 
as  required  by  the  Maritime  Freight  Rates  Act,  of  the  deficit  incurred  during 
1931  on  Eastern  Lines,  the  amount  of  the  estimated  deficit  being  $6,631,856, 
and  in  addition  the  sum  of  $2,450,632,  representing  the  estimated  amount  by 
which  the  revenues  of  the  Eastern  Lines  will  be  lessened  during  the  coming 
year  by  the  reduced  rates  granted  under  the  Maritime  Freight  Rates  Act  in 
accordance  with  the  recommendations  of  the  Duncan  Commission. 

By  reason  of  the  special  considerations  involved  in  the  Maritime  rail- 
way situation,  with  which  the  House  is  familiar,  your  Committee  are  of  the 
opinion  that  these  amounts  are  necessary  to  give  effect  to  the  Maritime  Freight 
Rates  Act  in  the  operation  of  the  Eastern  Lines. 

Your  Committee  have  also  had  under  consideration  Item  381,  to  provide 
the  sum  of  $900,000  from  which  privately  owned  railways  operating  in  terri- 
tory covered  by  the  Maritime  Freight  Rates  Act  shall  be  reimbursed  the  differ- 
ence between  normal  tolls  and  special  tolls  provided  by  that  Act.  Your 
Committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  this  amount  is  necessary  to  implement  the 
provisions  of  the  Act  in  that  regard  and  should  be  granted  by  this  House. 

Certain  questions  relating  to  the  salaries  and  emoluments  paid  to  executive 
officers  of  the  Company  were  asked  by  members  of  the  Committee,  and  were 
by  Resolution  of  the  Committee  submitted  to  a sub-committee  for  considera- 
tion. The  report  of  the  sub-committee  has  been  received  accompanied  by  a 
statement  from  the  President  of  all  salaries  of  $15,000  per  annum  and  over, 
together  with  the  names  of  the  officials  receiving  theiii.  The  President,  Sir 
Henry  Thornton  has  expressed  the  opinion  that  it  is  not  in  the  best  interests 
of  the  Railway  that  the  list  of  such  salaries  and  the  names  of  the  recipients 
be  published. 

Your  Committee  while  of  opinion  that  many  of  the  salaries  are  much  too 
generous,  and  in  some  instances  excessive,  accede  to  the  expressed  wish  of  the 
President  that  the  list  be  not  published  for  the  reasons  given  by  him. 

Your  Committee,  however,  are  of  opinion  that  the  salary  of  the  President 
stands  on  a different  footing  as  he  has  a term  Contract  calling  for  the  payment 
of  $75,000  per  annum  from  the  National  Railways  and  all  its  subsidiaries,  besides 
legitimate  out-of-pocket  expenses,  which  was  negotiated  by  the  previous  Gov- 
ernment and  approved  by  Order  in  Council.  Therefore,  to  all  intents  and 
purposes  the  salary  of  the  President  is  a matter  of  contract  with  the  Dominion 
of  Canada  and  is  a public  document. 

Your  Committee  also  are  informed  that  in  addition  to  the  contractual 
salary  of  the  President  above  referred  to,  lie  is,  with  the  approval  of  the  former 
Board  of  Directors,  in  receipt  of  other  substantial  amounts  in  the  form  of 
salary  and  emoluments,  which  he  receives  in  addition  to  his  contractual  salary. 

It  has  also  come  to  the  knowdedge  of  your  Committee  that  the  late  Board 
of  Directors  in  the  year  1929  passed  a Resolution  recommending  the  payment 
of  an  Annuity  of  $30,000  per  annum  for  life  to  Sir  Henry  Thornton,  if  his 
services  to  the  Railway  should  at  any  time  be  terminated.  Your  Committee 
are  of  opinion  that  such  Resolution  was  unnecessary  and  shoulc?  be  rescinded 
forthwith.  If  later  on  the  services  of  Sir  Henry  Thornton  are  discontinued 
and  his  contract  terminated,  the  matter  of  a retiring  allowance  may  then  be 
discussed  on  its  merits,  by  the  Directors  and  the  Government. 

In  view  of  the  decreased  revenues  of  the  Company,  and  the  economies 
being  made  in  other  branches  of  the  service,  your  Committee  are  of  opinion 
that  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Directors  should  immediately 
consider  the  whole  question  of  salaries,  allowances,  disbursements,  pension^  and 
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retirement  provisions  for  executive  officers  and  officials  of  the  Company,  receiv- 
ing salaries  of  $5,000  and  over  in  order  that  every  reasonable  and  proper 
economy  should  be  effected. 

Your  Committee  recommend  that  immediate  action  be  taken  in  these 
matters  and  a report  be  made  to  the  Select  Standing  Committee  on  Railways 
and  Shipping,  owned,  operated  and  controlled  by  the  Government,  at  the  next 
Session  of  Parliament. 

Your  Committee  strongly  condemn  the  practice  which  has  grown  up  under 
which  the  National  Railways  are  chargeable  with  large  amounts  for  payment 
for  the  Social  Entertainment  and  other  activities  of  officials  on  other  than 
official  business.  Your  Committee  recommend  that  this  practice  should  be 
discontinued  forthwith.  Expenditures  for  such  purposes  are  in  the  opinion  of 
your  Committee,  wrong  in  principle  and  practice,  and  should  never  have  been 
permitted. 

When  it  is  necessary  in  the  interest  of  the  business  of  the  Railway  that 
moneys  should  be  expended  chargeable  to  the  Railway  for  entertainment  then 
it  should  be  approved  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

In  reporting  the  result  of  the  conferences  of  the  Committee  with  the  Presi- 
dent and  officials  of  the  railway,  your  Committee  would  draw  the  attention 
of  Parliament  to  the  magnitude  of  the  task  which  was  referred  to  them  by 
the  House.  In  the  opinion  of  your  Committee,  it  is  a practical  impossibility 
to  conduct  an  exhaustive  enquiry  into  the  affairs  and  management  of  the 
Canadian  National  Railways  and  Mercantile  Marine  within  the  time  at  the 
disposal  of  the  Committee.  The  result  of  the  partial  investigation  conducted 
by  the  Committee  is  by  no  means  adequate,  complete  or  satisfactory.  Full 
justice  cannot  be  done  in  respect  of  an  undertaking  of  so  great  magnitude 
without  much  greater  time  than  the  Committee  had  at  their  disposal.  The 
Committee  desire  to  emphasize  this  phase  of  the  matter  to  the  House,  and 
recommend  that  in  order  that  the  operations  of  the  Company  be  fully  scrutinized, 
a thorough  audit  by  an  independent  auditor,  appointed  by  the  Government 
should  be  made  from  time  to  time  of  all  such  matters  and  accounts  as  may  be 
designated  by  the  Minister  and  report  to  him. 

Your  Committee  are  glad  to  record  that  all  the  Members  present  as  here- 
inafter stated  are  unanimous  in  the  foregoing  report,  namely: —

Mr.  Bennett  moved, — That  the  House  do  go  into  Committee  of  the  Whole, 
at  the  next  sitting  of  the  House,  to  consider  the  following  proposed  Resolution: — 
That  it  is  expedient  to  amend  the  Old  Age  Pensions  Act  by  increasing  the 
amount  of  the  payment  to  the  provinces  for  old  age  pensions  from  one-half  to 
seventy-five  per  cent  of  the  net  sum  paid  out  during  the  preceding  quarter 
by  such  province  for  pensions,  and  to  provide  for  the  examination  and  audit 
of  expenditures  in  the  province  and  the  accounts  relating  thereto. 

Whereupon,  Mr.  Bennett,  a Member  of  the  King’s  Privy  Council,  informed 
the  House,  That  His  Excellency  the  Governor  General,  having  been  informed 
of  the  subject-matter  of  the  proposed  Resolution,  recommends  it  to  the  House. 

Resolved,  That  the  House  do  go  into  Committee  of  the  Whole,  at  the  next 
sitting  of  the  House,  to  consider  the  said  proposed  Resolution. 


Mr.  Stevens,  a Member  of  the  King’s  Privy  Council,  laid  before  the  House, 
— Table  of  Australian  duties  on  some  goods  of  interest  to  Canada,  which  are 
accorded  the  British  Preferential  Tariff  of  Australia  under  Article  II  1-b  of 
the  Trade  Agreement  between  Canada  anl  Australia,  which  is  as  follow?: — 
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♦Plus  temporary  surtax  of  50  p.c.  of  duty. 
♦Prohibited  to  be  imported  except  under  licence.

Mr.  Matthews,  from  the  Select  Standing  Committee  on  Banking  and  Com- 
merce, presented  the  Tenth  Report  of  the  said  Committee,  which  is  as  follows: — • 

Your  Committee  have  had  under  consideration  a Resolution  and  Order 
of  Reference,  dated  May  18,  1931.  whereby  it  was 

Resolved:  That,  in  the  opinion  of  this  House,  consideration  should 
be  given  to  the  setting  up  of  a system  of  intermediate  credits  for  agricul- 
ture.— Mr.  Lucas. 

Your  Committee  held  several  sessions  and  heard  witnesses.  Mr.  E.  W. 
Beatty,  K.C.,  gave  evidence  and  outlined  the  plans  for  the  operation  of  the 
Dominion  Agricultural  Credit  Corporation  and  the  reasons  for  the  organization 
of  that  Corporation.  Mr.  C.  S.  Tompkins,  Inspector  General  of  Banks,  gave  a 
comprehensive  review  of  the  legislation  in  effect  in  various  Canadian  provinces 
relating  to  rural  credits  and  the  results  therefrom.  A meeting  was  devoted  to 
the  consideration  of  the  system  of  co-operative  peoples’  Banks  (Caisse  Popu- 
late) which,  for  thirty  years,  has  been  of  assistance  to  borrowers  in  both  urban 
and  rural  districts  of  the  Province  of  Quebec.  Air.  Eugene  Poirier,  N.P., 
Alontreal,  explained  how  the  system  operates  in  the  District  of  Montreal; 
Air.  Cyril  Vaillancourt,  Levis,  Quebec,  gave  evidence  of  the  operation  of  such 
Blanks  in  the  rural  districts  near  Levis. 

In  view  of  the  efforts  being  put  forward  by  the  Dominion  Agricultural 
Credit  Corporation  and  of  the  legislation,  recently  passed  by  this  House,  which 
permits  the  subscription  of  financial  corporations  to  the  capital  stock  of  this 
enterprise,  your  Committee  are  agreed  that,  at  present,  it  is  advisable  to  await 
developments  and  to  observe  the  results  achieved  by  this  Credit  Corporation 
before  proceeding  further  in  the  matter  of  the  Reference.  If  the  funds  subscribed 
are  insufficient  for  the  needs  of  such  intermediate  credits  as  are  referred  to 
in  the  Resolution,  the  Committee  recognize  that  the  matter  is  one  which  will 
merit  consideration  at  a future  session  of  Parliament.

Mr.  Manion,  a Member  of  the  King’s  Privy  Council,  presented, — Return 
to  an  Order  of  the  House  of  the  13th  July,  1931,  for  a copy  of  the  bond  of  the 
Employers’  Liability  Assurance  Corporation  Limited  amounting  to  $10,000, 
accompanying  the  tender  sent  by  Mr.  Jos.  Collin,  general  contractor,  of  Riviere 

du  Loup,  for  the  building  of  a new  station  at  Riviere  du  Loup,  which  was 

forwarded  to  the  Canadian  National  Railways  and  to  the  Department  of  Rail- 
ways and  Canals. 

Mr.  Sauve,  a Member  of  the  King’s  Privy  Council,  presented, — Return  to

The  following  Resolutions  were  adopted: — 

CUSTOMS  TARIFF 

1.  Resolved,  That  it  is  expedient  to  amend  the  Customs  Tariff,  being 
chapter  forty-four  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  Canada,  as  amended  by  chapter 
thirteen  of  the  Acts  of  1930  (first  Session) , and  chapter  three  of  the  Acts  of 
1930  (second  Session) , by  repealing  sections  two  to  eighteen,  inclusive,  thereof 
and  by  substituting  the  following  therefor: 

(2)  In  this  Act,  and  in  any  other  Act  relating  to  the  Customs,  unless  the 
context  otherwise  requires, 

(a)  "free”  in  any  one  of  the  said  tariff  columns  means  that  the  goods 
opposite  which  the  word  appears,  and  to  which  the  tariff  in  the  said  column 
applies,  may  be  imported  and  taken  out  of  warehouse  for  consumption  in 
Canada,  without  duty; 

( b ) “gallon”  means  an  Imperial  gallon; 

(c)  “hoop,  band  and  strip”  when  applied  to  iron  or  steel  mean  flat  forms 
not  more  than  fourteen  inches  in  width  and  less  than  -1875  inch  in  thickness; 
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( d ) “in  diameter”  when  applied  to  pipes  and  tubes  means  the  actual  inside 
diameter; 

(e)  “iron”  includes  “steel”; 

(/)  “M  ft.”  represents  and  has  the  meaning  of  the  words  “one  thousand  feet 
board  measure”; 

(g)  “n.o.p.”  represents  and  has  the  meaning  of  the  words  “not  otherwise 
provided  for”; 

(h)  “p.c.”  in  any  one  of  the  tariff  columns  in  Schedule  A to  this  Act  repre- 
sents and  has  the  meaning  of  the  words  “per  centum”,  ad  valorem”; 

(i)  “plate”  when  applied  to  iron  or  steel  means  a rectangle,  circle  or  sketch 
as  cut  in  a plate  mill,  more  than  fourteen  inches  in  width  and  • 1875  inch  or 
more  in  thickness,  with  variations  from  such  thickness  not  exceeding  -015  inch; 

(j)  “proof,”  “proof  spirit”  or  “proof  spirits,”  when  applied  to  wines  or 
spirits  of  any  kind,  means  spirits  of  a strength  equal  to  that  of  pure  ethyl  alcohol 
compounded  with  distilled  water  in  such  proportions  that  the  resultant  mixture 
shall  at  a temperature  of  sixty-two  degrees  Fahrenheit  have  a specific  gravity 
of  0-9187  as  compared  with  that  of  distilled  water  at  the  same  temperature; 

(k)  “rolled  iron”  or  “rolled  steel”  means  iron  or  steel  hot  rolled  only; 

(l)  “sheet”  when  applied  to  iron  or  steel  means  a rectangle  more  than 
fourteen  inches  in  width  and  less  than  a plate  in  thickness; 

(to)  “ton”  means  two  thousand  pounds  avoirdupois. 

2.  The  expressions  mentioned  in  section  two  of  the  Customs  Act,  whenever 
they  occur  herein  or  in  any  Act  relating  to  the  Customs,  unless  the  context* 
otherwise  requires,  have  the  meaning  assigned  to  them  respectively  by  the  said 
section  two;  and  any  power  conferred  upon  the  Governor  in  Council  by  the. 
Customs  Act  to  transfer  dutiable  goods  to  the  list  of  goods  which  may  be 
imported  free  of  duty  or  to  reduce  the  rates  of  duty  on  dutiable  goods  is  not 
hereby  abrogated  or  impaired. 

3.  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act  and  of  the  Customs  Act,  there  shall 
be  levied,  collected  and  paid  upon  all  goods  enumerated,  or  referred  to  as  not 
enumerated,  in  Schedule  A to  this  Act,  when  such  goods  are  imported  into 
Canada  or  taken  out  of  warehouse  for  consumption  therein,  the  several  rates 
of  duties  of  Customs,  if  any,  set  opposite  to  each  item  respectively  or  charged 
on  goods  as  not  enumerated,  in  the  column  of  the  tariff  applicable  to  the  goods, 
subject  to  the  following  conditions,  viz: — - 

(a)  The  rates  of  customs  duties,  if  any,  set  forth  in  column  (1),  “British 
Preferential  Tariff,”  shall  apply  to  goods  the  produce  or  manufacture  of  the 
following  British  countries  when  conveyed  without  transhipment  from  a port 
of  any  British  country  enjoying  the  benefits  of  the  British  Preferential  Tariff 
into  a sea,  lake  or  river  port  of  Canada: — 

(i)  The  United  Kingdom, 

(ii)  The  British  colony  of  Bermuda, 

(iii)  The  British  colonies  commonly  called  the  British  West  Indies, 
including  the  following: — 

The  Bahamas, 

Jamaica, 

Turks  and  Caicos  Islands, 

The  Leeward  Islands  (Antigua,  St.  Christopher-Nevis,  Dominica, 
Montserrat  and  the  Virgin  Islands), 
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The  Windward  Islands  (Grenada,  St.  Vincent  and  St.  Lucia), 
Barbados, 

Trinidad  and  Tobago, 

(iv)  British  Guiana, 

(v)  British  India, 

(vi)  Ceylon, 

(vii)  Straits  Settlements, 

(viii)  New  Zealand, 

(ix)  Union  of  South  Africa, 

(x)  Southern  Rhodesia, 

(xi)  any  other  British  colony  or  possession  admitted  to  the  benefits  of  the 
British  Preferential  Tariff  in  Canada,  in  the  manner  hereinafter 
provided; 

Provided,  however,  that  goods  entitled  to  the  benefits  of  the  British  Pref- 
erential Tariff  shall  be  accorded  such  benefits  when  such  goods  are  shipped  on 
a through  bill  of  lading  consigned  to  a consignee  in  a specified  port  in  Canada 
when  such  goods  are  transferred  at  a port  in  a British  possession,  and  conveyed 
without  further  transhipment  into  a sea,  lake  or  river  port  of  Canada; 

(6)  The  rates  of  Customs  duties,  if  any,  set  forth  in  column  (2),  “Inter- 
mediate Tariff,”  shall  apply  to  goods  'the  produce  or  manufacture  of  any 
British  or  foreign  country  to  which  the  benefits  of  such  Intermediate  Tariff 
shall  have  been  extended  in  the  manner  hereinafter  provided,  when  imported 
direct  from  such  foreign  country  or  from  a British  country; 

(c)  The  rates  of  Customs  duties,- if  any,  set  forth  in  column (3),  “General 
Tariff,”  shall  apply  to  all  goods  not  entitled  to  admission  under  the  Inter- 
mediate Tariff  or  under  the  British  Preferential  Tariff; 

{d)  Proof  of  origin,  as  prescribed  by  the  Minister  shall  be  furnished  with 
the  bill  of  entry  at  the  Custom-house  for  goods  admitted  to  entry  under  any  of 
the  tariffs  in  Schedule  A;  and  the  decision  of  the  Minister  shall  be  final  as  to 
the  tariff  or  surtax  applicable  in  any  case  to  imported  goods  by  reason  of  their 
origin; 

(e)  Goods  for  which  entry  is  claimed  under  the  Intermediate  Tariff  must 
be  bona  fide  the  produce  or  manufacture  of  a country  which  has  been  admitted 
to  the  benefits  of  the  Intermediate  Tariff; 

(/)  Every  manufactured  article  to  be  admitted  under  the  British  Prefer- 
ential Tariff  must  be  bona  fide  the  manufacture  of  a British  country  entitled  to 
the  benefits  of  the  British  Preferential  Tariff,  and  a substantial  portion  of  the 
value  of  the  manufactured  article  must  have  been  produced  by  labour  in  one 
or  more  of  such  countries. 

(2)  The  Governor  in  Council  may  make  such  regulations  as  are  deemed 
necessary  for  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  the  several  tariffs  mentioned  in 
this  section. 

4.  The  Governor  in  Council  may,  by  Order  in  Council, 

(а)  from  time  to  time,  extend  the  benefit  of  the  British  Preferential  Tariff 
to  any  British  country  not  named  in  paragraph  (a)  of  section  three,  and  from 
and  after  the  publication  of  such  Order  in  Council  in  the  Canada  Gazette  the 
British  Preferential  Tariff  shall  apply  to  goods  the  produce  or  manufacture 
of  such  British  country,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act; 

(б)  from  time  to  time,  withdraw  the  benefit  of  the  British  Preferential 
Tariff  from  any  British  country,  other  than  the  United  Kingdom,  which  has 
received  the  said  benefit,  and  from  and  after  the  publication  of  such  order  in 
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the  Canada  Gazette,  the  General  Tariff  or  the  Intermediate  Tariff,  as  mentioned 
in  the  said  order,  shall  apply  to  goods  the  produce  or  manufacture  of  such 
British  country,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act; 

(c)  from  time  to  time,  extend  the  benefit  of  the  British  Preferential  Tariff 
to  any  territory  administered  under  a mandate  of  the  League  of  Nations  by  any 
British  country,  to  which  British  country  the  benefit  of  the  British  Preferential 
Tariff  has  been  extended;  and  from  and  after  the  publication  of  such  Order  in 
Council  in  the  Canada  Gazette  the  British  Preferential  Tariff  shall  apply  to 
goods  the  produce  or  manufacture  of  such  territory,  subject  to  the  provisions 
of  this  Act; 

(d)  from  time  to  time,  withdraw  the  benefit  of  the  British  Preferential 
Tariff  from  any  territory  administered  under  a mandate  of  the  League  of 
Nations  which  has  received  said  benefit;  and  from  and  after  the  publication  of 
such  order  in  the  Canada  Gazette,  the  General  Tariff  or  the  Intermediate  Tariff, 
as  mentioned  in  the  said  order,  shall  apply  to  goods  the  produce  or  manufacture 
of  such  territory  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act; 

(e)  from  time  to  time,  extend  to  any  British  country  the  benefit  of  rates 
of  customs  duties  more  favourable  than  those  of  the  British  Preferential  Tariff, 
and  from  and  after  the  publication  of  such  order  in  the  Canada  Gazette,  the 
rates  of  duties  so  ordered  shall  appiy  to  goods  the  produce  or  manufacture  of 
such  British  country,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act; 

(/)  from  time  to  time,  withdraw  from  any  British  country  to  which  they 
have  been  extended  rates  of  customs  duties  more  favourable  than  those  of  the 
British  Preferential  Tariff,  and  from  and  after  the  publication  of  such  order 
in  the  Canada  Gazette,  the  British  Preferential  Tariff  or  the  Intermediate 
Tariff,  as  directed  in  the  said  order,  shall  apply  to  goods  the  produce  or  manu- 
facture of  such  British  country,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act; 

{g)  from  time  to  time,  extend  the  benefit  of  the  Intermediate  Tariff,  in 
whole  or  in  part,  to  any  British  or  foreign  country  the  produce  or  manufactures 
of  which  have  previously  been  subject  to  the  rates  of  Customs  duties  set  forth 
in  the  General  Tariff,  and  from  and  after  the  publication  of  such  order  in  the 
Canada  Gazette,  the  rates  of  duty  set  forth  in  the  Intermediate  Tariff,  so  far 
as  they  are  mentioned  in  the  said  order,  shall  apply  to  goods  the  produce  or 
manufacture  of  such  British  or  foreign  country,  when  imported  direct  from 
such  foreign  country  or  from  a British  country,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this 
Act; 

{h)  from  time  to  time,  withdraw  the  benefit  of  the  Intermediate  Tariff 
from  any  country  to  which  it  has  been  extended,  and  from  and  after  the  publica- 
tion of  such  order  in  the  Canada  Gazette  the  rates  of  Customs  duties  set  forth 
in  the  General  Tariff  shall  apply  to  goods  the  produce  or  manufacture  of  such 
country,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act. 

5.  The  importer  of  goods  entitled  to  the  benefits  of  the  British  Preferential 
Tariff  shall  be  entitled  to  a discount  of  ten  per  centum  on  the  amount  of  duty 
computed  under  such  Tariff,  when  such  goods  are  conveyed  without  transhipment 
from  a port  of  a country  enjoying  the  benefits  of  the  British  Preferential  Tariff 
into  a sea,  lake  or  river  port  of  Canada. 

(2)  Goods  entitled  to  the  benefits  of  the  British  Preferential  Tariff  shall  be 
entitled  to  the  discount  authorized  by  this  section,  when  shipped  on  a through  bill 
of  lading  consigned  to  a consignee  in  a specified  port  in  Canada,  wrhen  such  goods 
are  transferred  at  a port  in  a British  possession  and  conveyed  without  further 
transhipment  into  a sea,  lake  or  river  port  of  Canada. 
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(3)  The  discount  mentioned  in  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  duties  on  any 
of  the  following  articles,  viz.,  wines,  malt  liquors,  spirits,  spirituous  liquors, 
liquid  medicines  and  articles  containing  alcohol;  sugar,  tobacco,  cigars  and 
cigarettes. 

(4)  The  said  discount  shall  not  apply  in  the  case  in  which  the  duty  does 
not  exceed  fifteen  per  centum  ad  valorem,  or,  in  the  case  of  a specific  duty  or  a 
specific  and  ad  valorem  duty  combined  in  which  the  computed  rate  does  not 
exceed  fifteen  per  centum  ad  valorem,  or  to  goods  admitted  into  Canada  which 
have  the  benefit  of  reductions  provided  for  in  the  Canada-West  Indies  Trade 
Agreement,  1926. 

6.  In  the  case  of  articles  exported  to  Canada  of  a class  or  kind  made  or 
produced  in  Canada,  if  the  export  or  actual  selling  price  to  an  importer  in 
Canada  is  less  than  the  fair  market  value  of  the  same  article  when  sold  for 
home  consumption  in  the  usual  and  ordinary  course  in  the  country  whence 
exported  to  Canada  at  the  time  of  its  exportation  to  Canada,  or  is  less  than  the 
fair  market  value  or  value  for  duty  thereof  as  determined  under  the  provisions 
of  section  thirty-six  of  the  Customs  Act,  or  is  less  than  the  fair  market  value 
thereof  as  fixed  by  the  Governor  in  Council  under  the  provisions  of  section 
thirty-seven  of  the  Customs  Act,  or  is  less  than  the  value  for  duty  thereof  as 
determined  by  the  Minister  under  the  provisions  of  paragraphs  (a)  and  (e)  of 
section  forty-one  of  the  Customs  Act,  or  is  less  than  the  fair  market  value  thereof 
as  fixed  by  the  Minister  under  the  provisions  of  section  forty-three  of  the 
Customs  Act,  there  shall,  in  addition  to  the  duties  otherwise  established,  be 
levied,  collected  and  paid  on  such  article,  on  its  importation  into  Canada,  a 
special  or  dumping  duty,  equal  to  the  difference  between  the  said  selling  price 
of  the  article  for  export  and  the  said  fair  market  value  thereof  or  value  for 
duty  thereof;  and  such  special  or  dumping  duty  shall  be  levied,  collected  and 
paid  on  such  article  although  it  is  not  otherwise  dutiable. 

Provided  that  the  said  special  duty  shall  not  exceed  fifty  per  cent  ad  valorem 
in  any  case,  and  the  following  goods  shall  be  exempt  from  such  special  duty, 
viz: — 

Goods  of  a class  subject  to  duty  under  the  Excise  Act. 

Provided,  notwithstanding,  that  on  importations  from  Australia  under 
the  Australian  Trade  Agreement  Act,  1925,  the  said  special  duty  shall  not  exceed 
fifteen  per  cent  ad  valorem  in  any  case. 

Notwithstanding  anything  in  this  Act  contained  the  levying  and  collection 
heretofore  of  special  or  dumping  duty  in  cases  where  the  fair  market  value  of 
goods  was  determined  by  the  Minister,  acting  or  purporting  to  act  under  the 
provisions  of  section  forty-seven  A of  the  Customs  Act,  as  enacted  by  section 
three  of  chapter  eighteen  of  the  Statutes  of  1922  (Section  forty-three  of  the 
Customs  Act,  R.S.,  1927),  is  hereby  ratified  and  confirmed. 

(2)  Excise  duties  or  Excise  taxes  shall  be  disregarded  in  estimating  the 
market  value  of  goods  for  the  purposes  of  special  duty  when  the  goods  are 
entitled  to  entry  under  the  British  Preferential  Tariff,  Intermediate  Tariff,  or 
sny  tariff  more  favourable  than  the  General  Tariff. 

(3)  Customs  duties  of  the  United  Kingdom  shall  be  disregarded  in  estimat- 
ing the  market  value  of  wines  for  the  purposes  of  special  duty  when  the  same 
are  entitled  to  entry  under  the  Intermediate  Tariff  or  any  tariff  more  favourable 
than  the  General  Tariff  and  are  bottled  in  bond  in  the  United  Kingdom  and 
imported  direct  therefrom. 
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(4)  “Export  price”  or  “selling  price”  in  this  section  shall  be  held  to  mean 
and  include  the  exporter’s  price  for  the  goods,  exclusive  of  all  charges  thereon 
after  their  shipment  from  the  place  whence  exported  directly  to  Canada. 

(5)  If  at  any  time  it  appears  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Minister  that  the 
payment  of  the  special  duty  by  this  section  provided  for  is  being  evaded  by  the 
shipment  of  goods  on  consignment  without  sale  prior  to  such  shipment,  the 
Minister  may  in  any  case  or  class  of  cases  authorize  such  action  as  is  deemed 
necessary  to  collect  on  such  goods  or  any  of  them  the  same  special  duty  as  if 
the  goods  had  been  sold  to  an  importer  in  Canada  prior  to  their  shipment  to 
Canada. 

(6)  If  at  any  time  it  appears  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Minister  that  any 
person  owning  or  controlling  or  interested  in  a business  in  Canada  and  also  in 
any  other  country,  or  any  person  carrying  on  a business  in  any  other  country 
and  owning  or  controlling  or  interested  in  a business  operating  in  Canada,  and  by 
reason  thereof  is  enabled  to  import  goods  for  further  manufacture  or  assembling 
or  for  resale,  and  while  complying  with  the  legal  requirements  on  importation 
disposes  of  such  imported  goods,  whether  in  the  form  as  imported  or  as  further 
processed,  assembled  or  manufactured,  at  prices  below  the  duty  paid  value 
thereof  as  entered  at  Customs  plus  or  including  all  charges  upon  the  goods  after 
shipment  from  the  place  whence  exported  directly  to  Canada,  including  sales, 
distribution  and  advertising  costs,  and  plus,  if  any,  the  cost  of  processing, 
assembling  or  further  manufacturing  in  Canada,  the  Minister  may  declare  that 
goods  of  such  class  or  kind  were  and  are  on  importation  subject  to  an  additional 
special  or  dumping  duty  not  exceeding  fifty  per  cent  and  authorize  such  action 
as  is  deemed  necessary  for  the  collection  thereof. 

(7)  If  the  full  amount  of  any  special  duty  of  Customs  as  herein  provided 
has  not  been  paid  on  goods  imported,  the  Customs  entry  thereof  shall  be  amended 
and  the  deficiency  paid  upon  the  demand  of  the  Collector. 

(8)  The  Minister  may  make  such  regulations  as  are  deemed  necessary  for 
carrying  out  the  provisions  of  this  section  and  for  its  enforcement. 

7.  Goods  imported  into  Canada  the  product  or  manufacture  of  any  foreign 
country  which  treats  imports  from  Canada  less  favourably  than  those  from  other 
countries,  may  be  made  subject  by  order  of  the  Governor  in  Council  in  the  case 
of  goods  already  dutiable  to  a surtax  over  and  above  the  duties  specified  in 
Schedule  A to  this  Act,  and  in  the  case  of  goods  not  dutiable  to  a rate  of  duty, 
not  exceeding,  in  either  case,  thirty-three  and  one-third  per  centum  ad  valorem. 

(2)  Goods  the  product  or  manufacture  of  any  foreign  country  imported 
into  Canada  in  vessels  admitted  to  registration  under  the  laws  of  such  foreign 
country  may,  if  such  foreign  country  imposes  higher  duties  of  Customs  upon 
goods  imported  into  such  country  in  vessels  registered  in  Canada  than  upon  the 
like  goods  when  imported  in  vessels  of  such  country,  be  made  subject  by  order 
of  the  Governor  in  Council  in  the  case  of  goods  already  dutiable  to  a surtax  over 
and  above  the  duties  specified  in  Schedule  A to  this  Act,  and  in  the  case  of 
goods  not  dutiable  to  a rate  of  duty,  not  exceeding,  in  either  case,  thirty-three 
and  one-third  per  centum  ad  valorem. 

(3)  Within  the  limitations  in  this  section  hereinbefore  prescribed  any  such 
goods  may  by  such  order  in  council  be  made  subject  to  a surtax  or  rate,  as  the 
case  may  be,  differing  from  the  surtax  or  rate  to  which  another  class  of  goods 
may  be  thereby,  or  by  any  other  such  order,  made  subject. 
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(4)  The  Governor  in  Council  may  make  regulations  for  carrying  out  the 
purposes  of  this  section  and  may  by  order  in  council  suspend  the  surtax  or  rate 
in  whole  or  in  part  from  application  to  the  goods  of  such  foreign  country  or 
any  class  of  such  goods. 

(5)  The  decision  of  the  Governor  in  Council  shall  be  final  on  any  question 
which  may  arise  regarding  the  application  of  the  surtax  or  rate  imposed  pursuant 
to  this  section. 

8.  Notwithstanding  anything  in  this  Act,  fish  and  other  products  of  the 
fisheries  of  Newfoundland  may  be  imported  into  Canada  free  of  Customs  duty 
until  otherwise  determined  by  the  Governor  in  Council,  by  order  published  in 
the  Canada  Gazette. 

9.  Fish  caught  by  fishermen  in  vessels  registered  in  Canada  or  owned  by 
any  person  domiciled  in  Canada,  and  the  products  thereof  carried  from  the  fish- 
eries in  such  vessels,  shall  be  admitted  into  Canada  free  of  duty.  The  Minister 
may  make  such  regulations,  if  any,  as  are  deemed  necessary  for  carrying  out  the 
provisions  of  this  section. 

10.  Notwithstanding  anything  in  this  Act,  goods  other  than  tobacco,  cigars, 
cigarettes,  spirituous  or  alcoholic  liquors  and  articles  specified  in  Schedule  A of 
the  West  Indies  Trade  Agreement  Act,  the  produce  or  manufacture  of  British 
Honduras,  Bermuda,  the  Bahamas,  Jamaica,  Turks  and  Caicos  Islands,  the 
Leeward  Islands  (Antigua,  St.  Christopher-Nevis,  Dominica,  Montserrat  and 
the  Virgin  Islands),  the  Windward  Islands  (Grenada,  St.  Vincent  and  St.  Lucia), 
Barbados,  Trinidad  and  Tobago,  and  British  Guiana,  when  imported  direct 
therefrom  shall  not  be  subject  at  any  time  to  more  than  fifty  per  centum  of  the 
duties  imposed  on  similar  goods  as  set  forth  in  the  General  Tariff  under  regula- 
tions by  the  Minister. 

11.  The  Governor  in  Council  may  by  order  in  council  make  such  reductions 
of  duties  on  goods  imported  into  Canada  from  any  other  country  or  countries  as 
may  be  deemed  reasonable  by  way  of  compensation  for  reductions  on  Canadian 
products  granted  by  any  such  country  or  countries. 

12.  On  the  materials  set  forth  in  Schedule  B to  this  Act,  when  used  for  con- 
sumption in  Canada  for  the  purpose  specified  in  that  Schedule,  there  may  be 
paid,  out  of  the  Consolidated  Revenue  Fund,  the  several  rates  of  drawback  of 
Customs  duties  set  opposite  to  each  item  respectively  in  that  Schedule,  under 
regulations  by  the  Governor  in  Council. 

(2)  If  pig  iron  imported  into  Canada  mixed  with  pig  iron  made  in  Canada 
has  entered  into  the  manufacture  of  mowing  machines,  reapers,  harvesters, 
binders  and  attachments  for  binders,  the  drawback  payable  in  pursuance  of  this 
section,  under  regulations  by  the  Governor  in  Council,  may  be  computed  on  the 
total  quantity  of  pig  iron,  including  pig  iron  made  as  aforesaid  entering  into  such 
goods;  Provided,  however,  that  the  total  drawback  payable  shall  not  exceed 
ninety-nine  per  cent  of  the  duty  paid  on  all  the  pig  iron  imported  and  used  by 
the  manufacturer  of  such  goods  in  manufacturing  such  goods  and  other  goods. 

13.  The  importation  into  Canada  of  any  goods  enumerated,  described  or 
referred  to  in  Schedule  C to  this  Act  is  prohibited;  and  any  such  goods  imported 
shall  thereby  become  forfeited  to  the  Crown  and  shall  be  destroyed  or  otherwise 
dealt  with  as  the  Minister  directs;  and  any  person  importing  any  such  prohibited 
goods,  or  causing  or  permitting  them  to  be  imported,  shall  for  each  offence  incur 
a penalty  not  exceeding  two  hundred  dollars. 
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14.  The  Governor  in  Council  may,  from  time  to  time,  prohibit  the  importa- 
tion into  Canada  of  any  goods  originating  in  and  exported  directly  or  indirectly 
from  any  country  not  a contracting  party  to  the  Treaty  of  Versailles,  executed 
at  Paris,  France,  on  the  28th  day  of  June,  1919,  and  any  order  of  the  Governor 
in  Council  prohibiting  the  importation  into  Canada  of  any  goods  from  any  such 
country  shall  be  published  in  the  next  following  issue  of  the  Canada  Gazette. 
Any  goods  imported  in  violation  of  the  terms  of  this  section  shall  be  forfeited  to 
the  Crown  and  shall  be  dealt  with  as  the  Minister  directs. 

15.  Whenever  the  Governor  in  Council  deems  it  to  be  in  the  public  interest 
to  inquire  into  any  conspiracy,  combination,  agreement  or  arrangement  alleged 
to  exist  among  manufacturers  or  dealers  in  any  article  of  commerce  to  unduly 
promote  the  advantage  of  the  manufacturers  or  dealers  in  such  article  at  the 
expense  of  the  consumers,  the  Governor  in  Council  may  commission  or  empower 
any  judge  of  the  Supreme  Court,  or  of  the  Exchequer  Court  of  Canada,  or  of 
any  superior  court  or  county  court  in  Canada,  to  hold  an  inquiry  in  a summary 
way  and  report  to  the  Governor  in  Council  whether  such  conspiracy,  combina- 
tion, agreement  or  arrangement  exists. 

(2)  The  judge  may  compel  the  attendance  of  witnesses  and  examine  them 
under  oath  and  require  the  production  of  books  and  papers,  and  shall  have  such 
other  necessary  powers  as  are  conferred  upon  him  by  the  Governor  in  Council 
for  the  purpose  of  such  inquiry. 

(3)  If  the  judge  reports  that  such  conspiracy,  combination,  agreement  or 
arrangement  exists  in  respect  of  such  article,  the  Governor  in  Council  may  admit 
the  article  free  of  duty,  or  so  reduce  the  duty  thereon  as  to  give  to  the  public 
the  benefit  of  reasonable  competition  in  the  article,  if  it  appears  to  the  Governor 
in  Council  that  such  disadvantage  to  the  consumer  is  facilitated  by  the  duties 
of  Customs  imposed  on  a like  article. 

16.  The  Governor  in  Council  may  from  time  to  time,  as  he  deems  it  expedi- 
ent, order  that  goods  of  any  description  or  class  specified  in  such  order,  imported 
into  Canada,  shall  be  marked,  stamped,  branded  or  labelled  in  legible  English 
or  French  words,  in  a conspicuous  place  that  shall  not  be  covered  or  obscured 
by  any  subsequent  attachments  or  arrangements,  so  as  to  indicate  the  country 
of  origin;  and  said  marking,  stamping,  branding  or  labelling  shall  be  as  nearly 
indelible  and  permanent  as  the  nature  of  the  goods  will  permit. 

(2)  All  orders  made  by  the  Governor  in  Council  under  this  section  shall 
have  effect  from  and  after  the  day  on  which  the  same  are  published  in  the 
Canada  Gazette,  or  from  and  after  such  later  day  as  is  appointed  for  the  pur- 
pose of  such  orders,  and  during  such  time  as  is  therein  expressed,  or  if  no  time 
is  expressed  for  that  purpose,  then  until  the  same  are  revoked  or  altered. 

(3)  All  such  goods  imported  into  Canada  after  the  date  of  the  coming  into 
force  of  any  such  order  of  the  Governor  in  Council  which  do  not  comply  with  the 
requirements  of  such  order,  shall  be  subject  to  an  additional  duty  of  ten  per 
centum  ad  valorem  to  be  levied  on  the  value  for  duty  purposes,  and  in  addition 
such  goods  shall  not  be  released  from  Customs  possession  until  they  have  been 
so  marked,  stamped,  branded  or  labelled  under  Customs  supervision  at  the 
expense  of  the  importer. 

(4)  If  any  person  shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions  so  established  relating 
to  the  marking,  stamping,  branding  or  labelling  of  any  such  imported  goods,  or 
shall  deface,  destroy,  remove,  alter  or  obliterate  any  such  marks,  stamps,  brands 
or  labels,  with  intent  to  conceal  the  information  given  by  or  contained  in  such 
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marks,  stamps,  brands  or  labels,  he  shall  be  liable  on  summary  conviction  to  a 
penalty  not  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars,  or  to  imprisonment  not  exceeding 
one  year,  or  to  both  line  and  imprisonment. 

(5)  The  Minister  may  make  such  regulations  as  are  deemed  necessary  for 
carrying  out  the  provisions  of  this  section  and  for  the  enforcement  thereof. 

17.  In  the  event  of  producers  of  goods  taking  advantage  of  any  duty  im- 
posed under  this  Act  to  increase  the  price  of  such  goods  to  the  consumer,  or  using 
any  such  duty  to  maintain  prices  at  levels  deemed  by  the  Governor  in  Council 
to  be  higher  than  should  prevail,  having  regard  to  general  economic  conditions 
in  the  country,  the  Governor  in  Council  may  reduce  or  remove  such  duty. 

(2)  In  the  event  of  any  one  such  producer  violating  the  provisions  of  this 
section,  the  Governor  in  Council  may  impose  upon  all  the  products  of  such  pro- 
ducer, or  any  of  them,  an  Excise  duty  equivalent  to  the  amount  of  Customs  duty 
which  would  be  paid  by  such  goods  if  the  same  were  imported  into  Canada 
under  the  provisions  of  the  General  Tariff,  and  the  same  shall  be  collectible  as 
a tax,  and  the  provisions  of  the  Income  War  Tax  Act  as  to  the  collection  of  taxes 
shall  be  applicable  hereto. 

Provided,  that  neither  subsection  of  this  section  shall  apply  to  agricultural 
products.

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Mr.  Duranleau,  then,  by  leave  of  the  House,  presented  a Bill,  No.  134, 
An  Act  to  provide  for  a further  loan  to  the  Saint  John  Harbour  Commissioners, 
which  was  read  a first  time  and  ordered  for  a second  reading  at  the  next  sitting 
of  the  House. 

Mr.  Bennett  moved, — That  the  House  do  go  into  Committee  of  the  Whole 
at  the  next  sitting  of  the  House,  to  consider  the  following  proposed  Resolution: — 

That  it  is  expedient  to  bring  in  a measure  to  provide  that  the  Governor  in 
Council  may  authorize  the  payment  out  of  the  Consolidated  Revenue  Fund  of 
the  sum  of  five  cents  on  every  bushel  of  wheat  exported  from  the  provinces 
of  Manitoba,  Alberta  and  Saskatchewan  of  the  crop  of  1931,  and  to  make 
provision  for  the  determination  of  amounts  payable  thereunder,  and  for  regu- 
lations to  carry  out  the  purpose  of  the  Act  and  prescribe  penalties  to  be  incurred 
for  breach  of  the  Act  or  regulations. 

Whereupon,  Mr.  Bennett,  a Member  of  the  King’s  Privy  Council,  informed 
the  House,  That  His  Excellency  the  Governor  General,  having  been  informed 
of  the  subject-matter  of  the  proposed  Resolution,  recommends  it  to  the  House.

successor,  and  the  subsequent  appointment  of  Mr.  Emile  Provost. 

By  Mr.  Jacobs,  for  Mr.  Casgrain: — Order  of  the  House  for  a copy  of  all

In  respect  to  certain  discussions  which  had  taken  place  between  the 
Librarians  and  the  National  Research  Council  in  regard  to  transferring  various 
technical  works,  which  were  seldom  if  ever  consulted  in  the  Library  of  Par- 
liament, to  the  library  of  the  National  Research  Council,  the  following  Resolu- 
tion was  moved  by  Senator  Chapais,  seconded  by  Mr.  Irvine,  and  unanimously 
carried: — 

“ That,  the  Librarians  are  hereby  instructed  to  discuss  with  Dr.  Tory  the 
question  of  further  transfer  of  technical  works  to  the  National  Research  Council 
library  on  the  understanding  that  such  works,  if  so  transferred,  would  remain 
the  property  of  the  Library  of  Parliament  and  be  accessible  at  all  times  to  its 
members.

Mr.  Gordon,  from  the  Select  Committee  appointed  to  investigate  the 
Beauharnois  Project  then  presented  the  following  as  its  Fourth  Report: — 

1.  On  the  10th  day  of  June,  1931,  the  House  of  Commons  adopted  the 
following  Resolution;  That  Messrs.  Dorion,  Fiset  (Sir  Eugene),  Gardiner, 
Gordon,  Jacobs,  Jones,  Lennox,  Mackenzie  (Vancouver  Centre),  Stewart 
(Lethbridge) , be  a committee  to  investigate  from  its  inception  the  Beauharnois 
project  for  the  development  of  hydro-electric  energy  by  the  use  of  the  waters 
of  the  St.  Lawrence  River  so  far  as  the  matters  referred  to  are  within  the  juris- 
diction of  the  Parliament  of  Canada,  and  without  restricting  the  generality  of 
the  foregoing  words  in  particular  to  investigate  the  matters  referred  to  in  the 
speech  made  in  the  House  of  Commons  by  Mr.  Robert  Gardiner,  the  honourable 
member  for  Acadia,  on  the  10th  day  of  May  last,  as  reported  on  pages  1875-1887 
of  Hansard,  and  to  report  from  time  to  time  their  observations  and  opinion 
thereon;  with  power  to  send  for  papers,  persons  and  records.  Honourable  W. 
A.  Gordon  was  on  the  15th  of  June,  1931,  appointed  Chairman  of  the  Special 
Select  Committee. 

2.  (1)  The  Committee  sat  from  the  15th  day  of  June,  1931,  to  the  22nd 
day  of  July,  1931,  held  on  most  of  these  days  more  than  one  session  and 
examined  35  witnesses. 

(2)  On  the  1st  of  July,  the  members  of  the  Committee  visited  and  inspected 
the  site  of  the  works. 

There  were  filed  with  the  Committee  129  exhibits. 
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3.  Soulanges  Section — St.  Lawrence  River 

(1)  The  Soulanges  section  of  the  St.  Lawrence  River  is  that  portion  thereof 
lying  between  Lake  St.  Francis  and  Lake  St.  Louis  which  are  some  14t  miles 
apart,  and  between  which  there  is  a fall  of  83  feet.  The  average  normal  avail- 
able flow  of  the  river  through  this  section  is  in  the  vicinity  of  230,000  cubic 
feet  per  second  for  50  per  cent  of  the  time,  making  possible  a development  of 
2,000,000  horse  power  of  commercial  electric  energy  at  85  per  cent  load  factor. 
The  site  is  in  close  proximity  to  the  City  and  Port  of  Montreal,  and  is  con- 
veniently located  on  what  must  soon  be  a waterway  capable  of  accommodating 
ocean-going  vessels.  It  has  therefore  great  possibilities  for  industrial  develop- 
ment if  cheap  power  is  available. 

(2)  It  is  apparent  that  the  Soulanges  section  thus  presents  an  opportunity 
for  hydro-electric  development  almost  if  not  quite  unique  on  the  face  of  the 
globe.  It  is  one  of  the  greatest  national  resources  in  Canada,  and  in  its  natural 
state  of  great  potential  value. 

4.  History 

(1)  About  the  year  1800,  Edward  Ellice,  the  Seigneur  of  Beauharnois, 
erected  a small  “moulin  Banal”  at  the  mouth  of  the  St.  Louis  River  and  in  order 
to  increase  the  flow  of  the  river,  in  1807  built  a small  feeder,  four  miles  in  length, 
from  Lake  St.  Francis  to  the  head  waters  of  the  River.  This  constituted  the 
first  diversion  in  the  Soulanges  section  of  the  St.  Lawrence  River  for  power 
purposes.  Whatever  water  rights  were  incidental  to  this  feeder  later  passed  into 
the  hands  of  a family  named  Robert  and  apparently  formed  the  basis  of  the 
applications  for  power  rights  hereinafter  mentioned.  Details  concerning  the 
Robert  “rights”  may  be  found  in  a judgment  delivered  in  the  Exchequer  Court 
of  Canada  in  the  case  of  Robert  vs.  the  King  (9  Exchequer  Court  Reports). 
Reference  may  be  had  also  to  Exhibit  No.  29,  a memorandum  prepared  by  Mr. 
R.  C.  Alexander. 

(2)  In  1855  the  Government  of  the  Province  of  Canada  built  a dyke,  known 
as  the  Hungry  Bay  Dyke,  as  a protection  against  floods.  It  rebuilt  the  control 
gates  of  the  feeder  and  in  1883  the  Government  of  Canada  deepened  and  widened 
the  feeder  and  installed  new  gates  in  the  dyke  at  the  feeder  entrance,  consider- 
able sums  of  money  having  been  appropriated  for  this  purpose. 

(3)  In  1902,  J.  B.  Robert,  as  the  grantee  of  the  representatives  of  Edward 
Ellice,  brought  action  against  the  Crown  for  a declaration  of  his  rights  and 
judgment  was  pronounced  on  the  17th  October,  1904,  deciding  that  Robert  held 
substantial  rights  in  the  feeder.  A compromise  was  arrived  at  by  which  the 
feeder  was  leased  to  the  heirs  of  J.  B.  Robert  by  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  under  date  of  the  28th  December,  1909,  for  a period  of  21  years.  This 
was  authorized  by  Order  in  Council,  P.C.  2168,  of  the  9th  December,  1909. 

(4)  In  1902  by  Quebec  Statute  2 Edward  VII,  Chapter  72  of  the  26th 
March,  1902,  the  Beauharnois  Light,  Heat  and  Power  Company  was  incor- 
porated with  power  to  enlarge  and  extend  the  feeder.  As  a consequence  of 
the  finding  of  the  Exchequer  Court  that  J.  B.  Robert  was  not  the  owner  of  the 
feeder,  in  1910  another  Provincial  Act  was  passed  giving  the  Company  the 
right  to  build  a new  canal  or  feeder  from  any  point  on  the  original  feeder  to 
any  point  on  the  St.  Louis  River  at  or  near  the  town  of  Beauharnois.  This 
Company  thus  became  possessed  of  certain  rights  in  respect  of  the  diversion  of 
water  for  power  purposes  from  Lake  St.  Francis.  The  shares  of  the  Beau- 
harnois Light,  Heat  and  Power  Company  were  all  owned  by  W.  H.  Robert  and 
other  members  of  the  Robert  family.  On  the  3rd  February,  1927,  Mr.  R.  O. 
Sweezey  obtained  from  the  Roberts  an  option  of  all  the  issued  capital  stock 
of  the  Company  and  the  Company’s  rights. 
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The  Robert  Interests 

(5)  W.  H.  Robert  and  the  other  Robert  heirs  received  for  the  2,000  shares 
of  the  Beauharnois  Ligjht,  Heat  and  Power  Company  and  such  other  rights, 
if  any,  as  were  then  outstanding  in  them 

(1)  Cash  $1,520,000. 

(2)  200  fully  paid  part  interests  in  the  Beauharnois  Power  Syndicate. 

(3)  21,000  Class  A shares  of  the  Beauharnois  Power  Corporation. 

(4)  100  fully  paid  part  interests  in  the  Beauharnois  Syndicate  trans- 
ferred from  R.  O.  Sweezey  account,  which  became  200  part  in- 
terests in  the  Beauharnois  Power  Syndicate. 

(6)  In  addition  to  the  above-mentioned  400  part  interests  in  the  Power 
Syndicate  owned  by  the  Roberts,  W.  H.  Robert  held  a further  300  units  in  his 
own  name  on  which  he  owned  $10,000  at  at  December  17th,  1929.  For  the 
700  part  interests,  referred  to  above,  the  Robert  heirs  received,  on  the  dissolu- 
tion of  the  Syndicate,  cheques  aggregating  $95,000,  together  with  28,000  shares 
of  the  Class  A Common  stock  of  the  Beauharnois  Power  Corporation  Limited. 

(7)  In  the  same  year,  Mr.  Sweezey  applied  to  the  Quebec  Legislature  for 
an  amendment  to  the  Act  incorporating  the  Company  permitting  the  construc- 
tion of  a canal  between  Lake  St.  Francis  and  Lake  St.  Louis.  This  application 
was  refused. 

(8)  On  the  17th  March,  1927,  the  Beauharnois  Light,  Heat  and  Power 
Company  applied  to  His  Excellency  the  Governor  General  in  Council  for 
approval  of  a proposal  to  build  a power  canal  “ which  can  be  readily  adapted 
for  thirty  foot  navigation  requirements  also  ” from  a point  on  Lake  St.  Francis 
near  the  mouth  of  the  St.  Louis  feeder  to  Lake  St.  Louis  and  to  use  so  much 
of  the  water  of  the  St.  Lawrence  River  as  can  be  taken  through  the  proposed 
canal  without  interfering  with  navigation  and  without  interfering  with  existing 
prior  rights  in  the  River  St.  Lawrence.”  This  application  was  not  pressed. 

(9)  On  the  17th  January,  1928,  the  Beauharnois  Light,  Heat  and  Power 
Company  applied  to  His  Excellency  the  Governor  General  in  Council  “ for 
approval  under  the  Navigable  Waters  Protection  Act  of  its  plans  and  site  of 
proposed  works  herein  described  and  for  the  right  to  divert  forty  thousand 
cubic  feet  per  second  (40,000  c.f.s.)  from  Lake  St.  Francis.” 

(101  In  March,  1928,  by  Statute  of  the  Province  of  Quebec  (18  George  V 
Chapter  113),  a new  section,  11  A,  was  added  to  the  original  Act  of  incorpora- 
tion giving  the  Company  the  right  to  build  a new  canal  from  any  point  within 
two  miles  in  a southwesterly  direction  from  the  mouth  of  the  St.  Louis  feeder 
to  any  point  on  Lake  St.  Louis  within  one  and  a half  miles  in  a-  westerly 
direction  along  the  shore  of  Lake  St.  Louis  from  the  mouth  of  the  St.  Louis 
River  and  giving  the  Company  the  right  to  expropriate  lands  not  exceeding  six 
arpents  in  width. 

(11)  On  the  27th  April,  1928,  Mr.  Sweezey  and  his  associates  obtained 
the  passing  of  an  Order  in  Council  by  the  Executive  Council  of  Quebec  author- 
izing the  granting  to  the  Beauharnois  Light,  Heat  and  Power  Company  of 
an  emphyteutic  lease,  which  lease  was  subsequently  executed  on  the  23rd  June, 
1928,  and  which  grants  to  the  Beauharnois  Light,  Heat  and  Power  Company  the 
rights  of  the  Province  of  Quebec  to  such  part  of  the  hydraulic  power  of  the 
St.  Lawrence  River  as  can  be  developed  between  Lake  St,  Francis  and  Lake 
St.  Louis  through  a derivation  (sic  diversion)  Canal  on  the  right  (southern) 
shore  of  a maximum  flowing  capacity  of  forty  thousand  cubic  feet  per  second 
(40,000  c.f.s.),  (the  Province  reserving  the  ownership  and  the  free  disposition 
of  the  surplus)  for  a period  of  75  years  from  the  23rd  June,  1928,  at  an  annual 
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rental  of  $20,000  for  the  first  five  years  and  $50,000  for  each  of  the  subsequent 
years  and  an  additional  payment  of  $1  for  each  horse  power  year  revisable 
after  each  period  of  ten  years  from  the  date  the  plant  will  have  been  put  in 
operation.  The  Company  agrees  that  at  the  expiration  of  the  first  five  years 
it  will  have  installed  100,000  h.p.;  at  the  expiration  of  the  sixth  year,  200,000 
h.p.;  at  the  expiration  of  the  seventh  year,  300,000  h.p.;  and  at  the  expiration 
of  the  tenth  year,  500,000  h.p.  The  lease  is  granted  without  prejudice  to 
Federal  and  Provincial  laws  concerning  navigation,  mines,  fisheries  and  the 
driving  of  logs  and  also  upon  the  understanding  that  the  lessee  “ who  is  presently 
negotiating  with  the  Federal  Government  shall  obtain  from  the  latter  in  so  jar 
as  its  rights  are  concerned,  the  authorization  to  divert  a flow  of  forty  thousand 
cubic  feet  per  second  (40,000  c.f.s.)”  and  in  the  event  of  the  approval  of  the 
Federal  Government  not  being  obtained  within  twelve  months,  the  lease  may 
be  cancelled  by  the  Lieutenant  Governor  in  Council. 

(12)  Having  obtained  the  amendment  to  its  Charter  and  the  lease  from  the 
Province  of  Quebec,  the  Company  pressed  its  application  to  the  Governor 
General  in  Council  and  on  the  15th  January,  1929,  a hearing  was  held  by  the 
then  Minister  of  Public  Works  and  two  other  members  of  the  Dominion  Govern- 
ment, at  which  were  considered  protests  from  shipping  companies  and  power 
interests. 

(13)  The  application  originally  contemplated  the  diversion  of  the  whole 
flow  of  the  St.  Lawrence  River.  To  meet  the  opposition  to  the  application  at 
this  hearing,  Mr.  Aime  Geoffrion,  K.C.,  who  appeared  for  the  applicant,  amended 
the  application  to  read  as  follows: 

“The  application  of  the  Beauharnois  Light,  Heat  and  Power  Company 
now  pending  before  the  Governor  in  Council  is  purely  and  simply  for  the 
approval  of  plans  for  hydraulic  development  which  will  be  subject  to  a 
condition  that  not  more  than  40,000  cubic  feet  per  second  shall  be  diverted 
from  the  river — from  Lake  St.  Francis,  to  be  returned  to  Lake  St.  Louis, 
and  used  for  power  purposes  by  the  Company  between  these  two  points; 
and  any  condition  that  the  Government  may  exact,  in  any  wording 
satisfactory  to  the  Government  involving  that  limitation,  is  accepted  in 
advance  by  the  applicant.  If  the  engineers  think  that  the  plans  should 
be  altered  to  meet  this  declaration  the  Company  will  submit  to  any  such 
alteration.” 

(14)  It  should  be  noted  that  notwithstanding  the  limitation  to  the  40,000 
c.f.s.  the  plans  of  the  Company  and  the  works  so  far  as  constructed  clearly  show 
and  the  officers  of  the  Company  and  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  admit 
that  at  all  times  there  has  been  in  contemplation  the  diversion  of  the  whole 
flow  of  the  River  by  this  Company. 

(15)  A Committee  of  Departmental  Engineers  was  constituted,  composed 
of  Mr.  K.  M.  Cameron,  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works, 
Mr.  D.  W.  McLachlan,  Engineer  in  charge  of  the  St.  Lawrence  Waterway 
Project,  Mr.  J.  T.  Johnstone,  Director  Dominion  Water  Power  and  Reclama- 
tion Service  and  Mr.  Louis  E.  Cote,  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Department  of  Marine, 
and  on  the  30th  January,  1929,  made  a report  wdiich  is  part  of  Exhibit  No.  17, 
in  the  file  of  the  Public  Works  Department  804-1-D. 

(16)  Certain  paragraphs  of  this  report  are  as  follows: 

“83.  The  40,000  c.f.s.  diversion  project  can  be  authorized  without 
injury  to  existing  navigation,  if  the  plans  submitted  are  subject  to  modi- 
fication and  to  regulations  embodying  the  restrictions  referred  to  in  this 
report.

89.  Having  regard  to  the  application  under  the  Navigable  Waters 
Protection  Act,  now  under  consideration,  your  Committee  are  of  the 
opinion  that  the  site  and  works  proposed  in  the  plans  and  application 
filed  by  the  said  Company  will  not  impede  or  interfere  with  navigation 
on  the  St.  Lawrence  River  if  the  conditions  attached  hereto  are  met  by 
the  Company  and,  having  consideration  to  the  interests  of  the  country 
as  a whole,  we  are  of  the  opinion  that  if  the  works  are  constructed  in 
accordance  with  such  application  and  plans  subject  to  the  said  con- 
ditions the  same  can  be  efficiently  utilized  in  connection  with  and  as 
part  of  any  feasible  and  economical  scheme  which  the  Government  of 
Canada  may  eventually  decide  upon  for  the  deep  waterway  development 
of  the  St.  Lawrence  River. 

14.  The  works  proposed  by  the  Boauharnois  Company  consist  of 
the  following: 

1.  A canal  extending  from  Hungry  Bay,  at  the  foot  of  Lake  St. 

Francis  to  Melocheville,  at  the  head  of  Lake  St.  Louis,  said 
canal  being  contained  between  banks  which  are  1,100  feet  apart 
where  hard  materials  are  encountered,  and  4,100  ft.  apart, 
where  soft  materials  are  encountered. 

2.  A power  house  at  Melocheville  equipped  with  ten  50,000  H.P. 

units. 

3.  Regulating  works  at  Thorn  Island  and  at  Leonard  Island.  These 

are  designed  to  hold  up  the  level  of  Lake  St.  Francis,  when  a 
diversion  of  40,000  c.f.s.  from  that  Lake  is  made. 

4.  A series  of  works  in  the  four  rapid  stretches  of  the  river  between 

Thorn  Island  and  the  head  of  Lake  St.  Louis.  These  are 
designed  to  maintain  existing  depths  in  channels,  and  also  to 
maintain  existing  levels  at  the  head  and  foot  of  the  Cedar  Rapids 
works. 

15.  The  works  proposed  by  the  Beauharnois  Company  affect  in  vary- 
ing degrees  canal  navigation,  river  navigation,  power  developments,  and 
future  plans  for  a deep  waterway.” 

(17)  The  Committee  expressed  disapproval  of  the  remedial  works  and 
channel  improvements  and  in  Paragraph  28  stated  that  “the  Committee  while 
offering  the  suggestions  aforementioned  can  only  recommend  approval  of  these 
works  subject  to  modifications  to  meet  conditions  as  experience  shows  them  to 
be  necessary.”  In  Paragraph  31,  the  Committee  says,  “the  design  of  remedial 
works  for  use  in  the  Rapids  below  Grande  Island  is  not  yet  worked  out  in  a 
satisfactory  manner.”  It  will  thus  be  seen  that  the  approval  of  this  Committee 
was  qualified  and  that  certain  of  the  plans  were  not  in  their  view  sufficient. 

(18)  On  the  8th  March,  1929,  Order  in  Council  P.C.  422  was  approved  by 
His  Excellency  the  Governor  General  on  the  report  from  the  Minister  of  Public 
Works.  This  Order  in  Council  recites  the  application  of  the  17th  January, 
1928,  the  deposit  of  plans,  the  grant  of  the  emphyteutic  lease  and  the  report  of 
the  aforementioned  Engineers. 

(19)  It  sets  out  twenty-eight  conditions,  subject  to  which  the  recommenda- 
tion for  approval  is  made. 

(20)  The  Committee,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Minister  of  Public 
Works,  submitted  for  His  Excellency’s  approval,  under  Section  7,  Chapter  140, 
Revised  Statutes  of  Canada,  1927 — the  Navigable  _ Waters  Protection  Act — 
(Subject  to  the  foregoing  conditions  and  to  such  additions,  improvements,  altera- 
tions, changes,  substitutions,  modifications  or  removals  as  may  be  ordered  or 
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required  thereunder),  the  annexed  plan  of  works  and  the  site  thereof  according 
to  the  descriptions  and  plans  attached  in  booklet  form,  which  works  were  pro- 
posed to  be  constructed  by  the  Beauharnois  Light,  Heat  and  Power  Company 
ivith  respect  to  the  diversion  oj  1+0,000  c.f.s.  jrom  Lake  St.  Francis  to  Lake  St. 
Louis  in  connection  with  a power  canal  to  be  built  by  the  said  Company  along 
the  St.  Lawrence  River  between  the  two  lakes  mentioned. 

(21)  By  reference  to  the  large  plan  submitted  with  the  application,  and 
referred  to  in  the  Order  in  Council  P.C.  422,  and  which  is  Exhibit  No.  2A,  it 
will  be  observed  that  there  are  two  cross  sections  shown,  one  at  Mileage  144-3 
which  shows  a width  between  the  embankments  of  about  1,100  feet,  this  being 
typical  of  the  rock  section  of  the  work.  This  cross  section  also  shows  a width 
at  the  bottom  of  the  deep  section  of  the  canal  of  something  over  1,000  feet.  In 
the  cross  section  which  is  given  as  typical  for  earth  section,  at  Mileage  152-0 
the  width  between  the  embankments  is  shown  as  about  4,100  feet,  and  the 
bottom  of  the  deep  section,  approximately  27  feet,  is  shown  as  having  a width 
of  about  500  feet. 

(22)  Subsequently  on  the  29th  July,  1929,  modified  plans  were  submitted 

to  the  Department  of  Public  Works  by  the  Company,  and  for  these  there  were 
on  the  22nd  August,  1930,  certain  other  plans  substituted.  None  of  these  has 
as  yet  received  the  approval  of  the  Minister  of  Public  Works,  although  the 
Chief  Engineer  of  the  Department  has  recommended  them  for  approval.  Plans 
submitted  on  the  22nd  August,  1930,  did  include  plans  for  the  remedial  works, 
but  such  plans  were  subsequently  withdrawn  and  as  the  matter  now  stands  there 
is  not  before  the  Department  for  approval  any  plan  or  plans  of  these  remedial 
works.  •- 

(23)  On  the  10th  February,  1931,  the  Beauharnois  Light,  Heat  and  Power 
Company  applied  to  the  Quebec  authorities  for  a lease  of  a further  30,000  cubic 
feet  per  second,  and  has  now  obtained  this  right. 

(24)  On  the  25th  June,  1929,  an  agreement  was  entered  into  between  the 
Beauharnois  Light,  Heat  and  Power  Company  and  His  Majesty  represeUted 
therein  by  the  Minister  of  Public  Works  of  "Canada,  Exhibit  No.  43,  which 
agreement  incorporates  the  terms  and  conditions  of  P.C.  422. 

(25)  On  the  6th  November,  1929,  the  Governor  General  in  Council  passed 
three  Orders  in  Council,  numbers  P.C.  2201,  2202  and  2203,  authorizing  the 
transfer  of  three  water  power  leases  from  the  Montreal  Cotton  Company  to  the 
Beauharnois  Light,  Heat  and  Power  Company,  and  on  the  3rd  December,  1929, 
three  agreements  were  entered  into  between  the  Montreal  Cotton  Company,  the 
Beauharnois  Light,  Heat  and  Power  Company,  and  His  Majesty  represented 
therein  by  the  Minister  of  Railways  and  Canals  of  Canada  (Exhibits  7A,  8A 
and  9A)  by  virtue  of  which  the  Beauharnois  Light,  Heat  and  Power  Company 
acquired  with  the  consent  of  His  Majesty  the  right  to  use  and  divert  into  the 
canal  to  be  built  13,072  cubic  second  feet  presently  used  by  the  Cotton  Company 
at  or  near  Valleyfield  under  an  effective  head  of  about  10  feet. 

(26)  A difficulty  may  arise  in  connection  with  these  three  leases  by  reason 
of  the  fact  that  the  Department  of  Public  Works  takes  the  position  that  under 
the  Order  in  Council  P.C.  422  there  is  only  authority  to  grant  an  opening  in 
the  Hungry  Bay  dyke  sufficient  to  take  40,000  cubic  feet  a second  (See  Evidence 
Page  363). 

(27)  On  the  5th  December,  1929,  the  Lieutenant  Governor  in  Council  of 
Quebec  passed  an  Order  in  Council  authorizing  the  diversion  of  this  13,072 
feet. 
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(28)  On  the  20th  March,  1930,  the  Charter  of  the  Beauharnois  Light,  Heat 
and  Power  Company  was  further  amended  by  enactment  20  George  V,  Chapter 
130  (Quebec),  which  extended  the  expropriation  powers  of  the  Company  so  that 
for  the  purpose  of  building  its  new  canal  it  might  “expropriate  such  lands  as 
may  be  necessary,  not  exceeding  in  all  21  arpents  in  width.” 

(29)  In  the  final  result,  the  Beauharnois  Light,  Heat  and  Power  Company 
appear  to  have  obtained  from  the  Dominion  of  Canada  Orders  in  Council  pur- 
porting to  authorize  the  diversion  of  53,072  cubic  second  feet,  subject  to  their 
obtaining  permission  to  breach  the  Hungry  Bay  dyke  sufficiently  for  that 
purpose,  and  subject  also  to  compliance  with  the  conditions  of  the  Orders  in 
Council  and  the  approval  of  plans. 

(30)  They  have  also  obtained  from  the  Province  of  Quebec  a 75  year  lease 
for  40,000  cubic  second  feet,  authority  from  the  Lieutenant  Governor  in  Council 
of  Quebec  to  acquire  the  use  of  13,072  c.s.f.  and  in  1931  the  right  to  use  an 
additional  30,000  c.s.f. 

5.  Corporate  Organization 

(1)  There  were  two  syndicates  prior  to  the  incorporation  of  the  Beauharnois 
Power  Corporation  Limited,  the  present  holding  company,  the  first  being  the 
Beauharnois  Syndicate  and  the  second  the  Beauharnois  Power  Syndicate.  These 
will  be  referred  to,  sometimes,  for  convenience  as  the  First  Syndicate  and  the 
Second  Syndicate,  respectively. 


The  First  Syndicate

(2)  About  the  12th  May,  1927,  Mr.  Sweezey  organized  the  syndicate  known 
as  the  Beauharnois  Syndicate,  having  5,000  units  or  part  interests.  This  Syndicate 
existed  until  the  4th  April,  1928,  at  which  date  the  holdings  were  as  follows: —

(3)  The  units  subscribed  for  in  the  name  of  the  Credit  Generale  du  Canada 
were  subscribed  and  held  for  Senator  Donat  Raymond. 

(3A)  1,000  of  the  units  in  the  name  of  Newman,  Sweezey  & Company, 
Limited,  were  held  for  Frank  P.  Jones  and  50  for  Fred  M.  Connell.  The  Honour- 
able Walter  G.  Mitchell  had  a half  interest  in  Mr.  Jones’  holdings. 
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(4)  The  units  in  the  name  of  L.  Clare  Moyer  are  said  to  have  been 
subscribed  on  behalf  of  the  late  Winfield  Sifton.  Senator  Wilfrid  L.  McDougald 
states  that  on  the  18th  May,  1928,  he  agreed  to  acquire  them,  the  transaction 
being  completed  about  the  end  of  that  month. 

(5)  The  units  in  the  name  of  R.  W.  Steele  were  held  for  the  Dominion 
Securities  Corporation. 

(6)  The  price  to  subscribers  Raymond  and  Moyer  was  $37.50  per  unit  and 
Frank  P.  Jones  acquired  800  of  his  and  Mr.  Mitchell’s  units  from  Newman, 
Sweezey  & Company,  Limited,  at  the  same  price. 

(71  Of  the  900  units  in  the  name  of  R.  O.  Sweezey,  600  were  issued  pursuant 
to  the  syndicate  agreement  for  consideration  other  than  cash  and  the  balance 
of  300  subscribed  for  at  $100  per  unit. 

(8)  The  350  units  subscribed  for  by  F.  S.  Molson  were  at  an  average  price 
of  $45.71  per  unit. 

(9)  The  Newman,  Sweezey  & Company,  Limited,  units  were  at  an  average 
price  of  $42.86  and  all  other  subscribers  paid  at  the  rate  of  $100  per  unit. 

(101  The  average  price  of  the  4,400  units  sold  for  cash  was  $59.32.

(11)  On  the  4th  April,  1928,  the  Beauharnois  Power  Syndicate  was  organ- 
ized and  acquired  the  assets  of  the  Beauharnois  Syndicate,  the  consideration 
being  two  units  of  the  new  Syndicate  for  each  one  unit  of  the  old  Syndicate 
with  the  right  to  unit  holders  to  subscribe  for  as  many  units  in  the  new  syndicate 
as  each  already  held  therein  at  $100  per  unit,  being  the  par  value  thereof. 

(12)  The  members  of  the  Beauharnois  Power  Syndicate  holding  100  or 
more  units  or  part  interests,  as  on  the  17th  December,  1929,  were  as  follows: —

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All  of  these  with  the  exception  of  part  interests  exchanged  for  holdings 
of  part  interests  in  the  first  syndicate,  and  the  2,000  part  interests  that  were 
used  to  purchase  the  shares  of  the  Sterling  Corporation,  and  also  except  200 
units  issued  to  t(he  Robert  heirs,  were  paid  for  at  the  rate  of  $100  per  part 
interest.  These  2,000  units  are  included  above  in  the  holdings  of  John  P.  Ebbs. 

The  5,200  units  in  his  name  were  held  for  Hon.  W.  L.  McDougald,  and  will 
be  referred  to  hereafter. 

(12A)  The  capital  of  the  Beauharnois  Syndicate  consisted  of  30,000  units 
at  the  par  value  of  $100  each,  of  which  25,000  were  issued. 

(13)  The  tangible  assets  of  the  first  or  Beauharnois  Syndicate  totalled 
not  over  $261,000  as  on  the  4th  April,  1928. 

Beauharnois  Light,  Heat  and  Power  Company 

(14)  This  Company  has  been  in  existence  since  1902,  as  previously  men- 
tioned. The  control  passed  to  Mr.  Sweezey  and  his  associates  on  or  about  the 
3rd  February,  1927.  Under  the  agreement  of  that  date  (Exhibit  No.  60)  and 
according  to  the  Minutes  of  the  meeting  of  the  Directors  held  on  that  day, 
Mr.  H.  B.  Griffith  was  elected  a Director  and  Secretary  of  the  Company.  It 
was  not,  however,  until  the  13th  June,  1927,  that  a Board  of  Directors  con- 
sisting of  Mr.  Sweezey  and  his  associates  including  Mr.  R.  W.  Steele,  repre- 
senting the  Dominion  Securities  Corporation,  took  charge  of  the  Company’s 
affairs. 

Beauharnois  Power  Corporation  Limited 

(15)  This  Company  was  incorporated  on  the  17th  September,  1929,  by 
the  Ottawa  legal  firm  of  McGiverin,  Haydon  and  Ebbs  by  letters  patent  under 
the  Dominion  Companies  Act.  It  was  granted  wide  powers  of  acquisition  and 
development  of  natural  resources  and  in  connection  with  the  production,  use, 
distribution  or  disposal  of  energy,  power,  water,  light  or  heat. 

(16)  The  authorized  capital  stock  is  five  Management  Preferred  shares 
without  nominal  or  par  value;  1,799,995  Class  A Common  shares  without 
nominal  or  par  value  and  3,200,000  Class  B non-voting  Common  shares  with- 
out nominal  or  par  value. 

(17)  The  holders  of  the  five  Management  Preferred  shares  during  the  ten 
years  next  succeeding  the  date  of  the  letters  patent  have  the  exclusive  right  to 
vote  for  the  election  of  Directors  of  the  Company.  At  the  expiry  of  this  period 
these  automatically  become  Class  A Common  Shares. 

(18)  At  a meeting  of  the  Company  on  the  31st  October  1929  held  at  the 
office  of  Messrs.  McGiverin,  Haydon  and  Ebbs  in  the  City  of  Ottawa,  a proposed 
memorandum  of  agreement,  dated  the  31st  October  1929,  between  the  Beauharnois 
Power  Syndicate,  the  Marquette  Investment  Corporation  and  the  Beauharnois 
Power  Corporation  Limited,  was  submitted  providing  for  the  acquisition  by  the 
Company  or  its  nominees  of  all  the  undertakings  and  assets  of  the  Syndicate 
except  unpaid  or  uncalled  balances  in  respect  of  purchases  of  units  or  part  interests 
of  the  Syndicate.  The  consideration  was 

(a)  $4,750,000  cash 

( b ) the  assumption  by  the  Company  of  the  liabilities  and  obligations  of  the 
Syndicate  and 

(c)  the  undertaking  by  the  Corporation  to  defray  expenses  not  exceeding 

$10,000  of  the  winding  up  of  the  affairs  of  the  Syndicate  and  the  distribu- 
tion of  its  assets  amongst  the  members.  * 

The  Syndicate,  on  the  other  hand,  agreed  to  subscribe  at  $1  per  share  for  1,000,000 
Class  A Common  shares  of  the  Company. 
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(19)  It  was  resolved  that  this  memorandum  of  agreement  be  approved  and 
executed  on  behalf  of  the  Company. 

(20)  The  Directors  present  at  this  meeting  were  0.  F.  Howe,  and  D.  K. 
McTavish,  Barristers  of  Ottawa,  and  the  Misses  Belle  Fraser,  Lila  Brennan, 
Edythe  H.  O’Malley,  Bessie  Conniffe,  Lillian  Dell,  Elsie  M.  Burritt,  Gwen 
Gunderson,  Kathleen  Havey  and  Mary  H.  Kelly,  stenographers,  all  of  the  City  of 
Ottawa. 

(21)  At  this  same  meeting,  according  to  the  minutes,  there  was  authorized 
a proposed  agreement,  dated  the  31st  October  1929,  between  Beauharnois  Power 
Corporation  Limited  of  the  first  part  and  Newman,  Sweezey  & Company,  Limited 
and  the  Dominion  Securities  Corporation  of  the  second  part,  providing  for  the 
creation  and  issue  of  thirty  year  6 per  cent  collateral  trust  sinking  fund  bonds  of 
the  Company  to  the  authorized  principal  amount  of  $30,000,000  and  for  the  sale  to 
Newman,  Sweezey  & Company,  Limited  and  the  Dominion  Securities  Corporation 
of  the  said  bonds,  together  with  770,000  Class  A Common  shares  of  the  Company 
for  the  price  of  $27,000,000  and  accrued  interest  of  said  bonds.  This  agreement 
was  subsequently  ratified  by  the  shareholders  at  a meeting  held  on  the  same  day 
and  at  the  same  place,  the  above  named  Directors  being  all  of  the  shareholders 
and  all  being  present. 

(22)  The  agreements  were  subsequently  executed  and  carried  out.  The  Beau- 
bamois  Power  Syndicate  was  dissolved  as  of  the  17th  December,  1929,  its  tangible 
assets  at  that  time  consisting  of  the  amount  paid  in — aggregating  for  the  two 
Syndicates  $1,561,000.  This  includes  unpaid  balances  of  subscriptions  which  on 
the  final  settlement  were  deducted  from  the  amounts  payable  to  the  individual 
members,  and  $20,000  par  of  units  issued  to  Robert  in  part  payment  for  Robert’s 
rights. 

(23)  The  tangible  consideration  received  in  respect  of  the  25,000  part 
interests  issued  by  the  Beauharnois  Power  Syndicate  may  be  shown  thus:

For  purposes  of  exactness,  it  should  perhaps  be  noted  that  the  above  amount  of  81,300,000  includes 
$20,000  in  respect  of  200  part  interests  of  Beauharnois  Power  Syndicate  issued  as  fully  paid  to  the  Robert 
Heirs  in  part  consideration  of  the  purchase  of  the  shares  of  Beauharnois  Light,  Heat  and  Power  Company, 
etc. 

(24)  As  a result  of  the  agreement  above  mentioned,  the  Syndicate  members 
receive  for  each  part  interest  $150,  and  40  Class  A shares  of  the  Beauharnois 
Power  Corporation  Limited,  which  Class  A shares  are  set  up  in  the  books  of  the 
Company  at  $1  per  share  and  have  had  a market,  value  as  high  as  $17  per  share, 
the  low  price  being  $4  per  share. 

(25)  On  the  above  basis  the  cash  profit  paid  to  the  members  of  the  Syn- 
dicate 'would  amount  to  $2,189,000,  to  which  should  be  added  1,000,000  Class  A 
shares,  which  were  purchased  by  an  additional  $1,000,000.00  part  of  the  con- 
sideration for  the  tiansfer  of  the  Syndicate  assets.  The  above  mentioned 
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$2,189,000  was  paid  out  of  $27,000,000  received  from  the  sale  of  the  bonds  and 
shares  under  the  agreement  with  Newman,  Sweezey  and  Company,  Limited,  and 
the  Dominion  Securities  Corporation. 

(26)  The  Marquette  Investment  Company  is  a company  controlled  by 
Newman,  Sweezey  & Company,  Limited,  and  organized  for  the  purpose  of  acting 
as  trustee  and  depository  and  disbursement  agent  of  the  Beauharnois  Syndicate. 
(Exhibit  No.  59). 

Subsidiary  Companies 

(27)  There  are  also  the  following  wholly  owned  subsidiaries  of  the  Beau- 
harnois Power  Corporation  Limited,  in  addition  to  the  Beauharnois  Light,  Heat 
and  Power  Company,  namely: — 

The  Beauharnois  Construction  Company,  having  charge  of  the  actual  work 
of  construction  under  contract;  and  the 

Beauharnois  Transmission  Company,  having  to  do  with  the  actual  trans- 
mission lines  and  the  transmission  of  the  electric  energy  to  be  produced;  the 

Beauharnois  Land  Company,  in  which  is  vested  the  lands  of  the  Company, 
including  land  acquired  in  addition  to  all  that  required  for  actual  canal  con- 
struction and  which  it  is  hoped  to  dispose  of  for  industrial  sites,  residence  and 
other  purposes  in  connection  therewith,  the 

Beauharnois  Railway  Company,  organized  to  build  and  operate  the  construc- 
tion railway;  the 

Marquette  Construction  Company,  a Delaware  corporation,  organized  to 
purchase  in  the  United  States  and  lease  to  the  Canadian  Construction  Company 
certain  machinery  which  it  is  hoped  to  return  duty  free  to  the  United  States 
after  use  on  the  canal,  where  it  is  said  to  be  more  readily  saleable. 

6.  Authority  for  Construction  Work 

(1)  According  to  Mr.  Henry,  actual  construction  on  the  north  embank- 
ment was  commenced  on  the  7th  August,  1929,  in  the  vicinity  of  Lake  St. 
Francis,  and  on  the  south  embankment  on  the  23rd  April,  1930. 

(2)  Condition  11  of  Order  in  Council  P.C.  422  provides  that  the  Company 
shall  not  commence  the  construction  of  the  works  until  detailed  plans  of  con- 
struction "...  .have  been  submitted  and  approved  of  by  the  Minister. ...” 

(3)  The  work  as  it  is  being  carried  out  is  not  in  accordance  with  the  plans 
referred  to  in  this  Order  in  Council  in  certain  important  respects,  viz.: 

(1)  The  banks  are  about  3,300  feet  apart,  whereas  the  original  plans 
show  a width  of  about  1,100  feet  in  the  rock  section  and  4,100  feet  in 
the  earth  section. 

(2)  The  width  at  the  bottom  of  the  navigation  part  of  the  canal 
is  shown  in  the  original  plan,  Exhibit  No.  2a,  in  one  place  as  considerably 
less  than  600  feet,  and  in  another  at  considerably  more,  whereas  the 
actual  27  foot  channel  is  being  dug  at  a bottom  width  of  600  feet. 

(3)  The  entrance  to  the  canal  from  Lake  St.  Francis  according  to 
the  last  plan  fvled  on  the  22nd  August,  1930,  and  as  actually  being 
excavated,  is  some  3,000  feet  northerly  and  nearer  the  head  of  the  Cedar 
Rapids  than  shown  on  the  Plan,  Exhibit  No.  2A. 

(4)  The  remedial  works  shown  on  the  original  plan  have  not  been  approved 
either  by  Order  in  Council  or  by  the  Minister. 

(5)  The  Hungry  Bay  dyke  has  been  breached  and  a substitute  feeder  for 
the  old  St.  Louis  feeder  dug  on  the  south  side  of  the  proposed  canal  wholly 
without  governmental  authority. 
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(6)  Certain  questions  have  been  raised  as  to  the  rights  to  pass  Order  in 
Council  P.C.  422: 

(1)  Does  the  Navigable  Waters  Protection  Act  give  the  Governor 
General  in  Council  the  right  to  authorize  the  diversion  of  the  water  from 
a navigable  river? 

(2)  Can  any  of  the  powers  given  under  that  Act  to  the  Governor 
General  in  Council  be  delegated  to  a Minister,  or  to  anyone? 

(3)  Is  the  right  of  the  Governor  General  in  Council  limited  to  the 
approval  of  plans  already  submitted,  i.e.,  can  the  Governor  General  in 
Council  approve  of  plans  to  be  submitted  in  the  future. 

(4)  Can  the  Governor  General  in  Council  approve  of  the  plans  after 
the  w'ork  has  been  done  or  partly  done,  or  in  the  alternative  is  his  power 
limited  to  approval  of  work  the  plans  of  which  have  been  submitted 
before  the  commencement  of  the  work. 

(7)  Your  Committee  finds  as  a fact  that  the  work  of  construction  is  pro- 
ceeding according  to  plans  which  have  not  received  the  approval  of  the  Governor 
in  Council  or  of  the  Minister  of  Public  Works. 

7.  Hungry  Bay  Dyke 

(1)  The  Province  of  Canada  in  1856  and  subsequent  years,  constructed  a 
dyke  along  the  shore  of  that  part  of  Lake  St.  Francis  known  as  Hungry  Bay. 
This  dyke  at  Confederation  passed  to  the  control  of  the  Dominion  of  Canada, 
and  it  has  since  been  maintained  through  the  agency  of  the  Federal  Department 
of  Railways  and  Canals.  It  will  be  necessary  before  water  can  be  diverted  to 
the  canal  from  Lake  St.  Francis  that  permission  be  obtained  from  the  Crown 
in  the  right  of  the  Dominion  of  Canada  to  breach  this  dyke. 

(2)  An  application  was  made  on  the  29th  day  of  July,  1929  for  a con- 
veyance to  the  Company  of  that  part  of  the  dyke  opposite  the  lands  owned  by 
the  Beauharnois  Company,  to  the  extent  of  9,064  feet  measured  along  the  dyke. 
This  application  is  now  pending. 

8.  Ambiguity  in  Order  in  Council 

(1)  Condition  Number  3 of  Order  in  Council  P.C.  422  provides  that  “the 
diversion  of  water  shall  not  at  any  time  exceed  the  maximum  quantity  of  40,000 
cubic  feet  per  second.”  If  this  means  that  at  no  time  can  the  quantity  of  water 
diverted  exceed  40,000  cubic  feet  per  second,  it  is  doubtful  whether  500,000  h.p. 
can  be  developed  by  the  use  of  that  quantity  of  water,  even  adding  thereto  the 
13,072  cubic  second  feet  obtained  by  assignment  of  the  Montreal  Cotton  Com- 
pany’s lease. 

(2)  Your  Committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  any  ambiguity  in  this  respect 
should  be  removed. 

9.  Control  of  Water 

(1)  The  present  plans  do  not  provide  for  the  control  of  the  water  at  the 
entrance  to  the  proposed  canal.  It  has  been  stated  in  evidence  that  for  this 
purpose  and  for  reasons  of  safety,  some  method  of  control  should  be  adopted, 
whether  by  way  of  a dam  and  gates,  or  a control  lock  at  this  point. 

(2)  Considerable  time  was  spent  by  Mr.  Henry  in  an  endeavour  to  establish 
that  proper  control  could  be  maintained  by  the  Dominion  authorities  at  the 
gates  leading  to  the  water  wheels. 

(3)  Your  Committee  was  impressed  with  the  idea  that  there  should  be 
some  means  of  control  at  the  entrance  to  the  canal. 
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10.  Site  of  Works 

(1)  The  topography  of  the  locality  and  the  ground  at  the  site  of  the  works 
are  of  such  a character  as  to  render  possible  and  of  comparatively  easy  attain- 
ment the  large  power  development  contemplated  at  a quite  reasonable  cost. 

(2)  Your  Committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  from  the  physical  standpoint  a 
power  development  on  the  south  shore  of  the  Soulanges  section  of  the  St. 
Lawrence  River  is  fundamentally  sound  and  that  with  proper  safeguards  and 
regulation  a navigable  canal  can  be  developed  synchronously  with  the  power 
development  and  utilized  as  a link  in  the  St.  Lawrence  Great  Waterway,  at  a 
reasonable  cost  to  the  Dominion  of  Canada  for  locks  and  bridges. 

(3)  While  the  present  plans  are  not  in  accordance  with  the  proposals  of 
the  International  Joint  Board  for  this  section  of  the  river  mentioned  in  their 
Report  of  1926,  nevertheless,  in  view  of  the  amount  of  money  already  expended, 
and  of  the  possibility,  as  we  believe,  of  the  utilization  of  this  canal  for  naviga- 
tion purposes,  we  think  that  from  the  navigation  standpoint  the  scheme  should 
not  be  abandoned. 

11.  Robert  A.  C.  Henry — Vice  President  and  General  Manager 

(1)  Mr.  Henry  is  an  engineer  of  considerable  imagination.  He  first  became 
interested  in  the  canalization  of  the  Soulanges  section  of  the  St.  Lawrence  River 
as  early  as  1922  or  1923.  He  then  discussed  the  project  with  Senator  McDougald. 

(2)  This  resulted  in  an  arrangement  between  them  by  which  Mr.  Henry 
was  to  make  an  investigation,  Senator  McDougald  agreeing  to  finance  him  up 
to  $10,000.  As  a result,  a Company  called  the  Sterling  Industrial  Corporation, 
Limited,  was  formed  in  the  office  of  Messrs.  McGiverin,  Haydon  and  Ebbs 
(Exhibit  No.  63).  The  incorporators  were  Honourable  Andrew  Haydon,  John 
Parsons  Ebbs,  and  Mary  Hilda  Kelly,  Belle  Fraser  and  Lila  Brennan,  stenog- 
raphers of  the  City  of  Ottawa.  By  the  letters  patent  dated  the  5th  July,  1924, 
the  Company  was  empowered  to  carry  on  the  business  of  an  electric  light,  heat 
and  power  company  in  all  its  branches  and  incidentally  thereto  has  wide  powers. 
The  authorized  capital  consists  of  500  shares  without  nominal  or  par  value  and 
the  letters  patent  pro\iae  that  the  Company  shall  carry  on  business  with  a 
capital  of  $2,500,  of  twhich  only  five  shares  have  ever  been  issued. 

(3)  On  the  same  day — the  5th  July,  1924 — this  Company  made  application 
to  the  Department  of  Railways  and  Canals  for  the  right  to  divert  from  the  St. 
Lawrence  River  30,000  c.f.s.  at  Lake  St.  Francis  and  to  use  the  same  for  power 
purposes.  On  the  7th  July,  1924,  a similar  application  was  made  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Works.  The  Company  never  acquired  any  rights  and  so  far  as 
its  Minutes  show  never  attempted  to  do  anything  other  than  file  these  applica- 
tions. To  each  wras  attached  a plan,  Exhibit  No.  62,  dated  Ottawa,  20th  June, 
1924,  and  signed  John  B.  McRae,  engineer,  and  having  this  note  on  its  face, 
“This  plan  has  been  traced  from  plans  made  by  the  Department  of  Railways 
and  Canals.” 

(4)  Mr.  Henry  joined  the  Department  of  Railways  and  Canals  in  1912  as 
Inspecting  Engineer  of  Railways  and  Structures.  He  remained  in  various 
capacities  with  that  Department  until  1923  when  he  joined  the  Canadian 
National  Railways  on  the  1st  March  of  that  year  as  Director  of  Bureau  of 
Economics.  He  remained  with  the  Railway's  until  the  14th  February,  1929, 
when  he  was  appointed  Deputy  Minister  of  Railways  and  Canals,  on  the 
recommendation  of  the  Prime  Minister,  by  Order  in  Council,  P.C.  192  (Exhibit 
76).  He  held  this  position  ..until  the  10th  March,  1930,  and  was  appointed 
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General  Manager  of  the  Be'auharnois  Power  Corporation,  Limited,  by  agree- 
ment, dated  the  10th  March,  1930.  His  appointment  to  the  Beauharnois  Com- 
pany had  evidently  been  under  discussion  for  some  time  for  Senator  McDougald 
says  (Evidence,  page  960)  that  there  was  an  arrangement  with  him 
(McDougald)  and  Mr.  Sweezey  that  Mr.  Henry  would  go  in  with  Beauharnois 
as  soon  as  he  could  get  away  from  the  Canadian  National  Railways  and  that 
that  was  some  time  in  1929  and  prior  to  the  13th  January  of  that  year,  so  that 
Mr.  Henry  accepted  the  position  of  Deputy  Minister  at  a time  when  he  had  an 
arrangement  to  go  in  with  Beauharnois.  Senator  McDougald  says  he  was  sur- 
prised when  he  saw  a.  report  in  the  newspaper  of  Mr.  Henry’s  appointment  as. 
Deputy  Minister — so  surprised  that  he  telephoned  from  London  to  Canada, 
“because  my  understanding  with  Mr.  Henry  before  I left  Canada  was  that  he, 
would  take  up  his  duties  with  the  Beauharnois  Company  with  Mr.  Sweezey  and 
myself  just  as  soon  as  he  could  make  arrangements  to  get  away  from  the, 
National  Railways.” 

(5)  It  is  worthy  of  note  that  the  three  Orders  in  Council  numbered 
respectively  2201,  2202  and  2203,  approving  of  the  transfer  of  the  leases  from 
the  Montreal  Cotton  Company  all  dated  the  6th  .November,  1929,  each  contain 
the  following: — 

“ The  Minister,  on  the  advice  of  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Depart- 
ment, concurred  in  by  the  Deputy  Minister , recommend  that  authority 
be  given,  etc.” 

(6)  Evidence  was  submitted  that  Mr.  Henry  had  not  been  consulted  about 
any  matters  pertaining  to  Beauharnois.  His  position,  however,  was  to  say  the 
least,  quite  anomalous. 

(7)  The  beneficial  ownership  of  the  Sterling  Industrial  Corporation  Limited 
was  and  always  has  been  in  Senator  McDougald  and  Mr.  Henry  until  the  trans- 
fer thereof  to  the  Beauharnois  Power  Syndicate  pursuant  to  the  agreement  dated 
the  18th  December,  1928.  By  that  agreement,  Mr.  Henry  and  his  partner, 
Senator  McDougald,  were  to  receive  2,000  units  in  the  Beauharnois  Power 
Syndicate,  conditional  on  the  passing  of  P.C.  422.  It  was  not  until  August, 
1929,  that  the  actual  interests  of  Senator  McDougald  and  Mr.  Henry  were  agreed 
upon  at  50  per  cent  each  but  each  affirm  that  it  was  always  understood  that  they 
were  partners  in  the  transaction,  so  that  during  all  of  the  time  Mr.  Henry  was 
Deputy  Minister  of  Railways  and  Canals,  he  had  a very  substantial  interest  in 
the  Beauharnois  Power  Syndicate  or,  after  the  17th  December,  1929,  in  the 
Beauharnois  Power  Corporation  Limited,  an  interest  out  of  which  lie  made  quite 
substantial  profits  as  will  hereafter  appear.  He  was  Deputy  Minister  of  Rail- 
ways and  Canals  at  the  time  of  the  passing  of  the  Order  in  Council  P.C.  422, 
and  was  deeply  interested  in  securing  the  approval  of  the  plans  of  the  Beau- 
harnois project  and  your  Committee  is  asked  to  believe  that  he  took  no  active 
interest  in  securing  the  approval  of  the  Governor  in  Council.  One  can  easily 
imagine,  however,  that  in  his  position  as  Deputy  Minister  he  threw  no  obstacle 
in  the  way,  once  the  obstacle  or  nuisance  value  of  the  Sterling  application  had 
been  determined. 

(8)  Mr.  Henry,  at  his  appointment  to  the  Managership  of  the  Beauharnois 
Power  Corporation  Limited,  also  obtained  8,995  shares  of  that  Company  at 
$1  per  share.  Your  Committee  is  also  satisfied  that  Mr.  Henry  participated  to 
some  extent  at  least  in  the  withdrawal  of  Company’s  funds  for  political  pur- 
poses. 

(9)  Mr.  Henry’s  connection  with  Senator  McDougald,  and  their  success 
in  despoiling  the  Company  of  a large  sum  of  money  or  money’s  worth  for  some- 
thing that  on  the  evidence  was  entirely  worthless,  does  not  commend  him  to 
your  Committee  as  a fit  and  proper  person  to  continue  in  the  management  of 
this  great  public  utility. 
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12.  Mr.  R.  0.  Sweezey 

(1)  Mr.  Sweezey  seems  to  have  been  the  principal  promoter  of  the  Beau- 
harnois  project.  He  is  now  President  of  the  Beauharnois  Power  Corporation 
Limited,  and  is  a civil  engineer  by  profession. 

(2)  In  1912  he  was  engaged  by  the  Royal  Securities  Corporation  to  investi- 
gate certain  water  powers,  and  in  1913  was  instructed  by  the  present  Lord 
Beaverbrook,  the  then  President  of  the  Royal  Securities,  to  investigate  the  water 
power  now  known  as  Beauharnois.  A copy  of  his  report  is  filed  as  Exhibit 
No.  123. 

(3)  Mr.  Sweezey  states  that  in  1925  or  1926  Mr.  Narcisse  M.  Cantin  brought 
the  matter  again  to  his  attention  and  it  is  stated  by  Mr.  Cantin  in  his  evidence, 
and  not  denied  by  Mr.  Sweezey,  that  from  the  4th  April,  1925,  to  December  of 
1926,  Mr.  Sweezey  was  chief  engineer  of  the  Transportation  and  Power  Corpora- 
tion Limited,  the  Cantin  company. 

(4)  As  early  as  the  14th  October,  1926,  Mr.  Sweezey  had  conceived  the 
idea  of  forming  a syndicate  to  take  up  the  Beauharnois  project,  and  his  ideas 
of  how  to  go  about  it  are  outlined  in  a letter  written  by  him  to  Mr.  Alderic 
Raymond,  brother  of  Senator  Raymond,  on  that  date.  In  this  letter  he  states: 
“To  place  ourselves  in  possession  of  all  the  rights  essential  to  this  undertaking 
we  should  pursue  the  following  course: — 

“1.  Acquire  the  Robert  rights  which  are  fundamental  in  regard  to  an  initial 
grant  which  he  holds  to  divert  40,000  c.f.s.  He  also  holds  rights  granted  by 
charter  to  expropriate  for  the  proposed  canal  route.  Numerous  other  incidental 
rights  are  included  in  his  holdings  which  he  is  anxious  to  sell,  though  he  wishes 
to  participate  partially  in  the  organization  syndicate. 

2.  Acquire  the  control  of  the  St.  Lawrence  Waterways  and  Power  Company 
stock,  which  is  available  to  us,  and  upon  which  we  have  already  a substantial 
hold. 

3.  Enlist  with  our  syndicate  two  or  three  individuals,  who  in  addition  to 
providing  some  cash  as  their  fair  share,  can  assist  us  in  getting  our  rights 
extended  or  enlarged  so  as  to  develop  the  entire  available  flow  of  the  St.  Law- 
rence at  this  point.  As  the  whole  situation  is  entirely  within  the  Province  of 
Quebec,  our  influence  has  to  be  exerted  only  in  Canadian  political  circles — that 
is,  at  Ottawa  and  at  Quebec.  He  further  says:  “In  connection  wfith  personnel 
of  syndicate,  I have  in  mind  the  individuals  we  should  enlist  with  us. . . . I have 
hesitated  to  accept  anyone  definitely  until  certain  that  each  and  every  one  is 
persona  grata  to  all  others.” 

(5)  Asked  as  to  who  the  persons  he  had  in  mind  were,  he  at  first  could  not 
remember.  When  later  recalled  and  confronted  with  his  answers  on  a former 
occasion  under  oath,  he  admitted  that  they  were  Senator  Raymond,  Honourable 
W.  G.  Mitchell,  and  Frank  P.  Jones,  the  latter  of  whom  was  desirable  only  for 
his  ability  to  help  with  the  finances. 

(6)  It  is  obvious,  therefore,  that  from  the  very  threshold  of  this  undertak- 
ing he  had  in  mind  that  he  had  to  associate  with  him  men  who  could  exert  in- 
fluence in  political  circles  at  Ottawa  and  at  Quebec.  How  well  he  succeeded 
remains  to  be  seen. 

(7)  He  states  that  he  had  talks  with  Senator  McDougald,  “and  I was 
trying  to  get  from  Senator  McDougald  his  view  as  to  what  the  difficulties  would 
be  in  overcoming  the  political  work  to  be  done.”  This  was  probably  in  1925 
or  192C 
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(8)  Mr.  Sweezey  succeeded  in  enlisting  the  help  of  all  these  gentlemen,  first 
Senator  Raymond,  who  was  a subscriber  for  800  part  interests  or  units  in  the 
first  syndicate  through  the  Credit  Geneirale  du  Canada;  Honourable  Walter 
Mitchell,  who  was  an  equal  partner  with  Mr.  Jones  in  the  units  purchased  by 
Mr.  Jones  from  Newman,  Sweezey  & Company;  and  Mr.  Jones  himself;  and 
ultimately  Senator  McDougald,  who  agreed  to  join  the  ranks  on  the  18th  May, 
1928. 

(9)  On  the  formation  of  the  first  syndicate  Mr.  Sweezey  obtained  600 
part  interests  for  his  activities  up  to  that  time,  and  he  subscribed  and  paid  for 
300  units  at  $100  per  unit.  On  the  transfer  of  the  assets  to  the  second  syndicate, 
his  holdings  doubled  in  number,  and  at  the  period  of  distribution,  as  of  the 
17th  December,  1929,  he  appears  by  the  books  to  have  been  the  holder  of  1,000 
part  interests. 

(10)  Mr.  Sweezey’s  idea  from  first  to  last  seems  to  have  been  that  in  order 
to  secure  the  approval  of  the  authorities  at  Quebec  and  Ottawa,  it  was  neces- 
sm?y  (to  Ideal  with  a lavish  hand  with  his  own  moneys  and  those  of  the 
companies  concerned.  In  pursuance  of  this  idea  he  proceeded  to  employ  a 
formidable  array  of  legal  talent,  resulting  ultimately  in  the  payment  up  to  the 
31st  December,  1930,  of  so  called  legal  fees  amounting  to  $436,000. 

(11)  The  bills  of  some  of  these  legal  gentlemen  show  that  the  work  was 
not  of  a strictly  legal  nature,  and  consisted  to  a certain  extent  of  lobbying, 
and  in  fact  one  fee  of  $50,000  to  Senator  Haydon’s  firm  was  made  contingent 
upon  the  Beauharnois  Light,  Heat  and  Power  Company  obtaining  approval  of 
its  plans. 

(12)  Mr.  Sweezey  was  also,  in  association  with  Mr.  H.  B.  Griffith  and  at 
least  two  other  unnamed  directors,  the  instrument  by  which  approximately 
$300,000  of  Company  funds  were  misused,  as  he  alleges  for  campaign  purposes. 
This  is  surely  contrary  to  the  purposes  for  which  these  moneys  were  borrowed 
from  the  public  through  the  issue  and  sale  of  the  Company’s  bonds. 

(13)  Your  Committee  considers  that  Mr.  Henry  as  General  Manager  and 
Mr.  H.  B.  Griffith,  as  Secretary-Treasurer,  and  Director  of  the  Beauharnois 
Light,  Heat  and  Power  Company,  and  other  subsidiaries,  are  involved  in  this 
misuse  of  Company  funds.  Mr.  Sweezey’s  further  activities  in  respect  to 
campaign  funds  will  be  dealt  with  in  a separate  paragraph. 

(14)  According  to  the  evidence  of  Senator  McDougald,  Mr.  Sweezey  and 
he  had  arranged  that  Mr.  Henry  should  join  the  Beauharnois  Company  and 
the  matter  had  been  discussed  prior  to  the  death  of  the  then  Deputy  Minister 
Grahame  Bell,  which  occurred  on  the  13th  January,  1929.  It  is,  there- 
fore, obvious  that  Mr.  Sweezey  must  have  released  him  from  this  arrangement 
and  agreed  to  Mr.  Henry’s  joining  the  Department  of  Railways  and  Canals  at 
a time  when  he,  Mr.  Sweezey,  knew  that  Mr.  Henry  had  arranged  to  become 
interested  as  an  employee  of  Beauharnois  and  this  at  a time  when  Mr.  Henry, 
as  the  partner  of  Senator  McDougald  in  the  Sterling  transaction,  had  acquired 
a substantial  interest  in  the  Beauharnois  Power  Syndicate. 

13.  Campaign  Funds 

(1)  Mr.  R.  O.  Sweezey  has  admitted  in  his  evidence  that  he  was  respon- 
sible for  the  following  contributions: — 

(2)  For  contributions  for  political  purposes  aggregating  $864,000  and  which 
includes  the  sum  of  $125,000  paid  to  John  Aird  Jr.,  of  which  mention  will  be 
made  hereafter.  Of  this  total,  approximately  $300,000  were  Company  funds 
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and  the  balance  was  raised  by  Mr.  Sweezey  personally  and  probably  at  least 
in  part  came  out  of  the  large  profit  made  on  the  sale  of  the  Syndicate  assets 
to  the  Beauharnois  Power  Corporation  and,  therefore,  indirectly  out  of  the 
moneys  borrowed  on  the  sale  of  the  Company’s  bonds.  Mr.  Sweezey  states 
(Evidence  page  821)  that  he  contributed  personally  to  the  Liberal  Party  “some- 
where around  $600,000  to  $700,000.”  This  large  sum  was  paid  to  Senators 
Haydon  and  Raymond.  On  page  822,  Mr.  Sweezey  says  that  the  total  contri- 
butions to  the  Liberal  party  would  run  up  well  over  $700,000  and  in  this  there 
was  included  a sum  stated  by  Mr.  Sweezey  to  be  in  the  neighbourhood  of  $100,000 
and  by  Mr.  Griffith  to  be  about  $120,000,  which  were  Company  funds. 

(3)  Mr.  Sweezey  is  unable  to  state  how  much  was  paid  to  them  but  he 
and  Mr.  Griffith  agree  that  out  of  the  sums  paid  to  Senator  Raymond,  the 
Liberal  Party  of  the  Province  of  Quebec  was  to  be  taken  care  of.  Mr.  Sweezey 
says  that  he  has  no  knowledge  of  how  much  went  to  the  Province  of  Quebec 
nor  does  he  tell  how  much  of  the  total  amount  was  paid  each  of  these  two 
Senators.  He,  however,  ventures  the  statement  that  the  amount  received  by 
Senator  Raymond  might  have  been  in  the  neighbourhood  of  $200,000. 

(4)  On  page  822,  Mr.  Sweezey  is  asked  the  question,  “ Then  you  spoke 
of  contributions  to  the  Conservative  party.  What  amounts  were  they  and  to 
whom  were  they  paid”?  Answer — “They  were  small  amounts.  Some  of  them 
were  to  help  personal  friends  whom  I had  been  helping,  as  a matter  of  fact, 
for  a number  of  years  in  their  campaign  work.”  Mr.  Sweezey  spoke  of  con- 
tributing $6,000  to  the  campaign  of  Mr.  Leslie  Bell  and  Mr.  Bell  in  his  return 
under  the  Dominion  Elections  Act  is  said  to  have  published  this  contribution, 
as  required  by  Section  80  of  such  Act.  Contributions  were  also  made,  accord- 
ing to  the  testimony  of  Mr.  Sweezey  and  Mr.  Griffith,  to  General  McCuaig, 
understood  to  be  a collector  for  the  Conservative  Campaign  Fund  in  Montreal, 
of  $10,000.  Mr.  Sweezey  is  not  clear  as  to  whether  there  were  any  further 
contributions  to  the  campaign  fund  of  this  party.  Mr.  Griffith,  however,  states 
that  there  was  a contribution  to  Mr.  Cartier  and  that  the  total  contributions 
to  Conservative  candidates  or  party  organizers  were  $25,000.  Mr.  Sweezey, 
on  the  other  hand,  thinks  that  the  amount  was  $30,000  but  refers  to  Mr.  Griffith 
for  the  correct  amount. 

(5)  Contributions  were  also  made  to  Mr.  W.  R.  P.  Parker,  President  of 
the  Ontario  Liberal  Association  amounting  to  about  $3,000.  There  was  also 
a suggestion  with  reference  to  a proposed  contribution  to  the  Conservative 
Federal  Campaign  fund  through  its  organizer,  General  McRae.  This,  however, 
was  not  made.  Asked  if  the  reason  for  its  not  having  been  made  was  that 
Mr.  Bennett  would  not  accept  it,  Mr.  Sweezey  in  his  reply  said  “ I do  not 
know  that  but  I presume  that  may  be  so.” 

(6)  There  appears  also  to  have  been  a contribution  of  $20,000  to  Mr.  Cartier 
on  behalf  of  the  Conservative  Party  of  the  Province  of  Quebec,  but  it  does  not 
appear  clearly  whether  this  was  included  in  the  sum  of  $30,000  above  men- 
tioned or  in  addition  thereto.  This  item  of  $20,000  appears  in  a cheque  of  the 
Marquette  Investment  Corporation,  dated  the  7th  March,  1931,  payable  to 
cash,  endorsed  by  Mr.  Sweezey  and  charged  to  accounts  receivable,  in  respect 
thereto  Mr.  Sweezey  says  “I  think  probably  that  must  be  the  item  contributed 
to  the  Conservative  Party  in  Quebec.” 

(7)  Asked  by  Mr.  Jacobs  who  got  that  money,  the  answer  was  “That  went 
to  the  funds  of  the  Conservative  Party.”  Asked  who  received  the  money  Mr. 
Sweezey  states  “Mr.  Cartier,  I understand  it  was  on  behalf  of  Mr.  Houde’s 
party.” 
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The  John  Aird  Jr.  Payment 

(8)  This  leaves  but  one  further  item  to  be  discussed, — the  sum  of  $125,000 
paid  by  Mr.  Griffith  at  the  direction  of  Mr.  Sweezey  to  Mr.  John  Aird,  Jr.,  of 
Toronto.  This  sum,  as  to  $120,000  thereof,  was  procured  by  a rather  ingenious 
device;  Mr.  Griffith  purchased  8,000  shares  of  the  Marquette  Construction  Com- 
pany, at  $5  a share,  for  $40,000,  and  immediately  purported  to  sell  them  to  the 
Beauharnois  Construction  Company  at  $20  a share,  for  $160,000,  and  took  out 
the  difference,  $120,000,  in  cash  which  ihe  used  to  purchase  through  Newman 
Sweezey  & Company  Dominion  of  Canada  Bonds  at  a par  value  of  $120,000. 

(9)  Mr.  Sweezey  says  (Page  823) : “I  know  we  made  a contribution  to 
some  one  who  represented  himself  as  standing  up  for  an  Ontario  fund  of  this 
kind,”  and  that  this  representation  was  made  to  him  by  Mr.  John  Aird,  Jr. 
Asked  what  Mr.  Aird  said,  Mr.  Sweezey’s  answer  is:  “That  he  thought  a con- 
tribution would  be  in  order  to  the  Ontario  Conservative  Party  because  we  would 
probably  be  having  a lot  more  dealings  with  the  Ontario  people  and  that 
gratefulness  was  always  regarded  as  an  important  factor  in  dealing  with 
democratic  governments.” 

(10)  The  delivery  of  the  bonds  is  said  to  have  taken  place  some  substantial 
time  after  the  last  Ontario  general  election,  and  the  conversation  between  Mr. 
Aird  and  Mr.  Sweezey  is  said  to  have  occurred  some  months  before  the  delivery 
of  the  bonds,  which  were  handed  over  on  the  6th  December,  1929. 

(11)  Mr.  Aird  says  in  his  evidence  that  the  first  interview  with  Mr.  Sweezey 
took  place  at  the  Ritz  Carlton  Hotel,  Montreal,  in  the  early  Fall  of  1929,  at 
a time  when  the  Beauharnois  organization  was  negotiating  for  a contract  for 
the  sale  of  electric  power  to  the  Hydro-Electric  Power  Commission  from  whom 
they  obtained  a contract  for  250,000  h.p.  at  $15  per  h.p.,  on  or  about  the  21st 
November,  1929. 

(12)  Mr.  Aird,  (evidence  page  844)  is  asked  whether  the  receipt  of  these 
bonds  was  on  behalf  of  any  political  party,  and  his  answer  is  “No.”  Asked 
on  whose  behalf  it  was,  his  answer  is:  “On  my  own.”  Asked  this  question: 
“Was  it  on  behalf  of  anybody,  or  was  anybody  interested  but  John  Aird  Junior 
personally  in  these  particular  bonds  to  the  extent  of  $120,000”?  his  answer  is: 
“No,  sir,  decidedly  not.” 

(13)  On  page  847  of  the  Evidence  there  appears  the  following: 

By  Mr.  Jacobs: 

Q.  It  was  not  your  intention  to  turn  this  over  to  the  organization  at 
all? — A.  No,  I did  not  give  Mr.  Sweezey  any  communication  that  I was 
going  to  do  so. 

Q.  You  swear  to  that? — A.  Yes. 

(14)  On  page  849,  by  Mr.  Jacobs: 

Q.  You  would  swear  you  did  not,  directly  or  indirectly,  represent  to 
Mr.  Sweezey  that  you  were  an  emissary  of  the  Conservative  political 
organization  in  Toronto? — A.  Yes. 

Q.  You  swear  to  that? — A.  Yes,  I do. 

(15)  Mr.  Aird  states  that  he  belonged  to  no  political  organization  of  any 
kind  and  had  not  taken  any  interest  in  party  politics,  and  also  that  the  arrange- 
ment between  him  and  Mr.  Sweezey  was  purely  a personal  one  between  the 
two  of  them. 
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(16)  Whether  the  truth  lies  on  one  side  or  the  other,  it  is  clear  there  is 
no  evidence  before  the  Committee  that  would  indicate  that  any  of  these  bonds 
have  reached  any  political  organization,  or  any  person  authorized  to  receive 
campaign  funds. 

(17)  Mr.  Aird’s  statement  is  supported  by  the  evidence  of  various  Bank 
officials  as  per  details  set  out  hereunder.  Mr.  Aird  further  stated  that  the 
coupons  were  personally  collected  by  Mr.  Aird.  (Evidence  Page  974). 

(18)  The  evidence  establishes  that  the  $120,000  par  of  bonds  handed  to 
Mr.  Aird  by  Mr.  Griffith  on  the  6th  December,  1929,  have  been  dealt  with  as 
follows: 


(A)  Held  for  safekeeping  or  as  collateral  by  the  Royal  Bank  of  Canada,  the  Canadian  Bank

Mr.  Aird’s  evidence  is  that  the  proceeds  of  bonds  sold  were  expended  for 
his  personal  purposes. 

(19)  Neither  Mr.  Sweezey  nor  Mr.  Griffith  pretended  to  speak  with  exact- 
itude as  to  the  actual  amount  of  moneys  contributed  for  political  purposes.  In 
this  connection  Mr.  Sweezey  says:  “It  was  a very  distasteful  thing  to  me  and  I 
personally  preferred  not  to  know  or  remember  much  about  it.” 
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(20)  Your  Committee  considers  that  return  should  be  made  immediately  of 
any  moneys  improperly  taken  from  the  companies’  funds  for  political  subscrip- 
tions by  those  responsible  for  their  extraction. 

(21)  It  is  also  to  be  observed  that  no  pretence  is  made  that  the  personal 
subscriptions  were  because  of  the  adherence  of  Mr.  Sweezey  to  any  particular 
party  and  we  are  of  the  opinion  that  they  were  shamelessly,  wastefully  and 
needlessly  made  for  the  express  purpose  of  obtaining  favourable  consideration 
of  the  Company’s  proposals  to  the  Government. 

(22)  That  Mr.  Sweezey  was  solicited  for  these  contributions  appears  on 
page  822  of  the  Evidence,  where  in  answer  to  Mr.  Lennox  he  states:  “I  could 
not  deliver  that  amount  of  money  in  one  fell  swoop.  I had  to  scratch  it  up 
where  I could  from  time  to  time.”  Further  on,  in  speaking  of  the  $10,000  cam- 
paign fund  to  General  McCuaig,  Mr.  Lennox  remarked:  “You  did  not  treat  us 
very  generously.”  Mr.  Jacobs:  “The  fact  that  the  party  is  in  power  is  some 
indication.”  Witness:  “ They  did  not  press  me  so  hard,  sir.” 

(23)  The  evidence  on  Page  826: 

By  Mr.  Lennox: 

Q.  You  said  Senators  Raymond  and  Haydon  were  designated  as  the 
proper  persons  to  whom  you  should  pay  this  fund?  Who  designated 
them?”  Answer:  “Nobody  specifically  designated  them;  I just  hap- 
pened to  know  it;  they  came  and  told  me  they  were.” 


14.  Senator  Haydon 

(1)  The  first  connection  of  Senator  Haydon  with  the  Beauharnois  project 
appears  to  be  in  1924,  when  his  firm  incorporated  for  Senator  McDougald  and 
Mr.  Henry  the  Sterling  Industrial  Corporation  on  the  5th  July  of  that  year  and 
made  the  application  of  that  Company  to  the  two  Departments  of  the  Govern- 
ment for  the  right  to  divert  30,000  c.f.s. 

(2)  His  firm  was  retained  by  Mr.  Sweezey  for  the  Beauharnois  Power  Syn- 
dicate in  the  fall  of  1928  under  somewhat  peculiar  circumstances. 

(3)  Senator  Haydon  has  been  a member  of  the  Senate  since  March  11th, 
1924,  and  was  known  to  Air.  Sweezey  to  be  a member  of  the  Liberal  Party  who 
collected  campaign  funds.  The  retainer  was  of  an  unusual  character.  The  firm 
demanded  in  excess  of  $30,000  per  year  but  Mr.  Sweezey  demurred  and  finally 
arranged  that  the  firm  of  AlcGiverin,  Haydon  and  Ebbs  would  be  paid  the  sum 
of  $50,000,  conditionally  upon  approval  of  its  application  by  the  Governor  in 
Council.  On  October  3rd,  1928,  this  firm  received  a cheque  from  the  Marquette 
Investment  Company  for  $7,500  for  legal  services.  On  page  728,  Air.  Sweezey 
says  in  an  interview  with  Air.  AlcGiverin,  “However,  by  a compromise  I agreed 
that  if  the  thing  got  through,  I would  prefer  to  pay  on  that  basis;  if  it  went 
through  I would  pay  him  $50,000,  and  a retainer  for  three  years  at  $15,000.  . .it 
is  human  nature  to  work  harder  at  a price.”  Asked,  in  the  event  of  failure  what 
would  happen,  Mr.  Sweezey’s  answer  was  “Well,  he  would  have  his  expenses. 
At  least  I presumed  that  he  would  have  to  have  his  expenses.  . .1  was  sure  he 
would  charge  me  something  for  it.”  This  arrangement  was  apparently  made, 
according  to  Air.  Sweezey,  some  time  prior  to  the  2nd  October,  1928  (Evidence 
Page  729). 

(4)  On  the  2nd  October,  1928,  a transfer  was  made  to  Air.  Ebbs  of  the 
Haydon  firm,  from  Air.  Clare  Aloyer  of  the  interest  Air.  Moyer  then  held  in 
the  Beauharnois  Power  Syndicate  for  Senator  AlcDougald. 
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(5)  Mr.  Ebbs,  Senator  Haydon’s  partner,  acted  as  Syndicate  Manager  for 
some  time  representing  Senator  McDougald.  The  order  in  Council  was  approved, 
Senator  Haydon’s  firm  was  paid  $50,000  and  thereafter  received  several  cheques 
in  pursuance  of  the  arrangement  made  with  Mr.  Sweezey  by  which  that  firm  was 
to  be  paid  a retainer  of  $15,000  per  year. 

(6)  Senator  Haydon  was  a man  of  note  and  standing  in  his  party  and  was 
recognized  as  one  of  the  official  organizers  of  the  Liberal  party  in  Canada, 
Senator  Haydon  became  the  recipient  from  Mr.  Sweezey  and  the  Beauharnois 
Company  of  sums  of  money  for  campaign  purposes,  said  to  be  in  excess  of  half 
a million  dollars,  and  it  is  also  to  be  noted  that  throughout  this  firm  did  not 
rejnder  any  detailed  bill  for  professional  services,  a-s  shown  by  the  vouchers 
(Exhibit  Nos.  85  to  87  inclusive). 

(7)  In  these  circumstances,  your  Committee  is  of  opinion  that  the  accept- 
ance of  the  above  mentioned  contingent  retainer  and  of  the  $50,000  involved, 
and  of  the  campaign  funds  by  Senator  Haydon  cannot  be  defended  and  is 
strongly  condemned. 

15.  Senator  Raymond 

(1)  Senator  Raymond  was  appointed  to  the  Senate  on  the  20th  December, 
1926.  He,  voluntarily,  after  the  permission  of  the  Senate  had  been  granted, 
appeared  before  the  Committee  on  the  afternoon  of  the  16th  July,  1931,  and 
stated  that  he  bad  subscribed  on  the  1st  April,  1927,  at  the  suggestion  of 
Honourable  Mr.  Mitchell  and  Mr.  Frank  P.  Jones,  for  800  units  of  the  Beau- 
harnois Syndicate  at  a price  of  $30,000,  which  he  paid.  These  became  1,600 
units  in  the  second  syndicate  and  as  was  his  right,  he  subscribed  for  1,600 
further  units,  in  the  name  of  J.  R.  Lefebvre,  and  made  his  holdings  3,200  units. 
On  the  whole  transaction  he  realized  as  of  the  17th  December,  1929,  $529,600 
profit  and  14,040  shares  of  Class  A stock  of  the  Beauharnois  Power  Corporation, 
Limited.  Senator  Raymond  sold  all  his  originally  acquired  units  at  the  same 
time  that  Mr.  Frank  P.  Jones  sold  his  at  $550  per  unit,  and  later  Senator 
Raymond  bought  from  W.  G.  Mitchell  350  units  and  from  R.  ,T-  Fuller  one 
unit  in  the  Beauharnoi's  Power  Syndicate  and  he  held  these  at  the  dissolution 
of  the  Syndicate  on  the  17th  December,  1929.  His  total  profit  w)as  as  above 
mentioned.  He  states  that  neither  at  Quebec  nor  at  Ottawa  did  he  exert  or 
attempt  to  exert  any  political  influence  on  behalf  of  the  Beauharnois  applica- 
tions. His  evidence  is  that  he  “ did  nothing  to  push  the  deal.”  On  page  794 
of  the  evidence,  Senator  Raymond  was  asked: — 

Q.  Then  are  we  to  understand  you  to  say,  that  having  this  interest 
in  this  project  and  knowing  that  there  was  a very  strong  opposition  and 
’a  big  fight  being  put  up,  you  never  turned  a hand  to  help  it  ah  all? — A.  I 
do  not  know  if  there  was  anything  in  my  power  to  do  towards  helping  it. 

Q.  Well,  you  could  hdlp? — A.  I thought  the  only  help  that  I could 
give  wias  to  put  my  money  in. 

Q.  I may  take  it  then,  from  what  you  say,  that  we  have  your 
unequivocal  statement  that  at  no  time  did  you  attempt  to  exert  your 
personal  influence  on  behalf  of  this  project? — A.  At  no  time. 

(2)  At  the  conclusion  of  his  evidence  one  of  the  members  of  the  Committee 
expressed  the  view  that  he  ought  to  be  commended  for  his  frankness  in  giving 
his  evidence.  It  was,  however,  later  disclosed  in  evidence  that  laccording  to  the 
bill  of  Messrs.  Geoffrion  $nd  Prud’homme,  Counsel  for  the  Beauharnois 
Syndicates  (Exhibit  No.  114)  from  September  10,  1927,  to  May  23,  1928,  there 
appear  some  sixteen  entries  charging  for  interviews  with  and  telephones  to  and 
from  Senator  Raymond.  An  interview  appears  to  have  taken  place  on  one 
occasion  with  Honourable  Mr.  Mitchell  and  on  another  occasion  in  Ottawa  with 
Senator  McDougald. 
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(3)  On  page  391,  Mr.  Frank  P.  Jones  states  “I  certainly  iasked  Sen'abor 
Raymond  over  and  over  again  if  he  could  not  do  something  to  get  some  action.” 

(4)  It  transpired  when  Mr.  Sweezey  returned  'to  give  further  evidence  that 
Senator  Raymond  had  received  from  Mr.  Sweezey  Some  $200,000  of  campaign 
funds  for  the  Liberal  party.  The  commendable  frankness  would  seem  to  require 
that  Senator  Raymond  should  'have  disclosed  this  to  the  Committee  if  he  wished 
the  Committee  to  understand  that  he  was  stating  fairly  his  connection  between 
the  Government  and  (the  Beauharnois  promoters. 

(5)  In  view  of  Mr.  Sweezey's  attitude  throughout  and  his  views  as  to  the 
necessity  for  political  influence,  ir  is  hardly  conceivable  that  Mr.  Sweezey 
would  pay  this  large  sum  of  money  over  to  Senator  Raymond  unless  he  at  least 
was  satisfied  that  the  Senator’s  influence  had  been  or  would  be  worth  the  money 
and  it  is  remarkable  that  Senator  Raymond  did  not  insist  on  leaking  some 
explanation  of  his  position  in  this  regard,  in  view  of  his  evidence. 


16.  Senator  Wilfred  Laurier  McDougald 

(1)  Senator  McDougald  was  first  summoned  to  the  Senate  on  the  25th 
June,  1926,  but  owing  to  the  dissolution  of  Parliament  was  not  then  sworn  in 
and  his  .appointment  lapsed.  He  was  again  summoned  in  October  of  that  same 
year  and  was  sworn  in  the  following  year.  Since  1922,  except  for  a short  interval 
in  1926,  until  1930,  Senator  McDougald  occupied  the  .position  of  Chairman  of 
the  Montreal  Harbour  Board  and,  as  he  stated  in  evidence,  (assumed  a position 
of  high  responsibility  in  connection  with  the  development  of  the  St.  Lawrence 
Deep  Waterway. 

(2)  In  May,  1924,  the  then  Dr.  McDougald  was  appointed  a member  of 
the  National  Advisory  Committee,  whose  membership  included  the  Honourable 
G.  P.  Graham,  'as  Chairman,  and  Honourable  Clifford  Sifton,  and  several  gentle- 
men interested  in  existing  hydro-electric  power  developments. 

(3)  On  the  20th  April,  1928,  Senator  McDougald  was  appointed  a member 
of  the  Special  Committee  of  the  Senate  to  inquire  into  and  report  from  time  to 
time  on  the  matter  of  the  development  and  improvement  of  the  St.  Lawrence 
River  for  the  purposes  of  navigation  and  production  of  electric  current  and  power 
and  m'a tiers  incidental  to  such  ia  project.  That  Committee  held  several  meet- 
ings in  the  month  of  May,  1928,  and  to  which  reference  will  be  made  more 
specifically  hereafter. 

(4)  In  1923,  Dr.  McDougald  became  associated  with  Mr.  R.  A.  C.  Henry, 
as  has  been  previously  pointed  out  in  this  report,  and  as  a result  the  Sterling 
Industrial  Corporation  Limited  was  incorporated  and  applications  made  to  the 
Departments  of  Public  Works  and  Railways  and  Canals  on  the  5th  and  7th  July, 
1924,  as  already  indicated. 

(5)  From  this  small  beginning,  the  interests  of  Senator  McDougald  have 
expanded  until  at  the  time  of  his  giving  his  evidence  he  was  Chairman  of  the 
Board  of  the  Beauharnois  Power  Corporation,  Limited,  elected  on  the  20th  of 
December,  1929,  the  holder  of  Management  Preferred  shares;  a director  of  the 
Beauharnois  Light,  Heat  and  Power  Company,  the  Beauharnois  Construction 
Company,  the  Beauharnois  Land  Company,  and  the  Beauharnois  Transmission 
Company. 

(6)  This  expansion  is  almost  comparable  to  the  present  Beauharnois  project 
as  compared  with  the  original  St.  Louis  feeder. 
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(7)  The  application  of  the  Sterling  Industrial  Corporation  was  allowed 
to  lie  dormant  until  some  time  in  1928.  On  the  18th  of  May,  1928,  Senator 
McDougald  agreed  to  take  over  800  units  of  the  first  syndicate  which  had  been 
subscribed  for  by  Mr.  Clare  Moyer  on  the  4th  of  April,  1928,  the  day  upon  which 
that  syndicate  was  dissolved,  and  upon  which  day  a payment  of  $15,000  was 
made  by  Mr.  Moyer,  of  moneys  which  he  says  he  received  in  cash  from  Mr. 
Winfield  Sifton.  A further  payment  was  made  on  the  18th  of  May,  in  an  amount 
of  $15,000  out  of  moneys  which  Mr.  Moyer  says  were  received  by  him  from  Mr. 
Sifton  by  way  of  a bank  draft  containing  no  information  as  to  the  person  who  was 
providing  the  funds. 

(8)  The  800  units  thus  acquired  by  Senator  McDougald  became  1,600  units 
on  the  formation  of  the  second  syndicate,  and  he,  in  the  name  of  Mr.  Moyer, 
subscribed  as  he  had  the  right  to  do  for  1,600  more  units  at  a price  of  $100  per 
unit,  and  for  which  he  agreed  to  pay  $160,000  and  on  which  at  the  dissolution  of 
the  syndicate  on  the  17th  December  1929,  he  had  paid  $80,000. 

(9)  In  the  meantime,  however,  namely  on  the  2nd  October,  1928,  these 
had  been  transferred  from  Mr.  Moyer  to  Mr.  John  P.  Ebbs,  a member  of  the 
Haydon  firm,  by  reason  of  some  instructions  from  Senator  McDougald,  about 
which  there  seems  to  be  some  insolvable  mystery,  and  about  which  there  need 
not  have  been  any  mystery  at  all  if  the  transaction  were  an  ordinary  business 
one. 

(10)  As  previously  pointed  out,  Senator  McDougald  through  his  represent- 
ative, Mr.  Ebbs,  acquired  for  the  five  issued  shares  of  the  capital  stock  of  the 
Sterling  Industrial  Corporation,  Limited,  2,000  part  interests  in  the  second 
syndicate.  These  units  were  given  for  a corporation  the  rights  of  which,  as  has 
been  pointed  out  by  Mr.  Cameron,  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Public  Works  Depart- 
ment, on  page  1019  of  the  evidence  “would  be  of  no  value”.  The  agreement  was 
made  in  the  fall  of  1928,  and  the  Beauharnois  Company  considered  these  shares 
to  be  of  such  value  that  they  still  remain  endorsed  in  blank,  and  have  never  been 
transferred  on  the  books  of  the  Company.  It  can  hardly  be  pretended  that  this 
Company  had  any  value,  even  as  suggested,  any  “nuisance  value”  or  was  or  could 
be  thought  to  be  any  serious  obstacle  in  itself  to  the  application  of  the  Beau- 
harnois Light,  Heat  and  Power  Company  to  the  Governor  General  in  Council 
then  pending.  If  so,  there  were  two  former  applications  in  the  Department,  one 
of  which  at  least  was  based  on  an  alleged  acquisition  of  the  Robert  rights,  which 
rights  wrere  the  foundation  of  the  Beauharnois  application.  Still,  the  carrying 
out  of  the  agreement  was  made  conditional  upon  favourable  action  by  the 
CoArernor  General  in  Council,  and  it  is  beyond  belief  that  had  that  Company  not 
been  OAvned  by  Senator  McDougald,  Avh o represented  himself  to  be  a close  friend 
of  the  administration,  and  R.  A.  C.  Henry,  soon  destined  to  become  Deputy 
Minister  of  Railways  and  Canals,  or  others  equally  influential,  the  Beauharnois 
Power  Syndicate  Avould  have  hardly  considered  paying  for  it  even  the  nominal 
amount  that  had  been  subscribed  as  its  capital  stock,  much  less  2,000  units,  which 
ultimately  became  $300,000  in  money  and  80,000  shares  of  the  Beauharnois  PoAver 
Corporation  Limited  but  Avould  doubtless  haAve  received  the  same  consideration 
as  was  accorded  the  other  prior  applicants — namely  the  privilege  of  being 
completely  ignored. 

(11)  It  is  suggested  that  the  handing  over  of  this  large  number  of  units  was 
in  order  to  induce  Mr.  Henry  to  go  over  to  the  Beauharnois  Company.  Why  any 
inducement,  other  than  a doubling  of  his  salary  which  actually  occurred,  should 
have  been  necessary  in  order  to  induce  the  man  who  had  for  at  least  six  or  seven 
years  been  most  anxious  to  be  connected  with  a Beauharnois  project  is  difficult 
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to  understand,  and  your  Committee  cannot  accept  that  as  the  explanation.  On 
the  contrary  we  are  convinced  that  the  “nuisance  value”  consisted  in  the  necessity 
of  a large  inducement  to  Senator  AIcDougald  in  order  that  he,  a possible  obstacle 
in  the  attainment  of  the  objects  of  the  syndicate,  might  become  so  vitally  in- 
terested therein  that  any  possible  opposition  on  his  part  might  be  obviated. 

(12)  That  Senator  McDougald  was  a factor  in  the  success  of  this  venture 
is  apparent  from  the  Proceedings  of  the  Special  Committee  of  the  Senate  above 
referred  to,  of  which  be  was  a member.  It  appears  that  on  the  31st  of  May,  1928, 
he  was  instrumental  in  having  Mr.  Henry,  then  his  partner  in  the  Sterling 
Company,  come  before  that  Committee  and  answer  certain  questions.  These 
questions  had  (See  page  215  of  the  Proceedings)  been  prepared  beforehand  by 
Senator  McDougald  and  submitted  to  Air.  Henry. 

(13)  Mr.  Sweezey  in  his  evidence  makes  it  very  clear  that  the  reason  for 
his  having  done  some  of  the  extraordinary  things  which  he  did  do  was  that 
time  was  of  great  importance  from  the  standpoint  of  financing  the  enterprise, 
owing  to  the  threatened  financial  crisis. 

(14)  On  the  25th  Alay,  1928,  Air.  Aime  Geoffrion,  Chief  Counsel  for  the 
Beauharnois  Syndicate,  and  who  according  to  his  bill  for  professional  services 
had  a number  of  interview’s,  starting  on  the  17th  December,  1927,  with  Senator 
McDougald,  wrote  to  Senator  AIcDougald  urging  that  there  was  “no  reason  for 
delaying  the  application  to  the  Dominion  Executive  for  approval  of  the  Beau- 
harnois plans  under  the  Navigable  Waters  Act.” 

(15)  The  last  question  which  Senator  AIcDougald  asked  Mr.  Henry  on 
this  occasion,  on  the  31st  of  May,  1928,  was  as  follows: 

(Page  232  of  the  Committee’s  Proceedings) 

“Hon.  Mr.  McDougald:  The  last  question  which  I have,  Mr.  Henry, 
is,  in  your  opinion  should  the  improvement  of  the  St.  Lawrence  Water- 
way be  gone  on  with  as  soon  as  possible,  and  if  so,  why?  ” 

It  is  to  be  recalled  that  thirteen  days  previously,  on  his  own  testimony,  Senator 
McDougald  had  agreed  to  become  interested  in  this  enterprise  to  the  extent  of 
800  Part  Interests  in  the  Beauharnois  Syndicate. 

(16)  On  the  19th  of  April,  1928,  Senator  AIcDougald  in  a speech  delivered 
by  him  from  his  place  in  the  Senate  stated:  “I  want  to  say  here,  and  to  say  it 
with  emphasis,  that  I do  not  own  a dollar’s  worth  of  stock  in  this  enterprise, 
and  have  no  interest  in  or  association  with  that  Company  in  any  wray,  shape  or 
form”. . . “So  far  as  I myself  am  concerned  I cannot  add  too  much  emphasis  to 
my  denial  of  the  suspicions  and  aspersions  w'hich  these  despatches”  (referring 
to  despatches  of  the  Toronto  Alail  and  Empire  and  the  Globe  of  April  18,  1928) 
“have  cast  upon  me  as  a member  of  the  Advisory  Committee,  as  a member  of 
this  honourable  body,  and  as  a private  citizen.” 

(17)  On  the  20th  of  Alay,  1931,  Senator  AIcDougald,  in  referring  to  his 
former  statement  on  this  subject,  and  the  date  thereof,  the  19th  of  April,  1928, 
made  the  following  statement  from  his  place  in  the  Senate:  “Honourable  Alem- 
bers  of  the  Senate,  before  the  orders  of  the  day  I rise  on  a question  of  privilege. 
According  to  the  newspapers  of  this  morning  my  honour  and  integrity  as  a mem- 
ber of  this  House  have  been  attacked  in  another  place,  and  I desire  to  draw- 
attention  at  once  to  a statement  which  I made  in  the  Senate  in  April,  1928, 
regarding  my  position  in  the  much-discussed  Beauharnois  Power  Company. 
Newspaper  articles  had  reflected  on  myself  and  other  members  of  the  National 
Advisory  Committee  reporting  on  the  St.  Lawrence  Waterways.  It  was  insin- 
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uated  that  our  decisions  and  recommendations  were  influenced  by  personal 
interest  in  power  development  on  the  St,  Lawrence.  In  this  house  i stated  at 
the  time  that  I had  no  interest  in  the  Beauharnois  Power  Company  or  in  the 
Syndicate.  That  was  absolutely  true  and  correct.  I may  say  at  once  that  up 
to  that  time.  . .”  (that  is  April  1928)  “I  had  been  invited  on  many  occasions  to 
become  a member  of  that  syndicate  but  had  always  declined.  After  that  date 
I was  asked  again,  and  had  the  whole  project  investigated  from  every  angle. 
When  I was  satisfied  that  it  was  a proper  project  for  me  as  a member  of  this 
Senate,  as  a business  man,  and  as  a citizen  of  Canada,  to  take  a financial 
interest  in,  I agreed  to  do  so.  Some  six  months  later,  in  October,  1928,  I took 
an  interest  in  the  Beauharnois  Syndicate.” 

(18)  On  Page  930  of  the  Evidence  appear  these  Questions  and  Answers: 

“By  the  Chairman: 

Q.  That  is  not  a correct  statement,  Senator,  I suggest  to  you? — 
A.  I suggest,  Sir,  that  it  is  a correct  statement. 

Q.  Then  your  evidence  yesterday  was  wrong,  because  you  bought 
from  Sifton  in  May? — A.  1 did  not  appear  in  it  until  October.  Mr.  Ebbs 
was  my  representative  in  October,  and  I became  active  in  it  in  October. 

Q.  Is  that  your  explanation  for  that  statement? — A.  That  is  my 
explanation  for  that  statement.  I was  in  the  syndicate — 

Q.  Why,  of  course  you  were  in  the  syndicate;  here  is  your  evidence? 
—A.  The  end  of  May,  1930,  and  not  when  I made  the  speech  in  the 
Senate. 

Q.  You  say  in  your  speech,  distinctly  that  in  October,  1928,  you  first 
took  an  interest  in  the  Beauharnois  Syndicate.  Yesterday  in  your  sworn 
testimony  you  admitted  that  you  had  purchased  from  Sifton  in  May, 
1928? — A.  That  is  correct. 

Q.  I suggest  to  you  that  your  statement  in  the  Senate  was  entirely 
wrong? — A.  It  may  have  been  ambiguous,  but  it  was  not  wrong.  What 
I meant  was  I came  into  it  in  October  through  Mr.  Ebbs.  That  is  the 
first  time  I came  into  it. . .” 

Q.  Just  before  you  go  on  with  that,  Mr.  White,  I want  to  complete 
the  question  I was  putting  to  the  Senator  a moment  ago  (To  the  witness). 
While  you  were  making  this  ambiguous  speech,  as  you  call  it  now,  in  the 
Senate  on  the  20th  May,  1931,  of  course  you  were  interested  with  Mr. 
Henry  in  the  Sterling  Industrial  Corporation — A.  That  is  right.” 

(19)  Further  in  his  speech  on  the  20th  May,  1931,  Senator  McDougald 
said:  “I  might  add  that  I paid  into  the  syndicate  dollar  for  dollar  with  every 
other  member  of  it.” 

(20)  As  previously  pointed  out  in  this  Report,  Senator  McDougald,  Senator 
Raymond,  and  Mr.  Frank  Jones,  bought  their  units  in  the  first  syndicate  for 
many  fewer  dollars  per  share  than  any  other  of  the  members,  except  possibly 
Mr.  Sweezey  who  got  some  of  his  for  a consideration  other  than  cash. 

(21)  It  is  also  significant  that  Senator  McDougald  received  considerable 
sums  of  money  from  the  Company  for  travelling  expenses. 

(22)  How  one  holding  the  high  offices  to  which  he  had  been  called,  as  Chair- 
man of  the  Montreal  Harbour  Board,  member  of  the  National  Advisory  Com- 
mittee on  St.  Lawrence  Waterways,  a Senator  of  Canada,  and  a member  of  the 
Special  Committee  of  the  Senate,  above  referred  to,  and  as  he  himself  has  stated, 
having  a high  regard  for  his  public  duties,  should  allow  his  private  interest  to  so 
interfere  with  his  public  duty  that  he  found  it  necessary,  speaking  from  bis 
place  in  the  Senate  to  be  “ambiguous”  and  incorrect,  it  is  difficult  for  your  Com- 
mittee to  understand. 
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(23)  Senator  McDougald’s  actions  in  respect  to  the  Beauharnois  project 
cannot  be  too  strongly  condemned. 

17.  Mr.  James  B.  Hunter,  Deputy  Minister  oj  Public  Works,  and  Mr. 
Kenneth  McKenzie  Cameron,  Chief  Engineer  of  that  Department  were  called 
as  witnesses  and  gave  evidence.  The  Committee  desires  to  say  that  the  evidence 
of  neither  of  these  officers  appeared  to  be  given  in  the  manner  which  one  might 
expect  from  Departmental  Officials.

An  unaudited  statement  of  the  31st  of  May,  1931,  exhibit  No.  128,  as  compared  with  the  Consolidated 
Balance  Sheet  as  of  the  31st  December,  1930,  disclosed  that  the  property  account  had  increased  by  $5,781,- 
185.74  to  a total  of  $34,550,002.27,  as  compared  with  $28,768,816.53. 

The  Royal  Trust  Company  escrow  fund  had.  been  decreased  by  $1,430,396.67  for  payments  made 
to  the  Company  for  outgoings.  Cash  on  hand  had  'decreased  by  $113,857.31. 

(2)  In  the  liabilities  the  most  important  increase  is  a bank  loan  of 
$3,500,000  secured  by  the  hypothecation  of  $5,250,000  of  bonds  of  the  Beau- 
harnois Light,  Heat  and  Power  Company,  being  part  of  an  issue  of  $20,000,000 
bonds  authorized  for  temporary  purposes  on  the  15th  day  of  January,  1931. 
At  present  the  bank  loans  are,  according  to  Mr.  Griffith,  about  $6,000,000 
secured  by  the  hypothecation  of  $9,000,000  of  these  bonds. 

(3)  Accrued  interest  of  bonds  had  been  decreased  by  $150,000  which  means 
that  having  regard  to  the  monthly  accrual  of  interest  amounting  to  $150,000 
in  the  interval  between  December  31st,  1930,  and  May  31st,  1931,  $900,000  of 
bond  interest  had  been  paid.  Miscellaneous  accounts  pavable  had  increased 
by  $881,770.75  to  an  amount  of  $1,355,252.35. 

(4)  As  the  situation  now  stands,  the  promotors  of  the  Beauharnois  Project 
involving  the  exploitation  of  a great  natural  resource  have  been  able  to  secure 
to  themselves  a return  of  all  moneys  advanced  by  them  or  any  of  them,  a profit 
of  $2,189,000  in  cash  and  1,000,000  Class  A Common  shares,  which,  if  saleable 
at  the  market  quotation  would  at  one  time  have  been  worth  $17,000,000  and  at 
to-day’s  quotation  of  $4  per  share,  would  be  worth  $4,000,000.  This  cash  pro- 
fit was  paid  out  of  moneys  borrowed  by  the  Beauharnois  Power  Corporation 
Limited  by  the  sale  of  its  bonds. 

(5)  According  to  Mr.  Henry,  in  order  to  complete  the  project  up  to  the 
point  where  500,000  h.p.  will  be  produced,  they  will  require  a further  sale  of 
bonds  in  a capital  amount  of  $46,000,000.  If  this  were  accomplished  the  power 
project  would  have  been  constructed  completely  on  borrowed  money  and  the 
promotors  would  be  in  control  of  this  vast  enterprise  owning  1,620,000  of  the 
Class  A shares  out  of  a total  issue  of  1,799,995  and  also  the  5 Management 
Preferred  shares  which  for  10  years  give  to  the  under-writers  practical  control 
of  the  Company’s  affairs  and  all  of  this  without  the  present  investment  of  any 
money. 

Your  Committee  Recommends: 

1.  That  the  Parliament  of  Canada  take  such  action  as  may  be  within  its 
power,  and  without  prejudicing  the  rights  of  the  Province  of  Quebec,  to  procure 
-the  development  of  this  project  in  such  a manner  as  will  best  serve  the  people 

of  Canada. 

2.  That  should  the  rights  of  the  Dominion  and  the  Province  of  Quebec 
come  in  conflict,  every  effort  be  put  forth  to  arrive  at  a satisfactory  agreement, 
so  that  the  project  may  not  be  imperilled  by  delay. 
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3.  That  definite  action  be  taken  to  preserve  the  rights  of  navigation  and 
the  complete  jurisdiction  of  Parliament  in  respect  thereto.

Mr.  Senn,  from  the  Select  Standing  Committee  on  Agriculture  and  Coloniza- 
tion, presented  the  Fourth  Report  of  the  said  Committee,  which  is  as  follows: — 

Your  Committee  has  had  under  consideration  an  Order  of  Reference  dated 
May  28,  1931,  namely: — 

Resolved,  Whereas  the  marketing  of  Canadian  farm  products  of  all 
descriptions  is  a matter  of  very  major  importance. 

Therefore  be  it  ordered  by  this  House  that  the  Committee  on  Agri- 
culture and  Colonization  do  proceed  with  an  investigation  into  methods 
of  handling  and  marketing  agricultural  products  of  all  kinds  and  that 
they  be  given  authority  to  call  such  witnesses  to  this  end  as  may  seem 
to  them  necessary  and  report  from  time  to  time,  and  that  the  Committee 
be  granted  leave  to  print  1,000  copies  (English)  and  300  copies  (French) 
of  each  proceedings  and  of  the  evidence  to  be  taken  by  it,  together  with 
such  papers  and  documents  as  may  be  incorporated  with  such  evidence 
for  the  use  of  the  Committee  and  for  the  use  of  the  Members  of  the 
House  and  that  Standing  Order  64  be  suspended  in  relation  thereto.

At  the  first  meeting  of  the  Committee  held  for  this  purpose,  the  Honourable 
Mr.  Weir,  Minister  of  Agriculture,  made  a brief  statement  outlining  his  reasons 
for  making  the  reference,  and  the  course  which  he  thought  the  Committee 
should  follow. 

Your  Committee  has  called  and  examined  the  following  named  witnesses: — 

W.  A.  Brown,  Chief  of  Poultry  Division,  Department  of  Agriculture. 

A.  W.  Ault,  Egg  and  Poultfy  Division,  Department  of  Agriculture. 

W.  L.  Brown,  Member  of  the  firm  of  William  Brown  Company,  Cattle 
Importers,  Manchester,  England. 
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A.  A.  MacMillan,  Chief  of  Sheep  and  Swine  Division,  Department  of 
Agriculture. 

S.  E.  Todd,  Secretary  of  the  Industrial  and  Development  Council  of  Canada 
Meat  Packers. 

W.  A.  Amos,  President,  United  Farmers’  Co-Operative  Ltd. 

W.  West,  Egg  Dealer,  Almonte,  Ontario. 

Jas.  C.  Richardson,  Grain  Merchant,  Member  of  the  Winnipeg  Grain 
Exchange. 

Sydney  T.  Smith,  Representative  of  the  Winnipeg  Grain  Exchange. 

Andrew  Cairns,  Representative  of  Canadian  Wheat  Pool. 

The  Agricultural  Products  more  particularly  studied  included  Eggs,  Pork 
and  Pork  Products,  Beef  and  Beef  Cattle,  and  Exportable  Wheat. 

With  respect  to  the  production,  grading  and  marketing  of  eggs,  your  Com- 
mittee was  fully  informed  by  witnesses,  W.  A.  Brown,  Chief  of  the  Poultry 
Division,  and  A.  W.  Ault,  both  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture,  and  also 
heard  representations  by  witness  W.  West,  an  egg  dealer  of  Almonte,  Ontario. 

Departmental  regulations  governing  the  grading  and  marketing  of  eggs 
were  carefully  and  fully  examined  and  explained  and  the  activities  of  the 
department  officials  charged  with  the  enforcement  thereof,  fully  gone  into.  The 
Committee  was  informed  that  the  Federal  Government  jurisdiction  in  this 
respect  extended  only  to  interprovincial  and  import  and  export  trade,  and  that 
enabling  legislation  by  the  several  provinces  was  necessary  to  the  enforcement 
of  such  regulations.  The  position  in  this  respect  is  that  all  of  the  provinces 
with  the  exception  of  Ontario  and  Quebec,  have  passed  the  necessary  legislation 
to  make  enforceable  the  regulations  promulgated  in  1929.  The  regulations  of 
1924  are  enforceable  in  the  Province  of  Ontario. 

Notwithstanding  the  absence  of  authority  to  enforce  the  regulations  of 
1929  in  Ontario  and  Quebec,  the  Department  Officials  find  that  voluntary  co- 
operation by  the  trade  is  increasing  from  year  to  year. 

Your  Committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  principle  of  marketing  poultry 
and  eggs  on  a graded  standard  is  in  the  interest  of  the  producer,  dealer  and 
consumer,  and  recommends  that  every  effort  be  made  to  insure  the  least  possible 
difficulty  in  the  handling,  grading  and  marketing  of  poultry  products,  and  to 
guarantee  the  greatest  possible  return  to  the  producer. 

The  Committee  was  fortunate  in  having  appear  before  it,  Mr.  W.  L.  Brown, 
a member  of  the  firm  of  William  Brown  & Company,  Manchester,  England, 
buyers  and  importers  of  beef  cattle.  Mr.  Brown  gave  a comprehensive  state- 
ment of  the  conditions  obtaining  in  the  British  market,  the  competition  met 
and  to  be  met  by  Canadian  cattle,  .and  the  desirable  class  of  beef  cattle  required 
by  the  British  market.  Mr.  W.  A.  Amos,  President  of  the  United  Farmers’ 
Co-Operative  Limited,  also  gave  the  Committee  valuable  evidence. 

The  Committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  an  export  trade  of  increasing  volume 
and  value  in  beef  cattle  is  open  to  this  country  dependent  on  the  following 
conditions: — 

(a)  Careful  breeding,  feeding,  selection  and  conditioning  of  Canadian 
cattle. 

( b ) Adequate  shipping  space. 

(c)  Reasonable  transportation  rates,  both  rail  and  ocean. 

( d ) A continuous  and  sufficient  volume  of  available  shipments  the  year 
round  irrespective  of  the  fluctuation  in  the  market  prices. 
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The  Committee  therefore  recommends  that  the  foregoing  conditions  should 
be  carefully  and  fully  studied  by  the  Government  with  a view  to  bringing  the 
same  into  effect. 

Your  Committee  went  very  thoroughly  into  the  subject  of  hog  production, 
breeding  and  marketing  in  relation  to  the  requirements  of  the  domestic  market 
and  the  export  trade. 

Mr.  A.  A.  MacMillan,  Chief  of  the  Swine  Division  of  the  Department  of 
Agriculture,  Mr.  Todd  of  the  Canadian  Packers  and  Mr.  W.  A.  Amos,  President 
of  the  United  Farmers’  Co-Operative,  Limited,  gave  valuable  evidence  in  this 
respect.  The  Committee  held  an  informal  meeting  at  the  plant  of  Canada 
Packers,  Limited,  where,  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Todd,  a demonstration  of 
the  grading  of  live  hogs  was  given,  and  an  exhibit  of  dressed  hogs  of  the  several 
government  grades  was  shown.  Also  cuts  were  made  showing  Wiltshire  sides 
and  the  domestic  cuts.  This  demonstration  was  exceedingly  instructive. 

The  Government  hog  regulations,  their  intent,  effect,  and  application  were 
fully  considered  and  your  Committee  is  of  the  opinion  that: — 

Every  effort  should  be  made  to  improve  the  present  system  of  grading  so 
as  to  secure  the  least  possible  difficulty  in  the  handling  and  marketing  of  same, 
and  to  insure  the  greatest  possible  return  to  the  producer.  In  this  regard  we 
commend  the  Department  of  Agriculture  in  the  experiments  which  are  being 
conducted  by  way  of  comparison  of  grading  on  the  hoof  and  grading  on  the  rail. 

Your  Committee  has  also  given  consideration  to  the  wheat  situation. 

Representatives  of  the  Winnipeg  Grain  Exchange  and  the  Canadian  Wheat 
Pools,  upon  invitation,  appeared  before  the  Committee  and  expressed  their 
views  of  the  situation.  Suggestions  for  the  marketing  of  the  carry-over  wheat 
and  of  the  export  crop  of  1931  were  advanced.  Reference  was  made  to  the 
negotiations  now  proceeding  between  the  Pools,  the  Banks,  the  Western  Prov- 
inces and  the  Federal  Government. 

In  view  of  the  evidence  given  before  the  Committee,  it  is  recom- 
mended that  the  Government  take  whatever  steps  it  may  deem  neces- 
sary to  prevent  a drastic  decline  in  the  price  paid  to  producers  of  wheat, 
especially  during  the  Fall  months  when  the  bulk  of  the  crop  is  being 
marketed. 

Your  Committee  commends  the  experimental  work  carried  otn  by  the 
Department  of  Agriculture  and  particularly  urges  the  continuance  of  efforts 
to  inquire  into  and  to  desseminate  information  to  the  farmers  in  respect  to: — 

(а)  The  causes  of  and  remedy  for  soil  drifting,  especially  on  the  open 
prairie ; 

(б)  Precautions  to  take  in  seeding  down  to  grass  or  clover,  or  the  plant- 
ing of  trees  and  hedges  or  other  means; 

(c)  Any  other  matter  pertaining  to  or  allied  with  the  livestock  and  live- 
stock products  industry  in  any  part  of  Canada. 

The  important  question  of  how  to  get  the  producer  the  maximum  returns 
for  his  produce  and  the  relation  of  the  spread  between  producer  and  consumer 
was  given  careful  study  by  your  Committee. 

It  is  recommended  that  the  Department  of  Agriculture  should  take  what- 
ever steps  be  deemed  most  efficient  to  obtain  all  available  information  on  factors 
determining  the  spread  between  what  the  producer  receives  and  what  the  con- 
sumer pays. 
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Your  Committee  submits  herewith  its  minutes  of  proceedings  and  evidence 
as  an  appendix  to  this  report,  and  recommends  that  the  said  minutes  and  report 
be  printed  as  an  appendix  to  the  Journals  of  the  House.

Guthrie  moved, — That  a Message  be  sent  to  the  Senate  informing  their 
Honours  that  this  House  will  concur  in  all  of  the  amendments  made  by  the 
Senate  to  Bill  No.  113,  An  Act  to  amend  the  Criminal  Code,  except  in  regard 
to  the  amendment  to  clause  D of  Section  2 of  the  original  Bill  by  adding  the 
words  “ expose  the  genital  organs  ”,  which  in  the  opinion  of  this  House  is  not 
a desirable  amendment,  and  is  unnecessary,  having  regard  to  the  fact  that  a 
prosecution  under  this  Section  cannot  take  place  under  the  added  subsection 
without  a fiat  of  the  Attorney  General  of  the  province  concerned. 

And  that  the  Clerk  of  the  House  do  carry  the  said  Alessage  to  the  Senate. 

And  the  question  being  put  on  the  said  motion;  it  was  agreed  to. 

The  House  resumed  the  adjourned  Debate  on  the  proposed  motion  of  Mr. 
Bennett:  That  Mr.  Speaker  do  now  leave  the  Chair  for  the  House  to  resolve 
itself  into  Committee  of  the  Whole  on  a proposed  Resolution  in  respect  to 
unemployment  and  farm  relief. 

After  further  Debate  thereon,  the  question  being  put  on  the  said  motion; 
it  was  agreed  to,  on  division. 

The  House  accordingly  resolved  itself  into  Committee  of  the  Whole  on 
the  said  proposed  Resolution.

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and  to  authorize  the  Governor  in  Council  to  expend  for  the  -said  purposes  out  of 
the  Consolidated  Revenue  Fund  such  sums  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  neces- 
sary. 

Resolution  to  be  reported. 


The  said  Resolution  was  reported,  read  the  second  time  and  concurred  in. 


Mr.  Bennett  then,  by  leave  of  the  House,  presented  a Bill,  No.  142,  An  Act 
to  confer  certain  powers  upon  the  Governor  in  Council  in  respect  to  unemploy- 
ment and  farm  relief,  and  the  maintenance  of  peace,  order  and  good  govern- 
ment in  Canada,  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  ordered  for  a second  read- 
ing at  the  next  sitting  of  the  House.

Then  the  Honourable  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Commons  addressed 
The  Right  Honourable  the  Deputy  Governor  General  as  follows: — 

“ May  it  Please  Your  Honour: 

“ The  Commons  of  Canada  have  voted  Supplies  required  to  enable  the 
Government  to  defray  certain  expenses  of  the  Public  Service. 

“ In  the  name  of  the  Commons,  I present  to  Your  Honour  the  following 
Bill: — 

An  Act  for  granting  to  His  Majesty  certain  sums  of  money  for  the  public 
service  of  the  financial  year  ending  the  31st  March,  1932. 

“ To  which  Bill  I humbly  request  Your  Honour’s  Assent.” 
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To  this  Bill  the  Clerk  of  the  Senate,  by  command  of  the  Deputy  of  His 
Excellency  the  Governor  General,  did  thereupon  say: — 

“ In  His  Majesty’s  name  The  Right  Honourable  the  Deputy  Governor 
General  thanks  His  Loyal  Subjects,  accepts  their  benevolence,  and  assents  to 
this  Bill.” 


After  which  The  Right  Honourable  the  Deputy  of  His  Excellency  the 
Governor  General  was  pleased  to  close  the  Second  Session  of  the  Seventeenth 
Parliament  of  the  Dominion  of  Canada,  with  the  following  Speech: — 

Honourable  Members  of  the  Senate: 

Members  of  the  House  of  Commons: 

I desire  to  thank  you  for  the  diligence  and  efficiency  with  which  you  have 
discharged  your  duties  during  the  present  session  of  Parliament. 

The  development  of  Canadian  industry  and  agriculture  has  been  further 
promoted  through  the  measures  you  have  enacted. 

A Tariff  Board  has  been  created,  one  of  the  functions  of  which  will  be 
to  aid  in  the  stabilization  of  trade  and  the  establishment  of  an  equitable 
relationship  between  the  costs  of  production  and  consumption. 

The  changes  provided  for  in  the  system  of  government  accounting  will,  it 
is  believed,  make  for  greater  simplicity  and  more  effective  control  over  the 
finances  of  the  country. 

The  measures  granting  assistance  to  the  wheat  producer,  and  for  the 
distribution  of  coal  will  do  much  to  assist  those  industries. 

Among  other  important  measures  enacted  were  Bills  respecting:  Copyright; 
Canadian  National  Railway  Company;  Pensions;  Soldiers’  Settlement;  Consoli- 
dated Revenue  and  Audit;  Vocational  Education;  The  Royal  Canadian  Mint; 
Old  Age  Pensions. 

Approval  has  been  given  the  proposed  measure  of  the  Parliament  of  the 
United  Kingdom  to  be  known  as  the  Statute  of  Westminster,  and  His  Majesty 
The  King  has  been  humbly  petitioned  to  cause  it  to  be  laid  before  that  Parlia- 
ment. Prior  to  such  approval  being  given,  delegates  of  my  Government  and  of 
all  the  Provinces  of  Canada  at  the  invitation  of  my  Prime  Minister,  met  at 
Ottawa  and  approved  for  insertion  in  the  proposed  measure  a clause  defining 
the  rights  of  the  Dominion  and  Provinces  in  respect  to  its  provisions. 

The  commercial  agreement  negotiated  with  the  Commonwealth  of  Australia 
and  ratified  by  Parliament  will,  I confidently  believe,  be  of  advantage  to  both 
our  countries.  This  agreement  manifests  the  desire  of  my  government  to  enter 
into  similar  trade  agreements  with  other  parts  of  the  Empire. 

The  Imperial  Economic  Conference,  adjourned  last  November  to  reassemble 
at  Ottawa  during  the  latter  part  of  the  current  year,  has  been  postponed  because 
of  circumstances  which  prevented  the  representation  at  the  conference  of  all 
the  dominions  of  the  Empire.  It  is  confidently  believed  that  when  this  confer- 
ence reassembles,  an  Empire  trade  agreement  of  advantage  to  all  its  parts  may 
be  consummated. 

The  Conversion  Loan  of  1931,  through  which  there  was  reinvested  in 
securities  of  the  Dominion  of  Canada  a sum  of  approximately  six  hundred 
and  forty  million  dollars,  affords  striking  proof  of  the  confidence  of  the  general 
public  in  the  financial  strength  of  the  country. 

As  a result  of  the  Parliamentary  inquiry  into  the  operations  of  the  Beau- 
harnois  Power  Corporations,  measures  have  been  enacted  to  secure  the  public 
interest  against  harmful  .exploitation  of  our  natural  resources  and  to  safeguard 
the  rights  of  bona  fide  investors. 
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Since  you  entered  upon  the  duties  of  the  session,  the  world-wide  depression 
in  economic  conditions  has  grown  more  acute,  and  the  consequent  state  of  unem- 
ployment and  distress  in  many  parts  of  the  country  has  been  intensified  through 
the  partial  failure  of  the  wheat  crop  of  western  Canada.  To  augment  existing 
relief  measures,  the  Governor-in-Council  has  been  empowered  to  take  the 
necessary  action  to  provide  the  maximum  of  employment  and  to  aid,  by  such 
means  as  may  be  deemed  expedient,  the  recovery  from  the  adverse  conditions 
arising  primarily  from  the  crop  failure. 

The  great  powers  of  Europe  and  America,  following  the  generous  and 
constructive  action  of  the  President  of  the  United  States  of  America,  which 
Canada  whole-heartedly  endorses,  are  unitedly  striving  for  the  re-establish- 
ment of  better  world  conditions.  Towards  this  purpose  we  may  now  effectively 
contribute,  by  steadfastly  bending  ourselves  to  the  task  of  freeing  Canada  from 
the  consequences  of  this  universal  state  of  economic  depression  and  of  the 
particular  misfortune  which  has  befallen  the  West;  so  that  this  country  may 
be  ready  to  take  its  place  in  the  forefront  of  the  world’s  recovery.

I commend  your  zeal  for  the  common  good.  It  is  the  crowning  proof  of  the 
unassailable  unity  of  the  Canadian  people.  These  troubled  times  will  pass, 
for  adversity  is  powerless  against  the  will  of  Canada  to  regain  the  happiness 
and  prosperity  which  are  its  birthright.  May  Divine  Providence  bless  and 
guide  you  in  all  your  labours.
